THE General Assembly having been by Proclamation, prorogued to this day, the 
Legislative Council met.

The President acquainted the House that Sir Henry Vere Huntley, late Lieutenant 
Governor of this Is^land, had provisionally appointed George Bimie, Esquire, by 
Warrant bearing date the Ninth day of November, 1847, a Member of thia House, 
who desires to be admitted. 

Ordered, That Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Hensley be a Committee to attend Mr. 
Bimie, and see him qualified. 

Mr. Macdonald, from the Committee appointed to attend Mr. Bimie, and see him 
qualified, reported, that they had according to order, attended Mr. Bimie, vrho took 
the oaths in presence of the Lieutenant Governor. 

The Honorable Mr. Bimie was then introduced between Mr. Macdonald and Mr. 
Hensley, and took his seat. 

The House adjourned during pleasure. 

After some time, the House formed. 

His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor having come to the Council Chamber, and 
being seated, the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod received His Excellency's com- 
mands to desire the attendance of the House of Assembly, immediately in the Council 
Chamber. 

The House of Assembly, with their Speaker, having attended accordingly, His 
Excellency was pleased to open the Session with the followingSpeecb : — 
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Mr. President, and Honorable QentUmen of the LegisUUive Council; 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen 6/ the House of Asaembty ; 

Our Gracious Sovereign having been pleased to appoint me to the Government of 
this Island, I have much satisfaction in meeting you in your Legislative capacity at this 
early period after my arrival, and I avail myself of the first opportunity of communi- 
cating to you my earnest desire to administer the Government upon those just and 
impartial principles, which, whilst they will give me a claim to public confidence, will 
enable me, with your assistance, to contribute to the happiness and prosperity of this 
interesting and thriving Colony. 

It devolves upon me now to submit for your consideration several matters of much 
importance to the present and future welfare of the Colony. Among the most pressing 
of these, is the state of the Island Currency, a wholesome reform of "which is urgently 
required. To assist your deliberations in efiTecting this desirable object, I shall direct 
to be laid before you the views entertained by Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, both as to the cause of the present state of the Currency and 
its proposed remedy. To these views I must claim your serious and earnest attention. 

The future management of the Post Office in the British North American Provinces 
will also occupy a prominent position in your deliberations, Her Majesty's Post Master 
General being prepared to surrender to the Provincial Authorities the controul of this 
department, so soon as by concert between the several Legislatures, arrangements 
shall be matured for securing the advantages of an efficient and uniform system — the 
several communication^ upon this important question, together with the able Report 
of the Commissioners appointed by the Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, shall be laid before you. 

The unfortunate sickness and distress which prevailed among the Emigrants from 
Ireland last year, has induced Her Majesty's Government to propose to the several 
Provincial Legislatures the enactment of a law to affiird additional security against the 
recurrence of similar misfortunes. The views of Her Majesty's Government as com- 
municated to the Right Honorable the Earl of Elgin, will be submitted for your infor- 
mation and guidance. 

A revision of the Laws regulating Elections, is also a matter well deserving your 
attention, and I would recommend for your consideration, whether a law upon the 
same principle as that which was lately passed in the Province of Nova Scotia, and 
which is also in force in the Province of New Brunswick, might not be adopted with 
advantage in this Colony. 

I will communicate to you, by Message, such other matters, affecting the general 
interests of the Island, as it may be deemed necessary to bring under your consideration 
during the Session. 

It will be gratifying to you to learn the prosperous state of the Revenue for the past 
year. Although burdened with an unforeseen and extraordinary expenditure, exceed- 
ing £3000, in providing Seed Grain for the necessitous settlers at the commencement of 
the season, and in supporting the sick and destitute Emigrants, it will still be found to 
exhibit a considerable surplus, beyond the charges of the year. Encouraging as this 
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favorable state of the Revenue appears, I must press upon you the necessity of exer- 
cising the strictest economy in its disposition, by a systematic perseverance in which 
we may hope to relieve the Colony from its existing liabilities. 

Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly ; 

I shall order the Public Accounts to be submitted to you without delay ; the 
classification which has been made by the Auditors, as suggested . by the House of 
Assembly in the last Session, will prove a saving of time and labor, by affording facilities 
for their examination. 

The Estimates for the Supplies for the current year will also be laid before you, and I 
have every confidence that you will grant the necessary provision for the Public Service 

As the Act for levying an Assessment on all Lands in the Island, will shortly expire, 
it will be for you to consider, whether, in the present circumstances of the Island, it 
will not be advisable to continue this Act, or even to raise a larger proportion of the 
Colonial Revenue from this source, so as to enable you to reduce other Duties, with a 
view to the encouragement of the trade of the Colony. 

I would however suggest for your consideration, whether it will be expedient to con- 
tinue the distinction between improved and unimproved Lands. 

Mr. President, and Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council ; 
Mr. ^eaker, (aid Gentlemen of the House of Assembly ; 

Being sensibly impressed with the conviction that our co-operation is essential to the 
advancement of the Public interests, I invite you to an unreserved communication upon 
all occasions, and you may rely upon my ready concurrence, in such measures as are 
calculated to develope the resources of the Colony, and to promote the peace, good 
order and welfare of the people. 

The Speech being ended, and the House of Assembly having withdrawn. His Ex- 
cellency was pleased to retire. 

Prayers were then read. 

The President reported His Excellency's Speech, which being read by the Clerk — 
Resolved, That an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the Lieutenant 

GoTcmor, to return the thanks of this House, for his Speech delivered this day.

Mr. Hensley, from the Committee appointed by this House, in the last Session, to 
report fully on the Bill intituled " An Act to secure to Tenants reasonable remunera- 
tion for improvements made by them on Farms on the Townships in this Island, sent 
up to this House, by the House of Assembly, presented the Report of the .Committee, 
which he read in his place, and is as followeth : 

Vour Committee has, during the vacation, given such attention to the subject re- 
ferred to it for enquiry and consideration, as circumstances and opportunity afforded, 
and although their labors have been unproductive of that entire satisfaction to their 
minds, which they could have desired, upon the points to which their attention was 
more particularly directed, it may not be an unseasonable opportunity for offering a few 
observations, connected with particular parts of the subject, which are calculated to 
indicate some of the chief obstacles, which, it is to be feared, will render a final and 
generally acceptable (settlement of this question, one of most stringent difficulty. 

Pew Questions have been more passionately agitated and discussed than that of the 
natureof the relations which ought to be established between the proprietor and oc- 
cupant of Land, though there is, perhaps no subject which requires and demands mor*; 
coolness, temper, and caution, to qualify, and prepare the judgment for a satisfactory 
conclusion upon it. It has been too generally the custom in the discussion of this de- 
licate and difficult subject, to array the demands of the landlord in an hostile attitude, 
on tbe one hand ; and the claims of the tenant in bristling defiance, on the other, each 
party setting forth its claims and pretensions as alone worthy of attention, and whilst 
(be coQtendeing parties nourish and maintain this unfortunate delusion, there can he 
little rational grounds for expecting that Legislative enactments can satisfy either. 
Nerertheless it may be worth consideration, whether some well digested regulations 
might not be of service in simplifying the system which at present rules in this Colony 
und which is found to give rise to much ill will and misunderstanding between those 
who should be hound by the most cordial ties of mutual interest. 

If the relations between landlord and tenant were purely economical, the transactions 
between them would be mere matters of bargain and sale, with which the Legislature 
couid have no right to interfere. But whereas, by the neglect of the cultivation of the 
landfi of a community, there is involved a far greater amount of loss and injury than 
Tollows upon the inactivity of any other form of Capital, the Government has at nfl 
limes a direct interest and consequent duty to see that the proprietor of land shall 
bring his material into the market upon fair and reasonable terms, so that the purcha- 
ser of that material may have adequate encouragement and mducement to devote his 
full energies to the working of it, in the most productive and beneficial manner, both 
for his own and the general advantage. 

Land indeed, should be viewed in itself simply, to be the means of producing wealth 
by the exercise of industry upon it ; the means is the property of the landlord— the 
industry, of the tenant, and it is necessary to the prosperity of both parties that each 
form of property should be equally protected and encouraged by the laws. 

The interest of the landlord and tenant are closely united, but it is seldom they arc 
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brought to regard each other as thus allied, for purposes mutually beneficial. Were 
all landlords wise, prudent and clear sighted, there would be no need for legal enact- 
ments, to secure to tenants an advantageous interest in their improvements, for farming 
leases would be then simitar to building leases, and would always have for their object 
the increase of the value of the property by the Judicious application and investmrat of 
capital and the remuneration of that investment by a sufficient length of tenure to the 
occupant. 

In the case of building leases, proprietors make but few mistakes; the splendid streets 
and squares of London would never have been erected if the owners of the land upon 
which they now stand had insisted that those estates should be held only at very short 
leases', and their property would have remaioed unimproved if they had foolishly leased 
the land to paupers, instead of to those who were witling and able to expend capital 
upon them. In thus letting building ground, capital and industry are encouraged and 
rewarded by such an enjoyment of the returns, as is sufficient to remunerate the labor 
and outlay incurred. When these are realized, according to the terms of the compact, 
the claims of the tenant are ful611ed,andthe land, with improvements reverts in full pos- 
session to the original proprietor. The length of the tenure has secured to the occupier 
time and opportunity to obtain his equivalent for the value he has added to the property, 
and both parties at the conclusion of the term have reaped the advantage of an enlight- 
ened view of their real interests. Practically, tenants with short leases do not improfe 
their lands, or raise the general condition of their farms. Why should they drain or 
incur outlay, when their tenure is so limited that they have no hope of profiting thent- 
selves thereby ? and thoy are thus lefl in circumstances of great discouragement. 

Allowing these observations to be just, what should be the contract into which a 
' farmer may safely and prudently enter when hiring a farm? He should have full ami 
complete possession for as long a time, as will not only enable him to get the land into 
its most productive state, but to reap the fruits of his industry and expenditure, and 
this can only be done by a continuous combination of good tillage, with a generoos 
application of suitable manures, by means of stock and otherwise, and which will require 
much outlay at the outset, remembering that a good farmer is always improving bis 
land. Under his hands, each successive rotation of crops finds and leaves the land in bd 
improved state, and lays the foundation for still further improvements. But this sup- 
poses both skill and capital, and neither is likely to he forthcoming without the secu- 
rity of a beneficial lease. The occupancy of an improving tenant is always beneficial to 
the landlord, that of a non-improving one must always be injurious to him ; and to at- 
tach value to an injurious occupation by any misuken laws, would be to ofier a premiuin 
to the continuance of a wrong. 

Supposing it possible by means of the law, to enforce upon the landlord the giving 
such full possession and adequate length of tenure, to all his tenants, as shall by com- 
petent judges be deemed sufficient to extend due encouragement to energy and enter- 
prize, preserving at the same time to the landlord security for the rent, and recompence 
for dilapidations, and to the tenant, reasonable compensation for actual expenditure in 
improvements ; the difficulties which beset on all sides this intricate question will then 
be greatly diminished, but until some gifted Legislator shall be able to disentangle the 
subtleties which have hitherto delayed its satisfactory settlement, it is becoming to us, 
to expect with patience the light which improved experiraice may afford to as. 
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We think that it would be wrong to encourage the idea that mere occupancy ought 
to confer a right of property, when it is notorious, that in many instances, the holding 
is actually injurious to the man himself, as well as the landlord, and at the same time a 
check to the natural advancement of the whole community. 

There is great reason to expect, that in the present Session of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment the subject will receive great attention, with abundant discussion and enquiry, 
and as the information to be obtained from such a source, must be viewed as of the 
greatest serriee as a guide and assistant to us in any measures that may be deemed ad- 
vantageous to the public ; we feel ourselves called upon to advise that any measures 
in coDQection with it^ should be delayed until this information is placed before us.

Whereas it appears that the House of Assembly considers that, it "cannot, with a 
(liieregard to the pubUc interest," adoptthe suggesUon^of the Couticil^ on the Currency 
Bill, Eubniitted in the late free Conference; 

And whereas, this Committee believes, that the Council has exhibited the best proofs 
ofits attention to the public welfare, by the careful consideration it has bestowed upon 
tile enactments contained in the Bill, and by the numerous Alterations and improvements 
it has suggested at the several Conferences it has held with the House of Assembly; 

And whereas, the Committee considers, that this will be most clearly and satisfac- 
torily shewn, by a review of the whole of the proceedings which have been taken upon 
this Bill, since, at a very late period of the Session, it was sent down to the Council to 
be forwarded through the necessary stages ; 

The Conncil, at the first Conference, submitted to the House of Assembly, no less 
than Fourteen suggestions, several of them of the gravest import, and of stringent neces- 
tity to the security of the public credit, wh«iever the proposed measure should be car- 
ried into operation. 

The first of these suggestions has referraice to a mostabstruse and difficult point, and 
endeavoured to arrange for the time, on equitable principles, some of the embarrass- 
ments which invariably arise out of the admission of a circulation of inconvertible 
paper. , 

This suggestion was agreed to. , 

Tbe second was a verbal alteration, and was not agreed to, to strike out the words 
"have been" and insert "hereafter be." 
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The third was merely the substitution of the word "debts" for " payment," tnti 
was agreed to. 

The fourth was another verbal correction, and was disagreed to. 
The fiflh was a revision of the preamble oi a clause, and was adopted by the Honse of 
Assembly. 

The sixth suggestion, made provision in its final clause, for the appointment of aii 
officer of the Currency, and for the establishment of an office altogether separated and 
distinct from the Treasury. It detailed the duties this Officer would have to perform, 
and recommended that a salary should be provided, and securities taken for their proper 
performance. 

This clause was agreed to, and the salary of the Office filled up by the insertion oO 
£200. 

The second clause of this suggestion, made provision for rendering the present amouii 
of inconvertible paper, payable on demand, so soon as one-half of the Gold and Siher 
requisite to their liquidation, should be accumulated in the Treasury, and aflerwarik 
transferred to the keeping of the CtHrency Officer ; thereby proposing to commence 
the intended further issue of Government paper upon the basis of £200 of Notes, for 
every £100 of Specie^ lodged in the Currency Office. 

The above clause was met by a proposition from the Assembly to commoice the oper- 
ation by the immediate issue of X3500 of Notes, in addition to those already in issue. 
so soon as jC5000 should be placed in the bands of the Curreacy Officer, th«reby makirt; 
the proportion of £300 of Treasury Notes in circulation, for every £100 of Gold tod 
Silver C<Mns in the Office of thaCurrency Officer. 

Anioiher part qf this clause pointed out the mode in which the Notes of the GoTeiD- 
ment hitherto entitling the holders to receive the several amouitt«.M the Treasury, ^wdd 
be made payable on demand, at the Ciurency Office of the Island. 
This was agreed to. 

The third clause instructed the Treasurer to pay over on the last day in each week. 
or oftener, if need be, all the Gold and Silver coins received by him, to the Currency 
Officeri receiving from him, in lieu thereof, Notes to double the amount. This part 
was corrected by the House of Assembly, by the insertion of treble. 

The clause then proceeded to enact a regulation, having for its object the preseni- 
tion or restoration of the due proportions between the Gold and Silver deposited inibc 
Currency Office, and the amount of Notes in issue, by directing the Currency Offica. 
whenever in the progress of the double issue, the proportions intended to be preserred. 
should be. interrupted by the withdrawal of Specie to the amount of jC500, to restrict tb> 
issue of Notes to Found for Pound, irntil the equilibrium be restored. 
This part was accepted by the House of Assembly. 

The latter part of this clause restrained the total issue to £35,000, except for replfr 
cing those cancelled or destroyed. This the House of Assembly amended, by insertrnj 
' save and except in exchange for an equal amount in Gold and Silver coin.' 

The seventh suggestion proposed, that the Currency Officer should be directed in f^l 
and satisfy in Gold and Silver coins at the respective rates and values established in 1 
previous section, all Notes now in circulation, or hereafter to be isued by virtije of thij 
Act, so as the amount be not less than £50, and looking forward to Uie tune when m 
whole imiount of Notes intended to be put out into circulation should be completed, I 
renewed the caution, that Notes paid into the Currency Office for Gold and Silver,)i»* 
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be redeemed from thence by the same amount of Specie, whether preeented by the Trea- 
surer or any ii>different party. 

The eighth suggestion related to the opening an account with gome Bank either in one 
ofthe neighbouring Colonies, or with some Bank in England, for depositing any sum 
over and above that which might be deemed necessary to be at all times retained in- the 
Currency Office, to meet the ordinary exigencies of the Colony. It wasbetiered by the 
Council, that some arrangement of this nature might be made both pro6tab(e to the Go- 
vernment, and genj^rally convenient to the commercial interests of the Island. 

This the House of Assembly disagreed to. 

The ninth suggestion restrained the Treasurer from receiving in payment any coin not 
legalized by this Act, or any Motes not issued by the.Gov(»mment of this Colony. Agreed 
to. 

The Tenth suggestion was withdravra, as provided for in a separate BilL 

The eleventh, proposed to insert after the word ' tender,' the addition * of money,' which 
was agreed to. 

The. twelfth suggestion M^as intended to limit the existence of the Notes as a legal ten- 
der, to the time in which the Currency Officer should continue to pay them on demand, 
in legal coin, to which the House of Assembly added ' but nothing in this Act contained 
shall extend to, or be construed to extend to prevent such Treasury Notes being a legal' 
tender to pay any debt or demand due to, or on account of the Government of this Island, 
whether or not the said Notes, at the time of such last mentioned tender continue 
to be paid by the said Currency Officer, in legal coins. 

The thirteenth suggestion, entrusting to the Lieutenant Governor, by and with the 
advice of his Council, the carrying out and giving effect to the provisions of this Act, for 
the further issue of Treasury Notes, under the several restrictions and limitations, 
was agreed to by the House of Assembly, as forming the first clause with some verbal • 
amendments. 

The second clause of this suggestion, directing the Treasurw to send in a weekly 
report to the Governor, of the total amount of Bonds and Cash rranaining in his hands, 
was altered by the House of Assembly to '- a monthly return.' 

The third clause directed the Currency Officer, in like manner, to make a weekly re- 
port to the Lieutenant Governor, or Administrator of the Government, of the total 
amount of Gold and Silver coin, as also the amount of Notes, as well as of the sum 
placed to the credit of the Government, and deposited in any Bank, either in Great Bri- 
tain or ia any one of Her Majesty's North American Colonies, at interest. The part of 
this clause relating to the return of the sum deposited in some Bmik, was struck out by 
the Assembly as superfluous. 

The fourteenth suggestion, repealed the Act to enable the shareholders of a Company, 
called the Bank of British North America, to sue and be sued; this was not agreed to by 
the House of Assembly, which proposed that the Sixteenth Section of that Act should 
only be repealed. 

"The Committee believe that this is a correct statement of the material- points of the 
proceedings upon the Bill up to this point. 

Upon communicating to the Council the partioularaofthe amendments made by the 
House of Assembly to the suggestions of the Council, every disposition tomodify and ac- 
commodate unimportant onactm^its to the present opinions and vi^ws ofthe House of As- 
sembly,was shewn by the Council, but the Council believed it to be it^.duty to insist upon 
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its views, with respect to the proportion of Gold and Silver to be kept in the Currenn 
Office, with a modification aa stated in the paper marked (H.) delivered at the last cod- 
ference to the House of Assembly- 

To this the House of Assembly responded in the following memorandum : — 
*' That the House of Assembly, ivith every disposition to meet the views of the Coun- 
cil, regret that it cannot, with a due regard to the public interests, consent to adopt tlie 
suggestions of the Council on the Currency Bill, to a greater extent than preriously 
communicated at the last Conference, which met the unanimous approval of tk 
House." 

Resolved therefore. That this Committee is abundantly satisfied that, in admittingtk 
gradual ext^ision of the paper circulation of this Island to the amount of £35,000, upcg 
no available resource beyond a reserve of Gold and Silver amounting to one-half ia 
value of the Notes to be issued, leaving, when the Specie is exhausted, no assets f« 
the liquidation of the remaining half ; and taking into view the fact, that no prorisionis 
made in the Bill for funding or redemption of a due proportion of the Treasury War- 
rants, amounting to .£25,000, it has gone to the utmost admissible extent. 

Resolved, That by examination of the machinery of Banks of issue, it will be fonni 
that for every Note in issue, there is available secuiity of Specie to meet it. Tkrt 
is in fact actual capital upon which the credit of the paper is based. The liabihties ami 
assets present an equal amount. In the opinion of the Cwnmitte e the Council reluctaii- 
ly consented to depart from this strict rule, observed in similar institutions, fromtbeii 
earnest desire to meet the expected views of the House of Assembly.

His Excellency was pleasd in Her Majesty's name to give bi 
assent. 

And then His Excellency was pleased to make the following Speech to bol 
Houses : — 

Mr. Prtiid^a, and Honorable QerUtemen qf the Legielatioe Council; 
Afr. ^leaker, and Oentlemen of the Howee of Aatembly : 

After a long and cIom attendance upon yoar Legislative duties, it aflbtdt me mnch ntii&ctiai 
Wable to release yoa from the labors of the present Session. 

The various subjects of public interest which I deemed it 107 duty to bring before jroo at the ea 
(, and during tke progroM of the Session, have been responded to with ao unanimitjr of icU) 
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alike honorable to yourseltres and gratifyiDg to me ; and I cannot doubt that the several important mea- 
sures which have been matured, will bs productive of the happiest effeclB upon the future prosperity of 
the Colony. 

AmtHig these measurea I must not omit to notice the Act for the appointment of a Master of the 
Rolls to the Court of Chancery, and an Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, which will facilitate the 
admioittratioDof Justice in the latter Court, and afford increased confidence to suitors in the Court of 
Chancery. 

The Act to consolidate and improve the Election Laws will also be found beneficial in its operation, . 
by securing to the Constituency the free and unreserved exerci&e of the Elecdve franchise. 

The Act relating to Emigrants, although stringent in its provisions, has become necessary, in order to 
protect the community from the spread of infectious diseases, and to avert, as far as human etTorls can 
avail, a recurrence of those distressing scenes which were presented last year in all the North American 
Ci^onie«. 

Although yoa have not been able to perfect a measure for effecting a reform in the Island Currency, 
the attention which you have given to this important question, affords me a confident expectation that 
efficient means will be adopted early in the next Session for placing the Currency upon a sound and 
vbolesome basia. 

I deeply regret the necessity which has arisen to prohibit the exportation of Agricultural produce for a 
limited period. 

The distress which unfortunately prevails in certain districts, from a deficiency in the last year's crop 
trillbe alleviated by the liberal grant you have made for the service of Roads and Bridges, with the 
tiew of enabling the destitute Settlers to purchase Seed, and to earn the means of subsistence until the 
harreit, when I atncerely trust, that A kind and beneficent Providence will bless their labours with an 
abundant increase. 

Mr. i^eaker, and Oentlwten of the Hovae of Assembly ; 
\ tbuk yoa for the liberality with which you have voted the Supplies for the Public Service. 
Yon may rest assured, that they will be faithfully applied to the several purposes for which they have 
beeo granted. 

itfr. Preaidtnt, and Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council; 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen qf the House of Assembly ; 

The intelligence which hasbeen recentlyreceived ofthe birth of a Princess, has afforded you an op- 
portunity of renewmg the expression of your solicitude for the health and happiness of her Royal Parent, 
Mi of your loyalty and attachment to Her Majesty's person and govemmenL Vour dutiful and loyal 
Adilregg has been forwarded for presentation at the fool of the Throne. 

IjEve observed with satisfaction the zeal and ability with which you have applied yourselves to the 
puoiic bnwneas ; and I smcerely hope, that the harmony which has so happily subsisted between the 
inree branches of the Legislature at the commencement of my AdminisUation of this Government, may 
wnunne so long as I have the honor to preside over the Colony. 

In remming your private avocations, I beg yon to be assured, that you carry with you mv best wishes 
for yoar welfare and happiness.

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EITBICT Of A DESPATCH rROH TRE RIGHT HONORi.BLK EARL GRET TO HIS EXCELLEHCT 

Sib DONALD CAMPBELL, Baronet. 

No. -2. Downing Slieet, I2th November, 1847. 

Sir; 
" Among the subjects which will require the early consideration of yourself and of the Legislature of 
hince Edward Island, are several of very great importance to the welfare of that Colony, and to which 
inf alleouon has been more especially called by the Speaker of the House of Assembly and Mr. Palmer, 
in an JolerTiew which I lately had with those gentlemen. 
" Of these subjects, the state of the Island Currency is one of the most pressing. 
'From the Report of the Commissioners appointed by Sir Henry Huntley, to examine into the slate 
'^l the Currency of the Island, dated the 9th February last, it is obvious that a most erroneous system 
'i:s hitherto been pursued by the local Government on this subject, and that a reform of the Currency 
iimosluigenlly required. 

'It appears to have been the practice of the local Government, up to a very recent period, to issue 
Tifaiury Warrants for small sums of money, and Treasury Notes for still smaller sums, for the purpose 
of^meeling the ordinary expenditure of the Colony. The necessary consequence of this practice has 
teen greatly to depreciate the Currency below its nominal value. 

I "In ascertaining the proper remedy for this state of things, two courses present themselves for consider- 
jBiion. First — Whether it would be proper to endeavour to restore this depreciated Currency to its 
pri^inal value ; or, Secondly — Whether it would not be better to fix its value at its present rate, taking 
phc necessary measures for preventing its further depreciation. 

" Upon the whole I incline to think the latter course the most desirable to be adopted, and I would rc- 
ammend it to the consideration of yourself and of the Legislature of Prince Edward Island for the 
tllowing reasons : 

'The restoration of the Island Currency to its original value would not be accomplished without a se* 
ere pressure upon the Finances of the Colony, It must further be considered, that in all monetary trans- 
tLions between individuals of recent date, debts and engagements have been contracted with refereoce 
» the present and not to the original value of the Currency. If therefore, the Currency should now be 
li^d above its actual value at the time when such debts and engagements were contracted, injustice 
ould be done to all those parties who would have money to pay 'under such Contracts, and, as in 
tactice it is found, that among the unsettled accounts of individuals, a large proportion are generally of 
long standing, it follows that more injustice is usually done by restoring a depreciated Cuneocy to 
' original value, than by fixing it at the value which it may actually bear. 
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" Atsnming this latter conrsatobe adopted, the meuares by which the Currency of Prince Ednd 
Island may be protected against any further depreciation appear to me by no meoos difficnU. All llni 
wouldappear to be necessary, is, that the Legislature should pass a Law, enacting that the eikln: 
Treasury Warrants should be exchanged for Treasury Notes to the same amount, and that these Notes 
should be declared a Legal Tender ; that it should not be lawful to make any further issue of Treuorv 
Notes except in exchange for the precious metals, the coins of different Countries being taken at tk 
vaiuo they now actually bear in circulation, and that the Treasury Notes should be made eichangealiie 
at the pleasure of the holders, for Coin at the same rate, in order to enable the Colonial Treasarer di 
such other Public Officer as might be charged with the management of the Currency Account, (vhtch I 
think should be kept entirely distinct from the Ordinary Treasury Accounts,) to meet any demandi *hidi 
might be made upon him for Coin in exchange for Treasury Notes, it would be probably necesnry » 
raise a moderate sum by loan, or otherwise, to place in his hands for this purpose. As it would be ii- 
sirable that such Treasury Notes should continue to circulate in the Cohmy, and that Coin should eth 
be required in exchange for Notes when wanted for remittance to other countries, I see no objection Id i 
restriction being placed upon the holders of such Notes from demanding specie in any less amomK 
than £50. 

" The elTect of adopting such a measure as I have indicated, would be, that the Colony noolii 
retain the full benefit of the cheapness of a Paper Currency as a medium of exchange, while at the same 
time it would have the same uniformity of value which distinguishes a metaUic circulation. The imosDi 
of Paper Currency in circulation (and which amount really determines its value,) would fluctuate pie- 
cisely in the same manner as the amount of Specie Currency. If the advance of the Colony in woliii 
and population and the consequent increase of its commercial tranaactions'should require an exlensoD 
of the Currency, it would be the interest cf individuals to import Coin into the Colony, and to obliin 
Paper in exchange. If on the other hand it should happen at times, that the Currency in circnhlioi 
should be in excess of the wants of the Colony, and require to be contracted, such contraction would be 
accompliehed by the holders of Treasury Notes presenting them for payment, and thus obtaining Specie, 
which it would then become profitable to export to other Countries. 

" If the measures which I have thus suggested should be adopted by the local Government it woM 
become necessary that no Paper money except Treasury Notes should be aUowed to be issued or ana- 
lated in the Colony. 

" If Banks should at any future time, be established in the Island, they should 'only be at liberty if' 
carry on their business with the Currency of the Colony. 

" In further explanation of my views on this subject, I enclose for your information an extract ol > 
Despatch which I have recently addressed to the Governor of New 2^and on the subject of the CntRn- 
cy of those Islands. 

" It will be your duty to imfH'ess these views upon the Legislative Council and Assembly of Prince 
Edvrard Island. Should those bodies, contrary to my expectation, not think proper to enter npoB i 
reform of the Colonial Currency in the manner I have now suggested, I have to desire that you refo^ 
your consent to any further issue either of Treasury Notes or Treasury Warrants."

" Ammigst these subjects, there is one which seems to me to require very early attention ; I allude V 
that of the regulation of the Currency of the Colony. 

" Since the recall of the Debentures which were issued by Captain Fitzroy, t am not aware that aoT 
description of Paper money has been in circulation in the Colony, but judging from what has taken place 
in other British Colonies, I can entertain no doubt that with the increase of trade, a demand for such i 
cheap and coavenieat medium of exchange will speedily arise ; nor do I Ke any objection to the en- 
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iiion of d paper Current^. On the contrary, prortded it is properlj' regulated, I am ofopinion that sucli 
imode of economizing capital, where capital is so greatly wanted, mUBt be exceedingly advantageous. 

" The discussions whicb have taken place of late years, and more especially the proceedings of Far- 
li&nient upon the occasion of (be lost renewal of the Bank Charter, have, I apprehend, in the judgment 
of those, whose authority is of most weight on this subject, finally settled the principles upon which a 
paper Currency ought to be r^ulaied. 

" Although a regard for existing interests has prevented theie principles from being acted upon in this 
country to their full extent, there is no longer much difTerence of opinion as to the general nature of the 
system, which an adherence to them would prescribe. In NewZealand, I believe that no such interests 
hare yet grown up, thoagh they would not fail speedily to do so ; it is therefore, I trust, still possible in 
that Colony to secure the great advantages which could not fail to result from the establishment of a 
Paper Currency, regulated upon the most correct principles. The view which I lake of these principles 
tsas follows: The business of banking, or of dealing in money, and that of issuing paper money, I 
consider to have, not merely, no necessary, but no proper connexion with each other. The former is a 
branch of commercial business, which should be lefi like every other, to private enterprise ; but to issue 
money — that is, to furnish the authorised medium of exchange — is one of the peculiar and not 
the least important functions of the Government. With respect to the coinage, this principle has always 
been recognised, nor is there any attribute of sovereignty which has been more strongly insisted upon, 
and more rigidly guarded from invasion by the supreme authority of almost every state, whether of an- 
cient or modern times, than the exclusive right of coining money for the use of its own subjects. 

" As to the issue of Paper money, adifierentrulc hasgenerally been followed, butas experience has 
proved, wiih the very worst results, 

" By allowing the issue of Paper money to become a commercial speculation, the amount bsued from 
time to lime, has been made to vary, not according to the real wants of the community, but according|to 
the interest of the issuers ; the value of this description of Currency has been rendered uncertain ; and 
all the evils have been entailed upon the community, which result from the want of uniformity ia the 
measure of value, and general medium of exchange. 

"Tbe value ofa metallic Currency is not liable to injurious fluctuations, simply because the amount 
m circolalion cannot be arbitrarily varied, but is self regulated by the exchanges, of which the operation 
isloo powerful to be controlled by Law. In order therefore to unite the advantages of cheapness and 
convenience which belong to a Paper currency, with those of steadiness and uniformity of value which 
belong to a Metallic currency, one of the former description ought to be so regulated that the amount 
in circulation should vary according to the same laws which govern the latter. This is to be accomplished 
bv providing, that Paper moneif beyond aome fixed amount clearly toUhin the wants of Ike country in 
tohickU eircuiatet, shall only be isatied in exchange for the precious metals, and that it shall always be 
payable in tkg same. Under this system, the circulation can only be increased, when it is in the interest 
of priraLe individuals to import bullion, which they may exchange for paper, and can only be contracted 
m like manner, when it is their interest to demand bullion in exchange for paper. The system now estab- 
lished in this country by the authority ofParlisment is founded upon this princip[e,to which it conforms as 
nearly as the necessity of having regard to vested interests could permit, at the time that the arrangement 
was made. In New Zealand, a simpler and more perfect system, may, I hope be adopter}. I would 
euggcBt that a law should be passed, authorising the issue of a Colonial paper Cunency, which should be 
i legal tender in payment of all numa exceeding Forty Shillings ; for sums under Forty Shillings, British 
silver coin should be received, as in this country. 

" This Colonial paper should be made payable either in gold at the English Mint price, or in silver, 
receiving the coins of different nations (except British silver) at the rated values assigned.to them in the 
Proclamations from time to time issued under the authority of the Lords Commissioners of (he 
Treasury. 

" All persons should also have the right on tendering gold and silver at the same rates, to receive Co- 
lonial paper in exchange. You are aware that in this country, gold is the standard of value, and that 
tbe silver coins merely circulate as tokens at a nominal value, which is considerably higher than Iheir 
1^ worth. By the regulation I have suggested, gold would also be the standard of value in New Zea< 
laad. But considering how largely silver dollars circulate in the countries nearest to New Zealand and

with which it would be likely to have the most frequent connmercial intercourse, it would I think be m 
venient that such silver coin should be used in common with gold for the payment of the Colania 
paper money, at the value assigned to them by Proclamation with rcrerence to the pound Sterling Noti 
for £l] but not for any lower amount, should, I think, be issued. Should you tind it practicable to a 
tablish such a paper Currency, the mode of bringing it into cir^.ulation would be a very simple one. h 
office for the exchange of paper for gold or silver should be established at Wellington, and another i 
Auckland. 

" To these offices all money of the description now in circulation received by the Government (eicc 
small silver reserved for minor payments) should be sent to be exchanged for Colonial paper monej, ai 
private individuals should be invited, but not required to do the same. The Colonial Government, I 
not re-issuing specie which came into its hands, would have no difficulty in speedily substituting the ni 
paper money for the coin now in circulation. The issue of the new paper currency being complete, 
would be advisable that one fourth of the specie received in exchange for it, should he retained to nH 
any demands for payment which might be made, and that the remainder should be invested Eoa^ 
produce some return to the Colony. With this vicH' the best arrangement would probably be, tha' 
should be transmitted to Sydney, and deposited on sufficient security, with one of the principal baohi 
establishments in that Towii ; the interest which it would produce, should go, in the hrst place tonai 
paying the expenses of managing the paper currency, and the surplus, if any, toward the general t 
peoces of the Colony. 

" The same law which established this currency, should also strictly prohibit the issue of any <t\« 
description of paper, payable on demand in New Zealand. 

" In su^^sting to you the creation of a paper currency, thus regulated, I am far from meaning to fr 
scribe to you, that such a measure should be adopted, if there should exist reasons with which 1 sm m 
acqoainted, which would render it unsafe ; for instance, if there should be ground for apprehending i> 
it would give rise to difficulties, with the natives, who might not improbably be unwilling to give upLi 
use of the kind of money to which they are accustomed, for one which it might not be very east A 
them to understand. Any such difficulty as this might probably be obviated by making the subalitut.v 
of the Colonial paper money for specie more gradual, than 1 have in the preceding part of this Despi^^ 
recommended. It would of course be easy to make the process of change from one system to theo^' 
as gradual as might be desired, by allowing a given proportion of the specie which might be receiieJ '.' 
the Government, to be for a time re-issued, SQ that it might not entirely be withdrawn from circuti'^i^ 
until the use of the substitute provided for it can be understood. 

" These are however points which I may, with the utmost confidence, leave to your own judEwr,'. 
All I wish earnestly to press upon you, is, the importance of occupying, if possible, the greund ^', 
some government paper, before private banking companies shall have taken possession of it. 

" If this is neglected, I am persuaded that it will practica lly be impossible to prevent such compact 
from being formed, and from issuing Notes for circulation, it will be equally impossible to confine ihe|'^ 
vil^e to any single private Company. Such a monopoly would be sure to create too much dissalisfactix 
amongst all excluded from sharing in its profits, to be long maintained ; the consequence would be il>ii 
rurtd Banks of issue would be established, and that in seasons of commercial prosperity the compel")'* 
of these Banks, would unduly extend the amount of paper in circulation, thus raising prices. )'" 
stimulating, precisely when it ought to be moderated, the spirit of speculation ; thereby ensuring vlien- 
ever the re-action came, as come it must, a more than corresponding depression, and wide spieadingi"" 
and distress. 

" This is the course of events which has been witnessed in the last few 3 ears in Australia, in titel m 
ted States, and — though with less severity — in this country. Like causes would infallibly produced' 
results in New Zealand; and those causes therefore, while there is yet time, I wish you to remove.

This Cnmmunication treats of several mntten which have a very important bearing on the existing 
and prospective interests of British North A merica, but [ am induced to bring it under your Excellency's 
Bclice at the present time chiefly with the view of calling your attention to the su^estions which itcon- 
ttins, with reference to the future management oftlie Post Offices in these Proviiices. 

You wilt observe from the tenor of the Documents herewith enclosed, that Her Usjesty's Mtnuten 
are prepared lo surrender to the Provincial Authorities the control of this department, so soon as by coo- 
ceil between the several Legislatures, ariangements shall be matured for securing to British North Anw> 
lica the advantages of an efficient and uniform Post Office System. 

With a view to the more speedy attainment of an object to which the inhabitants of these Proriocea 
iltich much importance, it appears to me, to be desirable thai one or two members of each of the £x«eu- 
lireCouncils of Canada, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island, should meetatHoo- 
tml, where the subject may be fully discussed and a plan matured for submission to the sereral 
Legiilitures at tbeir next Sesuon. 

Should ii be in the power of your Excellency and of the Lieutenant Governors of Nora Scotia and 
New Branswick to act on this suggestion, I shall be prepared to appoint one or two Commiasioiiefa on 
txhalf of the Couacil of Canada lo confer wilh those from the other Provinces on the arrival of the latter 
in ttui place.

Yoar Lordship is about to assume the GoTemroent of British North America, at a lime when a chai^ 
vTPidicy is in progress, which is of no ordinary importance to the interests of every part of the British 
Empire ; and perhaps of none more than of that la^ portion of the Queen's dominions, ia which Her 
Hajeily has been ptensed to select you to act as Her Representative. I need scarcely say, that 1 lefiw 
to tbose Commercial changes which in the last Session, after long and anxious deliberation, received the 
tuiction of Parliament. By the AcU then passed, it has been provided that with respect to some of the 
diief artidea of national consumption, there should be a considerable immediate reduction, and an even- 
tsal abolilion of those Duties upon Imports from Foreign Countries which have hitherto been imposed, 
HI for the parpose of raising Revenue, but with the avowed object of giving an advantage, in tlw Mar- 
keu of Ibis Country, to the dofQestic, or Colonial producer, over bis Foreign competitor. It bat been 
enacted that after a brief intend, the Canadian, in common with the BiilisJi Farmer, (and in oommon 
^ wiUi the Sugar Piaoleisef (he British Coloniea) must eocoDtiter io the nle of bis produce is this 
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Cvuntry, the unrestricted competition of the Foreign Krtiwer. The same relief from ilic burihencf 
difierential Duties which has thus been granled to the British consumer, one nf the: Slalutes to whidil 
have alluded (the 8th and 9lh Victoria, Cap. 94) has enabled their reapective Lc^'ishiures lo eiiend 
to the British Colonies, by empowering them to repeal the difTerential Datie» in favur of Britisii Produn- 
imposed in these Cotonies by former [mperial Acts. This is not an occasion upon which I could uiili 
propriety enter into any discussion of the grotinds upon which this chanire of Policy has been adopieii. 
but without doing so, 1 may espress my hnn conviction that eventually the welfare of the Colon ins, even 
more than that of the Mother Couotry, will be promoted' by the abandonment of a syetentof anilicul 
restrictions upon Trade. Looking to the great naturnl advantages possessed by the 8ri>tisli Cnlanie!, 
and especially by the fine ProTiaces of North America, [ cannot doubt, that adopting a PoKcy of wliidi 
the object is to render industry productive, by leaving it to follow iia natural channels of employmcm, 
and by affording every possibie facility to Commerce, mast lead to tJieir rapid advancement in wcaldi 
and prosperity. But with a view to this result, it is of the utmoit importance that the Provincial Lefir 
Jatnrea should strenuously co-operate with the Imperial Parliament. So far as the repeal of lite differ- 
«ntial Duties hitherto imposed upon Imports into the Colonies from Foreign Countries, for the purpose 
of favoring the British Producer, I can have no doubt that the Colonial Legislatures will gladly tni 
themselves of the power conferred uptm them, by at once putting an end to these Duties ; indeed s* 
obvious does it appear, that this measure ought to be the consequence of repealing differential Diiim 
imposed in this coiiotry, to favor the Importation of Colonial Produce, that Parliament instead of merelj 
enabling the Colonial Legislatures to abolish the Duties alluded to, would probably have at once proceed- 
ed to do so by its own authority, had it not been for the late period of the Session, at which BJoDeii 
was possible that the subject should be considered, and the difficulty of determining without mote inb- 
mation, than could at the time be procured, how far the simple repeal of these Duties, unaccompsDie^ 
by any precautions, might have elTected the finances of some of the Colonies. 

I assume, therefore, that these Duties will be speedily put aaend to, but it does not appear tomeihit 
this is, by any means, the whole of what is required, in order to give to the Commerce of British Nwli 
America, all facilities it ought to enjoy. At present eiich of these Colonies has its distinct scale of Cus- 
tom House Duties, and its distinct eslablishmcnt of OHicers for levying them, the Trade between «« 
Province and another being burthened by Duties hke that between Countries entirely unconnected rii'^ 
each other. From their Geographical position^ relatively to each other, Canada. New Brunswick ini 
Nova Scotia, being divided only by arbitrary and in some points slill unsettled Nnes of boundary, ami 
Prince Edward Island, being separated from them only by a narrow strait ; it is obvious thnt thisii<'<'' 
of things must be attended with very great inconvenience. While diiTerent rates of Duty are levied i?« 
the same articles in Provinces thus bordering upon, and closely connected with eadi other, and wl"'i: 
one Province imposes Duties upon the Produce of another, it is obvious that a considerable cipenv 
must be incurred in maintaining inter-Colonial lines of Custom Houses, that much encouragement niu<t, 
be given to Smuggling, and wbat is of still more importance, that great difliculties must ' 
way of the mutual intercourses of Provinces so well fitted by nature for carrying on wi 
active and beneficial Commerce. The correspondence recorded in this Office proves 
merely a speculative inconvenience, but one which has been practically and very seriously 
any reasonable doubt be entertained that if the Duties levied in the dificrent Provinces of Brttisli . 
America could be assimilated, if the Establishments for collecting them could be consolidated, andiM 
net Produce of the Duties, after defraying the cost of collection, then divided upon stnne equitable pri*i 
ciple, and placed at the disposal of the several Legislatures, the result would be, in the highest iie^"i 
advantageous to these Colonies, and materially contribute to enable them successfully to meet ihedilS^ 
' culties which for a time are not unlikely to arise from the removal of Commercial restrictions hithetM 
roaiotained in this Country for their supposed advantage. Your Lordship will not fail to perceive M 
the original idea of the Policy I have now su^^sted, is derived from the German Customs Unioa, ■* 
Zoll Verein. It is true, that in many very important particulars the circumstances of the German Staieii 
which' formed this union, were altogether unlike those of the British North American Provinces: a** 
that therefore, what was done in the one case, forms no preeedeni for the other, but still the examF* 
of Gernuiny proves that there is no insuperable difficulty in affecting an arrangement by wbicbDOl me^'f. 
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diflerent Provinces o^ tlie §aine Empire, but a largf! number of independent Slate* may combine lo- 
<<ciher for ihc purpose of establishing a common system of Custom House Duties, and dividing the Re- 
venue which these Duties produce. And further, this example sise proves, that in spite of no inconsider- 
ablft faiihs in the mode ofaflecling such an arrangement, and above alt the great one of havingadopted 
nscale of Duties far higher than is consistent with sound Commercial and financial views; this Union 
isndinilled in iiRve exercised R highly beneficial influence upon the Trade and fndustry of the Slates 
nliich b«[onstoit. Informnlion with respect to this reitmrkable Institirtion, will not therefore, be without 
its vnluc lo Your Lnrttship, and I have accordingly the honor of transmitling to you with this Despatch, 
iCnpy nfa Report upon the subject which whs a few years ago laid before Parliament by Her Majesty's 
Comma ml. 

[ do not nnticipate that the intelligent Inhabitants of British America will differ from me as to the ad- 
Toiiiages tvhich wouM arise from the adoption of such a measure. They wilt readily perceive that by 
imtderale Duties upon Imports thus levied', the Revenue required for the Public Service ki the several 
Provinces, might be raised at a leas cost of collection, and with rnflnitely less of obstruction to Commercial 
L'nierpTise, than by the existing system ; and I am convinced they wilt fully appreciate tho impertance at 
iliiijpaiticular time, of giving such a stimulus to fndustry and to Trade. But though the importance of 
ibe object to be eiTecte^f , will no doubt be universally recognized, I fear that there will be much pracli- 
al dilGcully in accomplishing it. Such a change can only be carried into operation by the authority of 
tkProTinciat Legistblures, since that of the Imper'mt Parliament could not ba made use offorthis pur- 
[Mse. wiihotJt an amount of interference with matters' of purely internal concern in the sereraV Provinces 
>^filch would be utterly inconsistent with the principles upon which they are now governed. But to ob- 
'ain tlic concurrence of four separate Legislatures in passing a Law involving the arrangement of many 
Mi\\s upon which no doubt great diversities of opinion will arise, end upon which a complete agreement 
'il ihese different authorities would be indispensable for the success of the measure seems hardly to be 
Med for. Even though persons should be appointed by each Province to meet and consider the ar- 
raii<^nientit would be proper lo make, and should agree upon a Report containing u Draft of a Bill 
nliich should be recommended to the several Legistbtitres, it seems to me rather lo be hoped than ex- 
pected lliat they would all concur in passing such a Bill without amendment, and unless they did so, the 
"fiole labour which had been incurred would be fruitless. 

In considering how this difficulty may be surmounted, it has occurred to me, that the best course which 
cnuld be adopted, would be for the different Legislatures to pass Acts recognizing the principle of conso- 
titiyling ttieir Custom House Establishments, but which instead of entering into detail as to arrangements 
lobe for that purpose adopted, should give by anticipation, the force of Law to such arrangements as 
"'V^i be agreed upon by persons empowered to act for them in that behalf. 

t purposely avoid expressing any opinion as to the manner in which the persons empowered to re- 
I'texM and act for the different Provinces should be appointed — whether they should be Committees 
/mm the two branches of the soverat Legisffttures, or Commissioners named in the Acts which would 
reqirire In be passed, since these are questions upon which, if the suggestion I have made should be cn- 
leiuined by the Legislatures, they are nore able to form a judgment than myself ; but I think it right 
to point out that in whatever manner they may be appointed, the Representatives of the several Pro- 
vinces should meet together at Montreal, where their deliberations could be conducted with the benefit 
4 Your Lordship's advice artd assistance, and that it would' be indispensable to provide in the Acts 
i'o'a which they would derive their authority, that no arrangements to which they might agree, should 
wMHe into force without the previous confirmation of Her Msjesty in Council. 

in nhat manner this important subject should be brought under the consideration of the different Pro- 
*inriat Legislatures, and how it would be expedient to submit to them the question of delegating tasome 
nniral authority, a portion of their constitutional powers, I must leave it to Your Lordship's judg- 
ment to determine upon the spot. I may, however remark, that should such an authority be created, its 
'nnciions need not be confined to the single subject to which I have already referred, there are two 
oiba subjects at this moment requiring attention, and with regard lo which the co-operation with each 
wiierof the different Provinces is highly desirable. Of these, the first is that relating lo the service of

Yoa will thence perceive how wilting Her Majesty's Government are to abdicate the powers of iht 
Postmaster General in British North America, in favor of any competent local authority, to be 1^ 
constituted for the purpose. Hut Your Lordship will also perceive that the creation of any such tuiiw- 
rity by the sepnmte net of anyone Province, or by separate and unconnected Acts of the several Fro- 
viocet is virtually impossible. We have no solicitude to retain any control over the details and ira- 
oagement of this service ; but the reverse. A body of the kind I have already described repre»nilu! 
■tad acting for all the Provinix;s, might make an arrangement for the future, which would rctierc i1k 
Post Mnster General of this inappropriate function. Without such aid, i do not see bow he couM ^ 
exempted from the duty lo which from inevitable and insuperable causes, his department always muilbt 
unequal. 

The Qlher subject to which I have referred, as requiring the co-operation of the diSerent Proiiocti, 
■a thatofiheforinatinnofa great lino of Railway communication from the seat of the GovemiiKiit i' 
^nada to the Atlantic. 

The execution of such a work would, 1 am pumiaded, be of the greatest advantage to the wbole^ 
British America ; but the difficulties lo be sunnounted in so vast an undertaking, are of no onjinin 
kind, and are only likely 1 think lo be overcome by the united and energetic exertions of all Ibe F[«- 
Tinoes^ Should the delegation of authority by the different Legislatures to some central body repreieil- 
ing them all, be assented to, I should consider it highly desirable that advantage should be iA.a'l 
this, to arrange the mode in which the Provinces should co-operate with each other, and with Uer fr 
jaty'i Government, in promoting the construction of the proposed Railway.

Mv Lords ; 

I have the honor to acknowledge the various communications from Canad a and New Bruswick which 
were forwarded to this Office on the 3d, 14lh end 3 1 st uli., respectively. 

Unring the last two or three years propositions of a similar nature, from the Norlh American Provinces 
(orreduction of Postage, have reached this country, and have been referred to this Department ; but my 
predecessor, from an apprehension that any considerable diminution in the rates of Postage must occa- 
stunsuchaloss of Revenue as would leave an amount insufficient to cover the expenditure of iheDeparl- 
(iicnl, liBve not felt themselves justified in recommending the adoption of any of the measures suggested. 
Thattbere were reasonable grounds for this apprehension, I have little doubt, especially as tlie* Commis* 
fionersof Post Office enquiry in British North America, in the report which they made in December, 
1^41, unequivocally expressed the opinion that a great reduction in the existing rates, " must necessarily 
bring the receipts far below the expenditure of the Department." 

linking however to the anxiety which is so generally felt, throughout the North American Colonies, 
I'ur a [eduction in the present rates of Postage chargeable upon Inland letters, I do not think it advisable 
longer to withhold the measure so strongly urged by the several Legislatures, especially as the Colonists 
eipress a disposition to make up the deficiency of the Post Office revenue from the general taxation of 
the Provinces. 

Whether the higher rates mentioned in the Address from the Canadian Legislature, or such as are at 
present in force in the United Kingdom, and which Sir William Colebrooke thinks ought to be extended 
lo .New Brunswick shall be adopted, in either case, the reduction will be very large, antf as it must inevi- 
laWjr occasion a serious deficiency in the Postage revenue, I deem it my duty to point out to jour Lord- 
*li)ps, (he conclusion at which I have arrived, that under the existence of such a deficiency the attempt to 
retain by this Department the control of the Post Office in (he Norlh American Provinces would be pro- 
''uciire of much inconvenience, and of irritation, and that it would be preferable to place the manage- 
wnt of the Postal arrangements, at once in the hands of the local Governments. 

It is true, that in one case, the Provincial Legislature has offered to guarantee the payment of the sum 
required to meet the expenditure of the Department, and it is not improbable that a similar undertaking 
might be obtained from the other Provinces. But however excellent und sincere may be the disposition 
of the Colonial Assemblies, to carry such guarantees into execution, t cannot shut my eyes to the probu- 
iile consequences of a dependaoce upon them by this Office. 

In a Department like the Post Office, differences of opinion must necessarily arise between the Colo- 
<ncsnnd the authorities at borne, as lo the regulations upon which it should be conducted, the extent of 
n<^comniodH(ion to be given, the amount of the salaries to be paid, and above all, (in a new country in 
'vhich the Post Office is expected to afford the means of extending civilization, instead of as at home, 
Mlowing in its train,) as to the principle upon which new and frequently expensive Posts should be es- 
labhshed. There is no more fertile source of contention in the Norlh American Assemblies than the es- 
"iblishing of new Posts, and if the means of extending such Posls throughout the Colonies were provided 
by funds, not of the Post Office, but granted from the general Colonial revenue; however well administered 
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the Department might be, I fear it would constantly be aubjeeted to accuiationa of ravoritism and o! 
undue iafiuences. 

Even now the disposition to call in question every arrant^ment made bj the Post Office in the Nnnk 
American Provinces is so strong, that virulent terms of abuse, are employed af^inst the Depuij' Fojt 
Masters General, for carrying out measures which have been ezpresaly authorised by this DepartmenL— 
But with a deficiency of revenue, this feeling would be much strengthened. It would be only reasonable 
to expect that the Legislative Assemblies would eodeavonr to ascertain whether by a re-arranBe- 
raent of the Posts, and other alterations in the administration the deficiency could not be diminiahed.ad 
whether greater economy could not be introduced, with respect to salaries. Under the influence o\ \k 
same feeling, the emoluments of one Post Master, might be raised, those of another diminished, and ibe 
whole administration of the Post Office would practicably be made dependent on the annual bctuUd,)! 
end vote of Assemblies jealous of the powers of a Department, nominally exempted from their conlnii,! 
nor should it be overlooked that each member would have the strongest local interest aa regarded tbe. 
extension of the Post in his own County or Township, as well as the amounts to be expended for Pot! 
Office purposes in his own section of the Province. 

I entertain, therefore, the conviction that any measure producing such a deficiency in the Pul 
Office Revenue as would need to be provided for by a vote in a Colonial Legislature, would be Una- 
mount to & surrender of the Administration of the department by the Postmaster General, and as 1 thiit 
that a large reduction of rates ought to be granted, I am of opinion that it is better ihu Postnusler G^ 
neral should resign his control over the Post Offices in those Colonies at once. I deem it faowevetpnt 
ticable and very expedient to accompany this surrender by certain conditions, and by a demand tbiilkc 
ColonialFoat Offices shall be conducted on such principles as will still retain in effect, a great portiSi 
of the advantages of a central Government. I 

I b^ leave to suggest that the North American Post Offices should be Administered on the folloviif 
principles, and that no Bills of the Provincial Legislature which are not conformable with them, abooi'l 
receive tbe assent of the Imperial Government. 

First, That no transit Postage shall be chargeable on Letters forwarded between any of tbe M 
American Provinces, for the cost of conveyance through any one of those Provinces. 

Secondly, That the uniform Internal Colonial rate of Two-pence the half^ounce shall remain in tf* 
ration as regards Letters transmitted in the British Mails between the United Kingdom, and tbeM 
American Provinces, and that the same uniform Rate shall be extended to the correspondence of ^ 
Countries, with which we have Postal Conventions, in case such countries should establish PacktS '^ 
their own, and Her Majesty's Government should demand in their favor, concession of such a piirilt?- 
Of course, in the event of an uniform Internal Rate of less amount than Two-pence being adopted In 
Provincial Letters, the benefit should be given to the correspondence of the United Kingdom, and llx: 
Foreign Countries alluded to. This Rate should be collected according to the British scale. 

Thirdly, That the pre-payment or payment on delivery of Postage, shall still remain optional with 'O' 
pect to the correspondence transmitted between each of the Provinces respectively, but that each F» 
vince shall keep, as now, the amount it collects, in order to avoid complicated accounts and hearf^ 
penses for exchanging Offices, for the purpose ofascertainiog the actual Revenue to which each isutiiw 
for tbe unpaid Letters which it transmits to either of the other Provinces, and for the paid Lettot n* 
ceired from those Provinces for delivery. With respect to the correspondence transmitted between 1^ 
North American Provinces and the United Kingdom, and that forwarded through the United Kiogilc* 
a similar optional payment shall still remain wherever it is practicable, but the existing modes of ffX^ 
stiall be retained both with respect to tbe British Packet Postage, and the uniform Internal Coioo* 
Rate of Two-pence. 

These three are in my opinion the main condidons which should be insisted upon, if the control of tM 
Mother Country over the North American Post Offices is surrendered. I take leave also to suggeitinl 
the maintenance of an uniform system and Rate of Postage throughout the North American PronncA 
is highly desirable. Under the present arrangements this great advantage is enjoyed in those ColooiW 
and great inconvenience may result from tbe introduction of difTerent systems, although upon this po'"' 
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vecan hardly expect unsnimitj on the part of the difiereDt Provinces. Am regards the Rates, it is 
ibtiaua (hat an uniform Rate throughout the four Provinces must be the most eqaitable, and by far the 
[losl convenient that could be adopted. 
It n-ill be for Her Majesty's GoTernment to determine whether these questions shall be decided at 
lojne, and at once, or shall be left to the discretion of the Colonial Govemmenta. I hope however, that 
he British principle of weight, and the scale hj which additional Rates are calculated, will in no case be 
bandoned. 

Under the arrangements which I have [woposed, the Packet Postage belonging to the United Kingdom) 
uid which in the Lower Provinces has been applied towards the general expenditure of the Department, 
rill of course be remitted Home to the Mother Country, and it will become necessary to settle with Ca- 
itda, the principle upon which the transit Postage due to the United States for the conveyance of the 
Irilish Mails through that Territory, should be defrayed, although itseems to me the most eligible course 
rould he, that it should be paid in equal proportions by Canada, and by the United Kingdom, as I am 
lot prepared to recommend that an additional Rate should be levied upon the correspondence, to cover 
he charge for transit. 

Arguments may be adduced to show that the Administration of the Colonial Post Offices by the De- 
inrtmeut at Home, is that best calculated for the interests of the Colonies, and for those of Uie Mother 
Country, but for the reasons 1 have ventured to state to Your Lordships, I am of opinion that, with a 
iatge deficiency of Revenue, it would be difficult to continue the control of the Post Offices of the North 
American Provinces, in the hands of the Post Master General of the United Kingdom, and I lake leave 
<<3 recommend the subject to the consideration of Her Majesty's Government, as being of very great 
importance.

May it please your Excellency ; 

We, the undersigned, in obedience to the instructions of yum Excellency and the Lieutenant Gotn- 
norsof Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island, to enquire into, and report upon tlie 
practicability of establishing an uniform and efficient Post Office system, throughout the B;iltsh ^onb 
American Colonies, based upon the views entertained by their Lordships Eart Grey and Lord CUnricarde, 
and communicated to your Excellency by Despatch, dated the 3lst December 1846, have given ourbefi 
consideration to the varioas important points embraced in the subject of enquiry, and have now the lioaor 
to submit our Report. 

On enteringupon the duties assigned to us, we directed our attention to the representations ami Ad- 
dresses which had from time to time been presented to the Imperial Government by the several Colaniil 
Legislatures, in reference to the subject of the Post Office, as well for the reason assigned by Lord Cbn- 
ricarde, that these appeals had induced his Lordship to make the suggestions contained in his lellec of 
the 18th of August, 1846, as from the fact that these representations set forth in a prominent lighi tlx 
various disadvantages under which the British North American Colonies labored and for which a remedy 
has now to be sought. A very cursory examiniation was sufficient to satisfy us, that the Provinces in itiei 
remonstrances against the transfer of assumed surplus receipts to the credit of the Imperial Gnvcromeai. 
were not actuated by any desire to convert the Postal imposts into a source of revenue, or to call inqoK- 
tion the prudent management of the Imperial Government, but were prompted by a growing conviclia 
that the social and commercial interests of the Colonies were intimately connected with the extension i 
their Postal intercourse, and that they truly regarded it as Lord Clanricnrde has justly observed as li* 
means in a new country of ei tending civihzatioo. The elaborate report drawn up by the Canadian Coni' 
missioners in 1841, the address from the Legislature of that Province, dated the 2d June 1346, in vha: 
it is prayed that if a reduction of the rate of Postage to the extent enjoyed by the Mother Coimlry,c<K" 
not be conceded, at least the rates now obtaining in the United States might be adopted, the joint Addi:-:^ 
of the Legislative Council and House of Assembly of New Brunswick, dated 11th April, 1345, tlitl''^ 
port of a select-committee of the latter dated 1 llh. April, 1846, sndmore recently still, the Resob^^' 
passed by the House of Assembly of Nova Scotia, of the 29th March, 1847, in which are conlai^f^ 
pledges for defraying any deficiency that might be created in the Post OtHce revenues from the esub- 
jiahment of a low and uniform rate of Colonialand inter-Colon! at postage ; these and the several k?^ 
sentalions from the other Provinces, clearly indicate the unanimous desire entertained by the Briii^> 
possessions in North America, to have extended to them, a share of those benefits, intellectual, social z^ 
commercial, which have, in so large a measure, been conferred upon the Mother Country, by the » 
tablishment of the penny postage. 

Each day's increasing experience has attested the wisdom that prompted the adoption of a meaFtit 
which was not at the time more characterised by its boldness than it has subsequently become byit's^^ 
cess. The example of cheap postage thus set in Great Britain, has recently been fcllowed in the Unit" 
States, in a modified form, adapted to a more widely scattered population and extended limits. The suck* 
which has attended these reductions, has relieved the experiment of much that appeared hazardous, i"' 
financial point of view, and promises to support the Commissioners in the assumption that any setioo 
diminution in the Provincial Post Office revenues, arising from an effective reduction in rateK, uw 
prove but of short duration and would be more than balanced by the attainment of the many advanl^i^ 
so ardently sought for by the Frovincesaod which such reduction would confessedly confer. 

In this view, we have more particularly directed ourattention to that branch of the subject advcriedK 
in the Post Master General's letter, which refers to the establishment of an independent manage"''''' 
within the Provinces, and the several conditions considered by his Lordship as essential to the clfici^ 
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irorking of any well digested scheme. And we have engaged in tho duties commUted to us, under a 
leep sense of the importance as well as the delicacy of the task of presenting to your Ezcellenc;, apian, 
thich it may be hoped will meet the approval of the Legislatures of the four Proviaccs. 

Hence, we have aimed to adapt our suggestions to the attainment of that concurring Legislative 
.^eemcnt through which alone the people of these Colonies can hope to enjoy the great benefits of 
heap and extended Postal communications, ratlier then to frame an organization which however pro- 
iiisiiig in theory, should contain elements of uncenainty, hesitation, or disagreement, endangering its 
uloption by any of the Provinces. 

At the threshold of our enquiry lay the consideration of the relative advantages of a system of united 
Icvenuc, and management for the Four Provinces, or of one that would leave the {management of the 
i*osiat arrangements in the hands of the Local Governments of each Province, as suggCHted by Lord 
i^riricarde, with no greater central control than shall be necessary for securing the Imperial and inter- 
colonial Postal interests. 

We havR decided on recommending the latter system although we have not been insensible to argu-. 
menu that might be adduced in favor of the former. 

TliG objections that His Lordship the Post Master General has anticipated, would result from the con- 
tiol being continued in England, after the Provinces shall have assumed the pecuniary responsibilities of 
the Department, may in great part, be applied against a control of equally extended authority and func- 
tions established in any one of the Colonies. To these, may be added, the fact that the most efficient 
pQciical security against an imprudent excess in Postal accommodatioQ will be found in the considera- 
ibn that undue encroachments on the General Revenue, for that service, would abridge the means of 
olher, and not less valued benefits. But this motive, powerful when confined within the limits of a sin- 
glePtovince, might lose much of its force, were the Postal Revenues of the Four Provinces gathered 
IntoooeFund, and the Post accommodations dispensed from one common centre, subjecting the Pro- 
vinces lo a rateable contribution for making good the general excess of expenditures over the Receipts : 
Sochan arrangement would afford room for jealous comparisons, and in the apprehension that might 
iirise in one Province that economical forbearance on its part, would not find kindred practice in others, 
neir incentives would not unnaturally be presented for seeking the utmost benefit out of the common 
I'^unil,!)/ urging an excessive extension of Postal accommodation, and the most effectual check against 
aliaiagtnt expenditures, be thus repressed by weakening the inducement for economy, to which we 
have alluded : Independently however of the arguments to be advanced on the merits of either side of 
ihequealion, wc believe the scheme by which each Province will be left to the disposition of its own 
Hercnues, and the extension of its own Postal benefits, to be that which is most likely to secure the ac- 
Hiiiescence of ell the Provinces : It presents, especially to the smaller Colonies, the aspect of less hazard 
^regards Finance, and less uncertainty as regards Postal accommodation, and therefore as a first step, 
xeconceive it wilt prove the more practicable and attainable measure, nor will it close the future against 
aoiote ealarged end combined system should experience warrant the extension. 

file conditions and usages suggested by His Lordship the Post Master General, in his Letters of the 
ISihAugust, 1846, as necessary and valuable under any system of Provincial management next de- 
"•^nded, and have received our careful consideration. 
The following propositions comprise every thing His Lordship has deemed necessary. 
Concurring in their appropriateness, and believing they will meet the approval of the Provincial Legis- 
latures, we adopt them as part of the scheme we have the honor to recommend in this Report, subject 
W some explanations which we have subjoined. 

let — That the British principle of weight and the scale by which additional ratM are calculated sljould 
ID no case be abandoned. We also recommend that the system of accounts, checks and audits, as now 
U9«d, should be preserved unaltered as far as practicable. 

^ — That there should be maintained throughout the British North American Colonies, one uniforRi 
iptemandrate of Postage, with.no greater modification than their circumstances may demand. 
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3d. — That no transit Postage should be chargeable on letters forwarded between these Provinces for ik 
cost of conveyance through any of them. 

4th. — ^That the umform internal Colonial rate of Two-pence sterling, the half ounce, ehonld reroamin 
operation as regards Letters transmitted in the British Mails between the United Kingdom and the Norih 
American Provinces, to be extended to Countries having Postal conventions with Great Britain, as sug- 
gested by Lord Clanricarde. 

5th. — That the prepayment of Postage as well between the Provinces as between the United King- 
dom, and the Provinces shall remain optional. 

6th. — That to avoid complicated accounts, each Province shall retain the amount of Postage it collects: 
A stipulation that involves the understanding of unrestricted freedom and uniformity of prindple, in lo- 
pect to the prepayment of Postage. 

7th. — The Packet Postage of One Shilling Sterling per half-ounce, we understand will be collecteii 
in the four enumerated Provinces, and be remitted to the Post Master General in Englai>d, after the de- 
duction of any just claim in behalf of the Provincial Postal Departments. The interna) Colonial Rale or 
Two-pence Sterling, chargeable on Letters by the British or other packet Mails, stands- on a differenl 
footing, and will, we assume, remain at the credit of the respective Provinces, where it may be colleci- 
ed ; while in the case of prepayment in England, it will be passed to the credit of (he Province to wbieii 
the Letters shall be addressed for delivery. 

It is also understood that Nova Scotia and New Brunswick are not chargeable out of their several 
Postal Funds for the transmission through cither of those Provinces, of the ^cket Mails passing to Co- 
lonies lying beyond them respectively. 

While this stipulation is advanced by those Provinces as Just in itself, it is not calculated to induce 
practical difHcuIties, as the Packet Mails referred to are not required to be opened whilst in transit lo 
their destination, and the service may be, ('and is understood to be now chiefly, if not solely) perfoniiel 
under distinct contracts, leading to no complication of Accounts. This service we assume, will be pro- 
vided for out of the Shilling Sterling Packet Postage, and that Her Majesty's Government out of thai 
Fund, will continue to transport the Packet Mails to the Provinces for which they are destined as fof- 
merly was done by the " Unicorn" to Quebec, and subsequently through the Territory of the United 
States. 

To select the rate of Postage best adapted to promote the objects in view, with a proper regnrd to the 
cflect of the change on the Revenues of the Colonies, was not the least important part of our dnly : 
Wc are happily however not without guides for our direction in its performance. 

We have agreed to recommend Three-pence Currency per half>ounce, as the primary rate; and in 
suggesting its restriction to distances of 300 miles, and an additional Rate to be superadded for distances 
beyond that limit, we have been alone actuated by considerations of Revenue as influencing the proba- 
ble concurrence of the several Legislatures. 

Your Excellency will perceive that we have followed the scale adopted in the United States of Ame- 
rica, to which reference was made in the Address of the Canadian Legislature, 2d June, 1846, (quoted 
in an earlier part of this Report,) and which while it strictly coincides with the Rates selected bylb^ 
Assembly of Nova Scotia, promises to meet the views expressed on the 11th April, 1845, by Se" 
Brunswick. Much that now complicates the Post Office system, would be removed, and the benefit of 
Postal intercourse more widely diffused, were this single Kate made applicable to all distances within 
the Four Provinces. 

Lest however any of the Colonial Legislatures should conceive a higher charge for greater distancesto 
be necessary for the increase of the Postal Revenues, we would suggest that the scale we have qioted 
should again be followed, and the Rate of Six-pence per half-ounce imposed for all distances over 
300 miles. It only remains that we should state the leading provisions which we think may be neces- 
sary or convenient in preparing a system under which the management of the Poit Office Departmenis 
may be transferred from flie Post Master General to the Provincial authorities. 

These are comprised in the following suggestions which (subject to our previous ezphnatJon) we offer 
for Your Excellency's consideration. 
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1st. — That there should be an Office of central audit in Canada, of which the Post Master General of 
that Province shall be the head. The Duties of this office shall be to audit the Accounts quarterly, of 
the sevenil Provinces — returns of which shall be annually presented to tha different Le^slatures ; to 
collect and tnuumit to England the balances due from the Four Provinces on the Packet Postage, and 
in concert with the chief Officer of the Post Office Department in each Province, to enter into Contracts 
and make all necessary arrangements for the tranamiasion of the Mails along the chief or central route 
from Canada to Halifax, and between Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island. The expenses of this 
Office with the exception of the Salary of the chief Officer, from which the Three lower Colonies are to 
be free, ihall be borne by the several Provinces in proportion to their gross collections exclusive of 
P&cket Postage. 

2d. — That the Post Office Departments in the several Provinces shall be separate and distinct, sub^ 
ject (o the authority and control of, and bound to account to their respective Governments in which shall 
be vested the power to appoint the chief and subordinate Officers, and to extend or contract (subject to 
rhe reservations In the preceding clause,) the various Postal routes, Offices, dlLc. within their own limits. 
And that each Province shall defray the cost of its own Post Office management and Postal routes, sIb- 
ijons, Couriers, dbc, and shall retain all its collections including prepaid Letters. The balance due on 
Packet Postage to be excepted which shall be transmitted quarterly to the central Office. 

3d. — That One shilling Sterling per half-ounce be accounted for to Great Britain for British Packet 
Letters, lo cover all charges of transport by Sea and Land, between Great Britain and the limits of the 
several Provinces for which the Mails may be carried, and that Two-pence Sterling per half-ounce be 
the Provincial charge on Packet Letters for all distances within the Province receiving or Mailing such 
Letters, as has been explained in considering Lord Clanricarde's suggestions. 

4th. — ^That one uniform Rate of Three-pence currency per half-ounce for all distances under 300 
miles, and if thought necessary for the purpose of Revenue, Six-pence Currency for all distances over 
300 miles, be established throughout the four Provinces, and that no transit charge for Letters be 
made. The Four Provinces in the operation of this clause are considered as one, and no reference is 
made in it to Packet Mail Letters. 

Sih. — That Newspapers, Parliamentary Documents and other Printed Papers be transmitted at pre- 
sent Rates : Bui in each Province the Government on application of the Legislature, may direct that 
Newspapers and other Printed matter shall be sent through the Post Office within such Province, free 
of charge. 

6th. — ^That the pre-payment of Letters, as already explained, shall be optional in all cases when not 
interfered with by Fweign Regulations. 

7th. — That all franking privileges be abolished.

The Deputy Post Master General of Canada has estimated the number of Letters sent through the 
Post Office during the last Year, for distances over 300 miles, at 21 0,000, which at 3d per Letter would 
yield a Revenue of £2625, or at the increased Rate of 6d. would yield £6360 h £5250. 

Taking the Postal Revenue of Nova Scotia, the next in point of amount, at one-seventh of the Re- 
V ue of Canada, and estimating its Postage for distances over 300 miles in the same proportion, which 
It— be considered as an overestimate, her Revenue would by thedouble Rate be improved £375. If 
howevN it may be assumed that correspondence will increase with every reduction of charge, the 
above calculation will be naturally effected by maintaining throughout the Rate of 3d, and the apparent 
advantage ia liivor of a second or increased Rate proportionately diminished.

Mr LoBD ; 

I have purposely deferrod answering your Despatches oftlie 2Sthor June, and of the ISth of Jul^. 
transmitling Addresses to Her Majesty from both Houses of the Provincial Legislature, and from the 
Corporation of Montreal, on the subject of the Immigration into Canada, of the present year, until the 
termination of the Season for Emigration, had enabled me carefully to review all that had taken place 
diiring its progress. 

I have now to inform your Lordship, that I have had the honor of laying these Addresses before ilie 
Queen, end that Her Majesty has been pleased to receive them very graciously, and I have further to 
instruct your Lordship to acquaint the Public Bodies from which these Addresses proceed, that in obe- 
dience to Her Majesty's Commands, Her confidential Servanla have most anxiously applied themselves 
to consider what measures it may be expedient to adopt, in order to meet the just wishes therein express- 
ed by guarding so far as human precautions may avail to do so, against the recurrence of calannities su 
deeply to be deplored, as those which during the Year now about to close, have befallen not only the 
Emigrants who have left our Shores, but through them the Inhabitants of the British North Amerion 
Colonies. 

I need scarcely assure Your Lordship that these calamities as described in your Despatches, and io 
the Public Journals of the Colony, have caused to us most sincere and lively sorrow, but upon looking 
back at the melancholy History of these sufferings, it is at least some consolation to us to reflect thai 
they do not appear to liave been produced or aggravated by our measures, or by our having; neglected anj 
precautions it was in our power to adopt. It is no slight gratification to us now to rememhcr that stroo^- 
)y as we are urged in the beginning of the present year, to take measures for carrying Emigration from 
Ireland to a much greater extent than that to which it could naturally attain, and to add to the multi- 
tudes who flocked unaided to America, by providing at the Public expense, for the conveyance acrosi 
the Atlantic, of a large additional number of those who were anxious thus to fly from distress in Ireland. 
we steadily refused to do this, and abstained from giving any artificial stimulus to the tide of Emigra- 
tion, whiloat the same time, we took such precautions as were in our power to mitigate, as far as pos- 
sible, the suflerings to which we foresaw, that even this spontaneous Emigration would most probably 
^ve rise. 

As it is highly important that the People of Canada shonid clearly understand both what were the 
measures which Her Majesty's Government really adopted, in order to meet the difficulties which were, 
anticipated from the Emigration of so large a body of persons from Ireland, and also, why those mea- 
sures were not carried further, I have called upon the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners, lo 
draw up a Report, not for my own information, but for that of Your Lordship, and of the Public boili 
at Home and in the Colonies, explaining fully the Policy which had been pursued, and the obstack; 
which stood in the way to any more effectual interference on the part of Her Majesty's Government, fw 
the purpose of averting those calamities which have unfortunately occurred. 

1 have now the honor of forwarding to your Lordship a Copy of the Report which in compliance nilh 
the Instructions I hdd conveyed to them, has been furnished to me by the Commissioners. In this ver; 
able Document Your Lordship will find it to be shewn that it would have been practically impossible, 
and that if possible it would have been inhuman and unjust to have interfered by any ezei^se of ihei 
authority of the Legislature, or of the Executive Government, to detain at home the multitudes yt\ioi^ 
during the past year have endeavoured to escape from misery and starvation by Emigrating from Irclandl 
to America, and also, that the Emigration of so large a number of persons who had previously suffered so 
severely from the consequences of that visitation with which it had pleased Providence to afflict us, ine- 
vitably led to the breaking -out of disease which could not be prevented from ^treading itself from iJm 
Emigrants to the Inhabitants -of the Coleoiea to which tbej flocked. 
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The latter have however in this respect only iufTered in common with Liverpool, and various other 
places in Great Britain, to which the Natives of Ireland have brought the Fever which raged in that 
Country. 

I need scarcely inform you, that the evils to which these Towns have been exposed from the Immigra* 
tion from Ireland of vast numben of persons, suffering; from destitution and disease, have been the mostse* 
rious, and have been the subject of very great complaint. It has been beyond the power of either the 
Executive Government or of Parliament, to prevent the eflects of the calamity by which Ireland has 
been visited from being severely felt in other parts of the British Empire on both sides of the Atlantic. 

t must refer you to the Report itself, for the facta and reasonings, upon which are founded these con- . 
elusions as to the past, and I now proceed to the more important question, as to what are the measures 
which from the experience of the present year, may be considered best adapted to improro the mode of 
conducting Emigration for the future. Upon this subject, after having maturely considered the diifer- 
ent suggestions of the Commissioners, I am not of opinion, that it would be sufficient to accomplish the 
object in view, that Parliament should pass a new Passengers' Act, enforcing the various additional regu- 
lations which they have proposed. It may be expedient that the Passengers' Act should be thus amended, 
and Her Majesty's Government will not fail very carefully to consider whether any proposal to that efTect 
should be submitted to Parliament, but I am of opinion, that even if this should be done, it would not 
supersede the necessity of other measures which may best be adopted in the Colonies. Looking 
to the results of the Emigration, not only of the present, but of former years, it will be found that the 
health and comfort of Emigrants during their voyage, depend less upon the regulations established by 
law, than upon the care and humanity of those by whom their conveyance is undertaken. When the 
Owners and Masters of Ships, and the Brokers to whom Emigrants apply for passages have exerted 
themselves to perform their several duties effectively, and in the spirit of the existing Law, the Regula- 
tions of that Law, have proved sufHcient to protect Emigrants from any serious amount of suSering ex- 
cept that arising from the attacks of disease, against which it was impossible to guard. On the other 
hand it is equally proved by experience, that it is extremely difficult to ensure by detailed regulations, 
enforced by Penalties, that treatment of Emigrants which is necessary in crowded Ships, in order 
to prevent (heir health from being injured. The most perfect Rules which could be devised with regard 
ro the maintenance on board of Emigrant Ships of proper ventilation, cleanliness and regularity, would be 
of little avail, unless in each Ship there were placed some Public Officer to see that they were obeyed, 
and this I need hardly observe, the very large number of Ships employed in this Trade would render 
praclicatly impossible. Hence, it seems to follow, that while some general regulations, the breach of 
which can easily be detected and punished, may with great advantage be established by Law, the re- 
<]uisite attention to the healthand comfort ofEmigrant8,may best be secured by making it the obvious 
pecuniary interest of those by whom their conveyance to the Colonies is undertaken, that they should 
arrive without having suflfered from sickness. Nor does it appear difficult to devise the means by 
which this may he accomplished — a very simple alteration of the Colonial Law, under the authority of 
which the Emigration Tax is levied, would answer the purpose. I would suggest for the consideratioa 
of yourself and of your Council, that the Provincial Legislature might with great advantage be invited 
to enact, That in case a ship is placed in Quarantine for more than such a brief speciRed period as 
would merely suffice for observation or cleansing, the Tax on every Emigrant on board should be doubled, 
and that if detained so long that the double Tax would not cover the consequent expenditure, the sur- 
plus shall also be charged to the Ship, provided that the whole amount levied on this account is not to 
exceed the rate of £l per head. 

The enactment of a Law of this kind, would render it so manifestly the interest of the Owners and 
Masters of Ships to avoid receiving on board Passengers, labouring under infectious diseases, and to 
enforce the cleanliness, ventilation and attention to diet, on which the health of lai^ bodies of persona 
at sea, so entirely depends, and so much is in the power of those, whose interests would thus be en- 
gaged in preventing abuse, that such a measure would supersede the necessity of a multitude of minute 
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regulation!, which it woald be extremely difficult to enforce. The same principle might alio be ip- 
plied in attempting to check another evil which has been the subject of much and of great comptaiDi 
I observe it is stated in the Reports now before me, that there have arrived both in Canada and in Net 
Brunswick during the present season, a large number of persons tolally destitute, and at the ssme lime 
incapable of labour, and that a considerable burthen is likelf to be thrown upon both Provinces, bj liKJ 
maintenance of Emigrants of this description, consisting of Widows and Children, and of the ageJ id\ 
infirm. It is impossible to deny the justice with which the Colonies complain of this burthen, and ioj 
order that they may not in future be exposed to it, I am of opinion that it would form a very properfit> 
vision in any new Law to be enacted by the Provincial Legislatures, that in every cose in which tbe: 
local authorities of the Port at which an Emigrant Ship arrived, saw reason to apprehend that wj of 
the Emigrants might become a burthen upon the Colony, they should be empowered to require from liie 
Captain before (he Vessel should be permitted to clear out on her return voyage, security for the [epa;.| 
ment of any expense which might thus become necessary on account of such EmigranU within ooti 
year after their arrival. This would be a provision somewhat similar to that which exists in the Law el 
New York upon this subject, but that Law requires the Master of a Ship to give security for all h 
Passengers, at the same time giving him the option of avoiding this obligation, by passing one Bolkiii 
head as Commutation Money, and practically this payment is always preferred. The effect consequeDiit 
ofthisarrangement, is merely toimpose an additional Emigrant Tax of aDollara head, withoutgitinc 
to the Ship Owner any motive for preferring Passengers, likely to be able to maintain themselvei bj 
their own labor to those who are not so, it would be advisable in order to discourage the introduclioDeli 
helpless Paupers into Canada, that the Ship Owner should be required to give security only for those rfj 
his Passengers who might obviously come under this description, but that on the other hand he Mil 
only be entitled to avoid this obligation by the payment of 10s. a head on all such Emigrants, sbovU: 
it be considered that it would be found practically difficult for the local authorities to delermine is 'nk 
cases to call for this security from the Master of Ships, the object in view might be partially adained In 
imposing an additional Tax of Ss. upon Women and Children, and Men appearing to be 60 years of i$c 
and upwards. 

I am aware that an indiscriminate increase of the Tax upon Women and Children, would be lesdr 
rectiy calculated to attain the end in view, than the regulation, I have first su^ested, and it might K 
be altogether free from objection, still I am of opinion, that such an increase of Tax, without at dip 
venting able bodied Emigrants from carrying with them their Wives and Children, would tend tods- 
courage the arrival of too large a proportion of the Class of Emigrants most likely to become chargtib^ 
to the Province, while looking to the purposes to which the money raised by the Tax is applied, it vo^ 
be only reasonable that as being the most likely to become chargeable, such Emigrants should pay okk 
than others. 

With 8 similar object, I should suggest, that the Tax otherwise payable, should further be doubled ii 
respect of all Emigrants who should arrive later in the season than the 1st of September, andshool' 
be trebled on those arriving later than the First of October in each year. There is no doubt thai IK 
arrival of Emigrants so late in the season greatly increases the probability of their becoming a bantu* 
OD the Province during the Winter, and the Tax to which ihey are liable should be augmented in ?^ 
portion. 

It might also be expedient to add a clause imposing a Penalty upon the Ship if it should appear tkl 
during the voyage the Passengers had not been supplied with a proper amount of Provisions. 

You will find it explained in the enclosed Report that the ration of Bread which the Act of Pii^ 
ment requires to be supplied to Emigrants by the Master of the Ship, was not intended to be their onlT 
food, but that in the scarcity of last year many of those who embarked for America were indsced to 
trust entirely to the Ship's provisions, which afford by no means a sufficient allowance for the mainteDum 
of health, it would therefore seem highly expedient that in any Provincial Act which may be passed, 
the Masters of Emigrant Ships should be required to take care that their Passengers should either put o" 
board a stock of Provisions for themselves, or that such an addition should be made from the Ship' 
■tores to the ration of Bread now required by Law, at to guard against the ccmseqaences of an ii"*''' 
Otiate allowance of Food. 
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The enactment of such a L&w &b I h^ve now deecribed, would be calculated to relieve the Prorince 
Ixtth by diminishing the expenses which would likely to be thrown upon it on account of the EmigmntB 
who arrived, and atao by increasing the amount of the Tax now levied upon them, and applicable to these 
expenses. To such a measure therefore, not carrying the restrictions to be imposed upon Vessels en- 
i^ed in this Trade further than I have suggested, Her confidential Servants would be prepared to ad- 
vise that Her Majesty should assent, but I must remind you, that while it is proper for the reasons I have 
stated that some such regulations as I have recommended, should be enforced, the true interest of the 
Province no less than that of this Country, requires that these regulations should not by their over se- 
verity throw needless obstructions in the way of an intercourse between the Queen's Dominions on this 
and on the opposite side of the Atlantic, which is of the utmost importance to both. Not only has Em^ 
;,Tation been the means of adding largely in the last Twenty years to the industrious Population, and, 
tberefore, to the wealth of Canada, but also it is to be recollected that the profit derived from the con- 
veyance of Emigraifla in the outward voyage, enables the Ships, which carry them, to bring back the pror 
duce of Canada, al a much cheaper rate than would otherwise be possible. 

With regard therefore to any Bill for the regulation of Emigrant Ships which may be tendered for your 
acceptance by the other branches of the Provincial Legislature, it will be your duty carefully to consider 
its provisions before your assent to it, and to decline doing so, if you shall judge that it is of too rigorous a 
character. It is the more indispensable that you should perform this duty with caution and with firm- 
nesa, on account of the obvious inconvenience which would arise from its being necessary that Her Ma- 
jesty should disallow an Act upon this subject, to which your own assent had been given, while at the 
Evne time, it would be impossible, that Her Majesty should be advised to permit an Act imposing needless 
or improper restrictions upon eo important a Trade to remain in force, I should further recommend that 
the operation of any Act of this description should be limited to two years, this would remove much of 
ihe difficulty of permitting it to continue in force if it should contain any provision of a questionable cha- 
racter. 

I have also to instruct you, if any such Act shall be passed, to forward it to me by the very ear- 
liest opportunity, in order that Her Majesty's final decision may be pronounced upon it with the least 
possible delay. 

Before I close this Despatch, I have only further to direct your Lordship in bringing this most im- 
portant subject under the consideration of your Council, and of the Legislature, to remind them, that al- 
though theenactment of such a Law as I have su^^sted, might be of great service in checking abusea 
and preventing the recurrence with the same intensity as before, of the evils which have just been so 
seriously felt as arising from Emigration, it would do nothing towards the accomplishmeut of such an 
ioiprovement as I believe to be no less practicable than it is desirable in the existing mode of settling upon 
the soil of Canada the Host of Emigrants which annually lands in her Ports. Upon this subject Ihave 
in former Despatches so fully stated my views, that it is only necessary for me now to repeat my firm 
conviction, that there is nothing in the situation of Canada, which renders it impossible by judicious re- 
gulations to provide for the occupation of her vacant territory, in a regular and systematic manner in- 
siead of leaving this to be efiected as heretofore by the desultory and too often ill directed efforts of 
individutds. 

The saving of labour and of Capital which would result from such a system, would cause the increase 
of the numbers of her Inhabitants by Emigration, to be the means of advancing the Province yet more 
rapidly in wealth and in civilization. The powers necessary for establishing such a system, are by the 
constitution of Canada vested in her own Legislature and people, to them therefore, I must commit the 
coanderation of the subject, only assuring them through your Lordship, that any measures they may 
adopt for this purpose, will meet with the best encouragement which it is in Her Majesty's power to afford.

As however it will for obvious reasons be desirable, that there shall be as little difn- 
ence as may be in the regulations established in the several British Provinces in North America, 1 baffi 
requested Lord Elgin to take the first opportunity of communicating to you, the heads of any roeumt 
which may be introduced by the Government in Canada, in order that so far as you see no ressooll 
suppose that any objection will be felt at the seat of your own Government, you may cause similar pi»'

Boy Order of the Queen in Council should be made upon it; but as the enactment of a similar Law m>] 
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not be improbKble. I have to iDslrnct 70a to bring under the notice of the Legislature, the objeetiODi 
which appear to me to exist agHinst probibitiona of thia nature. 

A permanent prohibition Bgainst Expertation 'operates -as a perm&nent diBcoursgement of production, 
■nd Lhis leads to the evil which it is designed to remedy. Temporary prohibitions of the nature of 
that now under consideration, though not injurious to this extent, are howerer open to two serious ob* 
jeclions. First, the fact of the prohibition creates alarm, induces holders to expect, and forces con- 
sumeri to mbmit to a rise in prices, beyond what the actual scarcity readers necessary. Secondly, a 
prohibition against Exportation, -operates as a discouragement of importation, since Merchants will not 
hrin[t their Goods to a Market, from which they cannot withdraw them, it it is found to their advantage 
to do so. These considerations, the truth of which is capable of numerous and satisfactory illustra- 
tions, will, I trust, induce the Legislature of Prince Edward Island, to abataia from the renewal of 
siaiKir Acts.

and ordeiB him "underthe direction and conlrol" of your ho- 
norable Board, to '' prescribe the eystem and ooorse of instruc- 
tion to he adopted in such Schools," to call *' meetingaorTrns- 
tees" when necessary, and to repoil the state of i|je diSttrenI 
Schools which he TJsils — the method of instruction practised — 
the Dumberof Scholars — the state and deacriplion of the School- 
houseS) and such other inforaalion as he may see it necessary 
to give, OT thai any branch of the Legiitature may require from 
him." 

In eonrormity with the requtiementa of the Act, I have re- 
cently Tisited the different District Schools within the limits of 
King's Connty ) and feel gratified in being enabled to state, 
that the majority of them are as ably and efficiently conducted 
as could reasonably be expected, considering the numerous and 
evident disadTSntsges under which Eduoalion in distant and 
remote settlements must Dscessarily labor. 

At the time of my visit, the number of Schools in King's 
County was Tweuty-foar, exelusire of the Infant School in 
Georgetown. Since that period I regret to state, that changes 
have fatten place, which hare had the effect of closing several 
of the County Schools, while on Ihe other hand three new ones 
have been opened. To these facts J shall refer mora at length 
in the concluding part of ray Report. 

i have ascertaioed the number of pupils under iosiruclton in 
the different District Schools, to be Bight faundred and four, 
divided as follows:—

iiive in tills respect an itnportant duly to discharge, tiot only to 
t!^^ Teal Jen Is in their Districts, but to the cause of Education ga- 
ii^ra'rlf. if (he active co-operation of the parents with the in- 
•iftiMir he insured, there will not only be a much larger nnm- 
'"!if children In the ."Schools, but also a greater regularity in 
iheir auendanoe, and consequently mure rapid improveraent. 
^iwe xbe period of my former visit, several Schools have been

"'uerra, that a iiiiintusr uf School Houses are vacant where the 
i-ihjbfianis are ([uLie able to support a Schoul, though from the 
Iwlol'tlie time required hy Law not having expired, I have 
Mt as yet called incetings of the Inhabitants for the purpose of 
ictiving them. i am well aware, Ihat the pressure of the 
Umes, ejused by the late partial failures of the crops, prevents 
"iinj parcots from eendin:; tliuir children to .School, and there 
a also a scarcity of Teai'h ra; but the latter circumstance is, I 
l^ar. but loo easily accounted for, by the plain fact, Ihal but 
iinle inducement is uffdred to competent persona to engage in 
me laburiuus duties of educating the young in the distant set- 
il^rncnisofthe Island, even where the parents are in a condi- 
iiuii fairly tu remunerate Ihe person to whom they entrust those 
loust atJuons and oneroua duties. The teachera throughout 
i^eCuuiity appear to be not only willing, but anxious to do 
I'l in their power, faithfully and diligently to discharge their

PRINCE COUNTY. 

TO THE BOASD OF SDVCATION, 
Gkhtlemih ; 

In commencing my Report of the stale of the Schools in 
Prince County, I must premise, that being appointed late in the 
season (IDth October,) it has been out of my power to pay suck 
attention lo the duty devolved upon me, which ia aliaolulely 
necessary to complete the effect designed by the House of 
Assembly, The travelling has been bad, and the ice, on which 
great part of the Winter tour of the Visiter of Prince County 
has to be made, has been so dangeroDS, caused me lo put offmy 
visitations until the last day. And, having made bui one course 
through the County, I cannot report upon Ihe stale of the 
Schoola with that precision which I might have done, bad I 
visited them twice, or more limes. 

Lot Eiiiht (8) School is taught by Andrew Johnson- Thera 
are 31 Scholars upon his list, and 23 were in attendance- Some 
of Ihe pupils of this School come from Lot 7, about a mile from 
the School -house- This Teacher, who seems to he very popu- 
lar among his supporters, evinces a good deal of talent, and a 
large amount of industry in conducting his School. A new 
house has been built during the past Summer, which is not yet 
tinlshed, but which will be an excellent building, and very cre- 
ditable lo the settlement. 

Lot 4, Sebasiian Davidson. Mr. Davidson has been about 
14 months in chargt^ of this School. I found IS Scholars in 
attendance, 7 of whom used Humphreys' Reader ; 14 were 
writing ; D in various branches of Arithmetic ; and 4 in English 
Grammar. Mr. Davidson ia an old Teacher, having been in 
charge of diSerent Schools, on this Island, for the last 15 years. 
He practices the analytic method, and is very successful. In 
looking over his journal, I observed that thero had been no cor- 
poral punishment for about two months- The School-house ia 
capacious, hut not very comfortable. 

Lot 13, Neil M'Lean. On the journal I found the names of 
2i pupils, 2G of whom were in attendance; 4 were learning 
English Grammar, 3 Geography, 1 Geometry, and 1 Book- 
keeping; 33 were writing, and 11 studying Arithmetic. 

This Teacher shows a great talent in imparling information, 
and his pupils answered many apparently difficult questions 
with great ease. The huuse, 1 am sorry lo say, ia not good ; 
but the people are about building another, and in such a wealthjr 
selilenient they ought to have a good one. 
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Lot U, A. C. Bookford, T«iohet- Then are 28 Scholan on 
the Teacher's list. He keepa a tsi; regalar journal of the 
attendance and prD|rreBB of his pupils. The sttendancd ia Tefjr 
icregular, and the Teacbec caaptaina much about it. There ia 
scarcely a acbool in the Caunty worse supplied with books. 1 
found one boy learning Geography, Mensuralion, Sic. ; It Etudy- 
ine Grammac, and the remainder in various branches, from the 
Alphabet upwards, to the above-men lioued studies. The bouse 
is 16 feet by 18, and nut very good. 

Theneitie Roderick M'Dunald.Bl Lot IQ. HehaaSSupon 
his list, most of whom were present. 17 of hia pupils read in 
Humphreys' Reader — the Wigeac class I found in any Scheol. 
There are 4 in EnE|lish Grammar, 9 in Arithmetic, 10 in Wri- 
ting, and the remainder in the lower branches. This School 
was vacant from Ihe 1st □> Becember until the lOlh of Januar^r, 
nhen the preseal Teacher a^ain aasumed hia duties. Thia 
Teacher also complains much of the irregular attendance' The 
house is pretty good, but unfinished. 

At Townahip 25, Freetown, Donald R. Stewart is Teacher. 
I found very few present, but the day was slormy. There were 
30 upon his list ; 3 of those present were in the English Rea- 
der, and several in the Introduction. From inquiries in the 
Ejettlameot, 1 think the people are pleaaad with their Teacher. 
The honse is pretty good. 

The Central School at Redeque, Lot 36, ia tauj^ht by Angus 
M'Leod. This Teacher has an admirable method of inculcating 
informalion He acta entirely upon the analytic method. I 
viaited his School in rather an unhappy time, owing to the bad 
roads, and a atormy day ; but thoae whu were present, were 
well grounded in thedinerenE branches taught- English Gram- 
mar, Mental ArithmBlic, and Geography, ate taught with emi- 
nent succesB. [ can say little else of this School, than that 1 
believe it to be Ihe best in the County. The people appear to 
■pare no expense in furnishing their School with books. The 
house is pretty good. 

Alexander M'Donald teachea at Tryon, Lot 38. Bis aver- 
age attendance is 30, but there are 52 on hislisl. This Teacher 
lias a peculiar method of teaching Grammar, which howevei 
appears to be successful. He is very industrious and peraeve- 
ringt and the people appear to Iske a good deal a( interest in 
the School. He also practises the analytic method, and his 
School is pretty well supplied with books^ The house is very 
comfortabre. 

Jamea Gillenders is at ImX SB, Tryon. Mr. Gillenders is an 
old Teacher, but his present School had only been in nperation 
about 10 days previous to my visit, i have itodoubthut it wilt 
do well. The house ia rather old. but pretty comfortable. 

R. Beot, Esq., teaches at Tignish. The difficulty of travel- 
liag prevented me attending his School ; hut from inquiries, I 
believe his School to be well conducted, and very successful. 

At Maaoouche, Lot IT, F. Gaudet teaches- I cannot beatow 
too much ptaiae upon the diligence this Teacher displays la- 
wards his pupils. French and English are read in his School 
with great propriety, and Arithmetic, Writing, and English 
Grammar, are well taught. He had 20 pupila preaent. '' 
not well avoid saying, that the house ia nut good, and thi 
pie ought to be ashamed of it. I hope this filip will do 

good. 

Prinoetown Royalty, Allan Fraser, 2d Class. Thia is i 
School, and Mr. Fraser exerts hia utmost endeavours. He has 
had three pupils learning Latin, and their progress was good. 
When I visited hia School the last time, there was only one 
learning Latin, hut he is an industrious youth, fiome uf Mr. 
Frsser'a pupils have made considerable proficiency in Geogra- 
phy, and in English Grammar ; there is a large numbor whose 



School, which ia one of (he best in Ihe County, is, I Icl^fit 
well supported. Hia subscribers think highly n[ him, incite 
deserves iheir approbation. The bchool-house might be lu^ 
a good one with a little expense. It ia, however, ftelijnii.' 
lortabla, being well finished nn the outsi'le ; but, like a 
olhera in the County, quite unfinished on the inaide. 

At Lot 16, [called to aee a female Schnol UuKhl 1>; Mr<. 
Muirhead. None of her pupils are much advanced, but si 
her activity and induatry in imparting ioformalian. 

There is a Schoul at Lot 14, taught by Tliomar Ke^t, I 
cidentally, owing to wrong information, omilled to call i 
him, but will (D. V.) attend to his. aud some other ^tLui• 
during the Winter, with Ihe report uf which I shall troubli: ^l: 
Board of Education. 

The only remaining School is my own, I have 50 nanan 
the liat, but many of them do not attend in tbe Winter. Abm, 
20 are studying Arithmetic and Writins, and I have livl "'• 
boy a short time learning Latin. The itouae ia pretty p>/:. 
indeed it is as good as any Diatrici School-house ia tliaCo 

John M'Lauchlan, is at Lot 19, Barret's Comer, 
teacher was not at home wheal called, but front one i 
trustees I learned, that there are 45 names tipun his libt. Tbi 
daily attendance is about 30. Hia School commeacd itoi,:' 
the middle of December, and the piogress of the pupik nrp 
that dale givca gteat satisfaction. The House is prruv e«( 
The trustee from whom I derived my information, is qoiieHUc 
that the School is in a very prosperous condition and litFl^ i.' 
do well, 

I cannot well conclude this Report without stating, ihil itr^, 
are at least 15 Schools vioajit in the Counqr, and in manjd'Uf 
Districts the people seem to be quite indifierent about iheio i' 
a teacher offers his aervices, they would probably be atce[''.u. 
but they lake no trouble to secure one. 

In conversing also with many intelligent persons in diffnf- 
Districts of the Caunty, 1 find that thegeneral opinion ii, il^' 
the establiahment of Boards of Education in the difTereol Ox^ 
lies, would tend much to advance the interests of Eduo:^ 
it is contended .that the watchful auperviaion v>hich a Boiri.w^ 
paratively in the immediate vicinity of the School could efaiSi 
would much exceed that of tlie Board vhoie great diaiK"> 
from many of them, prevents such watchfulness and care. If 
sides, snch an estehlishment would lend greatly to reheie iw; 
teachers from the expense of coming to ChatlottelowD, lo!'' 
licenses and transact nlher business connected with ''^-^ 
Schuols.

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Wben j<m Board sbaK bara niBtuTed and completed the in- 
iiniciiuns uuj [sgulalLima now in progreBs for iha ioieraal 
auagemeaivf tlia DistTict Scboals, 1 feel assaced, ihat a 
mors full; oi^aniied ayslem uf inBtruciion will be established, 
iiiiieenirating in a greater degree (he efforts of all engaged in 
ilie aclqinislratina of (lis elementary Education of thia Island. 

Alibau^h cireunistancca beyond my control hate rendered it 
iLupraclicible fur me to visit onoe, aincs the data of my la*t ap- 
puinmeui, the whole number of Schools in this County, yet in

The above, including five Female School*, preieots a total 
of 49 Schools open to my inspection, and deriving a support 
from tha public purse, equal to Six hundred Pounds. Add to 
thesB I'hree Schnola supported from the Glebe Land Fund 
1 Naliuna!, I Infant, and Four of private adventure, and the 
whole nutnbet of Seminaries in this County, exclusive of the 
Central Academy, will be found lo be Fifly-aight, imparling 
instruction lo S430 children of both sexes. 

THE cen"f:ii.vl system 

Is (hat which has k^en ihauL^ht la be the best adapted to the 
wants and circnmHiances of the Colony, and may be said In 
have netwsaarily sprung from these circumstances, and may be 
characterized as follows : 

The appuintment of Teachers and School Tinaleea, is unin- 
fluenced by religious distinctions. The ficriplarea ere read 
without noie or comment. In mixed Schools, Caieohiams, and 
Books of religious con troTeisy, are excluded. Reading, Wri- 
ling and Arithmetic, and occBsionally Grammar and Geography, 
are taught — if not in a thorongh'-at least in an expeditinus 
manner ; and tha morals of the pupils, during School hours, arc 
also attended to. Cleanliness, jtood order, and discipline, are 
enforced, partly by corporal punishment, partly by marks of 
disgreca, such as loss of place in the class, confinement durini!' 
the recess, &c. ; and experience has demonstrated the general 
popularity of this sysleiq, and its praclioal utility and efficacy 
may be said to be, in a great degree, commensurate with the 
Bu^iort it has received from the public funds. 

The general courae of instruction, and method of teaching, in 
the majority of the above Schools, is gradually aeaimilating lo 
that pursued in the Central Academy, — modified by looal cir- 
cumstances. The connexion between that Institution and the 
District Teachers, who are required by law to undergo a pru- 
paraiory examination by tha Masters thereof, very moch con- 
trihutea to bring about that desiderattim — a greater uniformity of 
system. Yei, 1 would submit, that progress ehould not stop 
short, even at this standard of nnifoTmity : lo the intellipeui 
Teacher who instructs children collectively, and judges of their 
general characterialics, a continual principle of improvement 
will be aSbrdod, and the action of such n principle must be cn- 
eonraged, so as to keep the Teachers of our Schools up In the 
level of thai rapid ]irogress and di^usion uf knowledge, which 
require a proportional improTcment in every branch of insiruc- 

(Jnder the following heads will be found, mare precisely, the 
nature and extent uf the instruction eiven, and the relative cha- 
racter of the different Schools. 

Orthography, or Spelling, Reading, Writing, and Arithme- 
tic, sre taught in all the Schools ; Grammar in 30 Scboola, lo 
130 Scholars ; Geography in 16 Schools, to BO iichoitn ; Book- 
keeping in 10 ; Mensuration, or some other hrsnohes of Mathe- 
matics, in ; and the French language in 3 Schools. 

THE FEMALE SCHOOLS 
Are in all inttancea condacied with credit to the Teaohei aad 
advantage to the pupils. Were the reatriclions which snrmund 
these Schools, under the present law, gradually removed, I fed 
assured that the caase of Edueatiou would thereby be benefited. 
Tha idea entertained, that females cannot menage the laien 
boys, will be found to be gToandleH. There will be foud a 
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delieao^ in this clan. f^Bnonll^ speaking, which tfill induce 
Bubord I nation, while the iame indiTidual will be found tionblo- 
■oma and leFraclory under the auihorjt; of a man. In C'har- 
lottetown. Three of tbew Ladies' Schoala are eslablished — dia- 
pensing the beoefitc of an excellent education, both useful and 
umamenul, to about 45 young peraons in the whole. In the 
Country Districts they are yet scarce. Besides one very 
leeetttly opened, (as I heai at New Loudon,) another is esta- 
blished at York Kiver Point. On my visit to it last Autumn, 
i was agreeably surprised and gratified at the admirable man- 
ner in which it was managed, al the progress of the pupils, and 
the nnnaetoiis attendance. 

SPELLING. 
Unti) very recently, the meihuda of teaching this very 
important branch, were various; and the frequent change 
of the Teacher, ptecli^iled steady perseverance in any one course 
which had received the sanction of competent suthoiily, and 
failore conseqaenily fallowed. Wherever I found the exerclsea 
confined to thn columns of the Spelling-book alone, I found the 
spelling to be deficient md unsatisfactarj ; but where continued 
exercise* from the Rtadingi, and early instruction in Writhig 
obtaioed, there I found Spelling tn be best taught It is not 
unusual to hear children glibly spell columns of four or five 
syllables, yet unable to put together the iclters of common mono- 
syllables. 1 have on every occasion suggested the advaniage of 
teaching this branch to the junior clastes by the black bo.ird, 
and to the senior, by dictation, and the cunstani composition of 
exsrcises, which shall be reciprocally cortecred by the pupils, 
and then revised by the Master. If what is used in H'rifin^, 
be beat laught by writing, orthography will then be test taught 
by wrilteo forms, and not spoken sounds exclusively, i call 
year attention to this head, the more especially, as the mode of 
teaching this branch continues to be one of the gre.itesl defects 
observable in the generality uf the Schools, and it is too often 
overlooked, both by Teachers and Pupils, whose ambition is to 
step at once into higher branches, lo the neglect of Ihia, which 
forma the best foundation for future imptovement. 

READING. 

This Branch is occasionally taught on a plan which hL_ 
been designated as " unintellectual or mechanical," and but ill 
adapted lu form a basis for future seTf- education. 

I have done what 1 could in encuiirajiing Teachers to a per- 
severance In a more thorough analytical course of inwructiun 
herein, by training the mind to babita of attention, and io the scope 
and meaning of the passages read, — that no wuid should be 
taught nnaccom pan ied by the idea, while proper attention should

All Teachers should be awake lo the importance of this branch 
it isin the courae of instruction in iliia, ihat the Scholar first forms 
iniclligenl apprehensions of the subject of his lesson, and con 
bensive views, and living ideas. While on Ibis head, I 
add. that in two Schools, lo my surprise, I founil Ibc plan i 
tohear each I<cholar read separately; and in a School of thirty 
iicholars, each would receive ten minutes instruction in ih( 
course of three hours, or twenty minutes a day, spending ihi 
test of their lime In listlessness at their seats.

Sir; 
In compliance with Earl Grej's directions, we have carefully peruied the Torioui coioniti Lud imI 
cnmmunicaiions fromCanqdR and New Brunswick on the snfferings which have attend- E"ir"'*"Cj»"i«- 
til ihe iinmigratioQ of thii year. We now proceed to furnish the Report required from emT* " " '"**' 
>i9 upon them ; and in so doing, we shall not confine ourselves to proceedinKS belong- NovtBdm istl. 
ing lo this Board, but shall equally mention in their place the measures of Government, 
nod any facts requiring to be generally known, in order thnt, as we understand Lord 
Grey todeaiie, the whole subject may be brought under review together, in a conve- 
nient shape for the information of the Provincial Legislatures, and for consideration in 
ihii country. 

Hepresentations on the sickness and distress in British America have been received Rfpracatatiani rna 
froia public bodies, which, even if the gravity of the occasion was not in itselfapparent, **^"''''' fmitm. 
■nuu have commanded attention from the weight due to their own authority. The 
trovQ has been addressed by botli Houses of the Canadian Legislature, as well as by 
Ihe Corporation of Montreal. In Newbrunswick the Legislature was not sitljng during 
mMt of the immigralion, but an earnest appeal has been received from the Common 
(^Duncilof St. John, the great port of arrival in that province. All of these addresses 
a^'ree in representing, that not only has the recent immigration introduced disease which 
li^aipreadto the resident population, and in various ways swelled the amount of dis- 
treu, but also that it consisted to a large estent, of destitute, vagrant or helpless classes ; 
iiRd while every disposition is expressed by the authorities to receive their fellow-country- 
"icn hospitably, they insist upon the necessity of devising means to prevent the recur- 
rence of this year's sufferings. 

W^o trust we may be permitted, at the outset, to express the deep concern with which 
behave read these accounts of the ravages of disease amongst bodies of people about 
whom our duties had nticessarily engaged us in much correspondence, and fur whose 
protection we can trijly affirm that, during the trying season which has elapsed, our time 
nnd thoughts were constantly occupied in endeavouring to secure a faithful and vigOr 
roQs exercise of such powers as the law aflbrds. But, instead of dwelling on sentimenta 
ir regret, which must be shared by every person of humanity, we shall proceed at ooce 
'0 the practical questions which arise out of the subject. 

Tivo topics, it will be observed, have to be considered; viz., the sickness, i(nd thexm ditiJMtnih;

eOectually opposed in future years by any new regulations, it might still remain a quei- 
lion whether persons of unsuitable age or habits could be successfully prohibited irom 
effecting, or proprietors be prevented from assisting them to effect, their removal to the 
CoIoQies. Both evils, we believe, to the extent to which they prevailed in the recent mk- 
'QOtWillbe foqnd traceable (o ihe extraordinary slate qf sufiering in Irehint). Ttw 
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chief queition* that will eu^est theniBeWei are probably, whst were the causes of Ihnt 
iDisfortuneB, whether they could hare been averted thit year, and whether they adnlt 
of prevention hereafter. 
EMnMa uiMt «r Before proceeding to more general consideration!, there are two preliminary ilttt- 

tktM^iwH. menta which appear to ub easential to remove miBconception. In the first pUce, wt 

would point to the enormousextent of the emigration. In IS46, which wasa year of 
larger emigration than any that preceded, it amounted to 139,851 persona. But inlhe 
first three quarters of the present year the emigration has extended lo no lesstinn 
240,732 persona, almost the whole of them consiiting of Irish emigmnts to North Am- 
ricB. Whether the probability of this vast efflux of people ought to have led lo an) 
special legislative measures, is a question which we by no means propose to pasa oreror 
neglect. It wilt be consideicd in its proper place. But in the meantime, it iaiinp«> 
tant 10 bear in mind, that the very fact of the departure of such enormous and toltllr 
unprecedented multitudes, and still more the cause by which it was produced, couU 
not fail, with the best arrangements, greatly to augment ihe probability of aufiering wi 
distress. 
"wMitctad bj On «». In the next place, ilia necessary distinctly to remember that none of the people mt 
ncKBCM. jji ^jjy ^^y selected or sent out by the Government. Nor does there even appear nam 

to conclude Ihat any very large proporlionof them were sent out by their Landlords. Od 
the contrary, we are assured on high authority, Ihat long beforehand, the people ffcit 
engaged in iheir preparations to escape from the want and misery of their own counlrr, 
AH the money that could be spared was laid by, and the Saving Banks were laden, h 
is well known, with deposits, which the beat informed persons did not doubt lo be d» 
tined to this purpose. No emigration could have been more thoroughly spoatsDeua. 
Whether it would have been right or possible to stop it, is a question which may !c 
asked, and on which we shall be ready to submit a few remarks before we close thii R^ 
port. But for the purpose of forming any clear judgment on what actually occurred, il 
is essential to understand that the Government had nothing whatever to do with the x- 
leetion of the emigrants, but that they consisted of people who, seeing starvation impw 
ding at home, used the pecuniary means they possessed lo provide themselves widi i 
passage to a country where they thought that they would be able to live. 

Having thus endeavoured to guard against two misapprehensions which we be^ 
are not of infrequent occurrence, we would observe that, although it has not hilbeilv 
been deemed that Government could interfere with the kind of people who go out lo ^ | 
Colonies, it has always been considered part of its duty to seek from the LegishtaK, 
and duly to enforce, such general regulations as might tend lo protect the passengen 
against frauds on shore or diaasters on Ihe voyage. We proceed, therefore, to nienlioo 
how far there was ground, from previous experience, lo suppose that sufHcient ^letio- 
tions existed for these objects; what would appear most obviously to have been llx 
causes of the change which occurred this year ; and especially how far there is any na- 
son to suppose that it can be ascribed to any neglect of duty in the officers enlrusirii 
with enforcing the law. 
•uuefbaUb in wi- The annual returns show that in no earlier period of five years had so many peoF* 
fnOim of pTwiwM emigrated as in the five years ending with I S46, and yet the whole of this lai^e emigti- 
f**^ tion was effected healthily and prosperously. We annex a return, by which itnilli" 

MOD that the deaths on the voyages to Canada did not exceed one-half per cent, or i^t 
ID every 1,000 persons embarked, and that the deaths in quarantine did not exceed \\^ 
for every 1,000 persons embarked. And as evidence of the stale of health and effict-, 
ency in which they landed, we annex a summary cf the successive statements oftl>e| 
emigrant agents in Canada, showing that the people found no difficulty in getting iJ"- 
ptoyment, and had become readily absorbed in the mass of the population. TbeGi}-' 
TeriUDeni, therefore, at the commencement of the present year, was in poeseasiou of tu 
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fact, that in the preceding five years a greater numberof persons had emigrated to North 
America than had ever done so before, and had emigrated, under existing arrangements, 
witlioutaickDess and without any serious difficulty or disaster. 

But in 1847 a famine having occurred in Ireland, followed by fever, it appears by Rate or marislitT this 
some of the latest returns from Canada, that the deaths on the voyage have increased ft,"r^"re^nd 
from 5 in every 1,000 persons embarked to 55, or to eleven times their previous rate, 
and that so many mure having arrived sick, the proportion of deaths in quarantine to the 
numbers embarked has increased from 1^ to no less than 60 in the 1,000, making a total 
laorlality of nearly twelve per cent. One example is even mentioned where, by extreme 
rare, the fever having been averted during the voyage, it broke out after arrival, so deep- 
jy laid nere the seeds of disease. Can there be any doubt of the reason why, all pub- 
lic airangements remaining the same, so sudden a change had occurred ? Hoir violent 
liad been the disease in Ireland may be seen from a part of the Poor Law Comminion- 
e/s' Annual Report. The number of inmates in the workhouses having increased from 
50,000 in April 1846, to upwards of 100,000 in April 1S47, the number of deaths 
among those inmalea had increased from about 160 per week to no less than 9,700 or 
rrooi 3 In a thousand to 25. It appears, that in the first four months of this year, 54 
officers connected with workhouses, including 7 clerks, 9 masters, 7 surgeons and 6 
Cbaplains, died out of the number of 150 who had been attacked by disease taken in 
the discharge of their duties. 

We have seen it mentioned as a matter of reproach to Government, that whilst Bri- j^^ licimeii in com- 
lish effligiants have this year suffered so much, no unhealthiness appeared amongst momhipi rromtmia- 
foteign emigrants. But this very fact points to the true cause of the evil. German pas- '*'^"^ ■"""■ 
sengeti have made the voyage healthily, because there has been no fever in Germany. 
lalikemanner it is a remarkable fact, that the ship returns after arrival do not exhibit 
gicat sickness amongst vessels sailing from the majority of Scotch or English ports, nor 
ereji from several of the Irish ports. But from Liverpool and from Cork, where the 
fererwhich had been produced by the famine was most extensive, the disease amongBt 
the passengers has been the greatest; and the other principal cases will be seen by the 
returns to have occurred in vessels sailing from ports where the fever was the most 
severe. 

ADother fact to which we would draw particular attention is, (hat whilst ships quite q^^^^ lickneu in ihe 
filled with emigrants from healthy places made the voyage successfully, there are in- bett ihipi rroni in- 
siaaces (as will presently appear) of vessels sailing under the most favourable circnm- fect'J P^'*- 
slaoces from Cork, carrying military pensioners well fed, and under the care of their own ', 

surgeons, who suffered quite as much as the other emigrants from the same locality. 
Thus the most ordinary arrangements were enough if ships sailed from places where no 
pestilence prevailed ; tlie best arrangements were fruitless, if they sailed from infected 
ports. I 

The question of the sickness in this year's emigration has been discussed in a letter RemarkeoniE)i;&hip'i 
tothe " Times" from the late Dr. Coombe, not less temperate in its tone than judicious allowance of bread, 
ud humane in most of its suggestions; and, in the sequel it will be found that we 
We not failed to bear several of them in mind. But our object here is to notice one 
point which appears to us to require explanation. Dr. Coombe's letter quotes a remark 
reported to have been made by Earl Grey in the House of Lords, that the emigrants had 
" embarked in such a state of health that in some cases the very change to a better diet 
" on board of emigrant ships had caused fever to break out amongst them." And the 
letter then points out the limited and inadeqaate sustenance which the ship's ration 
could afford, and suggests that Lord Grey must have been misinformed. 

We are anxious to explain that it has never for an instant been supposed that the 
Ebip'sallowance of bread constituted, without other food, a sufficient and proper soste- 
ouce for passengers to North Amraica. As a security against actual want, the vessel 
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is bound by law to furnish daily a pound of bread to each passenger ; but it has alwati : 
been enjoined upon emigrants that they ought to furnish themselves with other kinds ol 
food ; and ^o they always have done, until this year's scarcity. But the present quesliu 
is not whether the ship's bread is enough for the whole support of a passenger; tiu 
whether, when a man had previously been starving, the change even to that diet mishi 
not in some instances have been one of the causes which brought on fatal disorder. 
Whatever may be the true answer to this question, the authority for Lord Grey's re- 
mark is to be found in a statement, to which we had drawn attention, by Dr. Dou^ia5, 
who has for several years visited and examined the vast iiiullitudes of enrtigranis irli« 
have arrived in Canada, and than whom no man is better entitled, both by knowledge 
and by the humane interest he takes in the subject, lo have his opinion cited, in a leiin.

Mr. Perley has had the same op|W- 
tunities of observation in New Brunswick as Mr. Buchanan and Dr. Douglas in Caoa<lL 
Now from Mr. Buchanan ("who, we regret to say, has suffered from a dangerous alisti 
of fever), we have not yet any general comments ; and he merely remarks in one plact 
that, 03 we have above said, the ship's allowance is not in itself a sufficient amount of 
food. In a letter which we have recently seen from Dr. Douglas, he writer as followi: 
— It has been said " by i>eople not informed on the subject, that the frightful monaliir 
" and sickness was caused by the over-crowded stale of the passenger-vessels, and tbt 
" want of proper food and medical attendance. Now, however much these miglit lo" 
" mitigated the evil, it could be easily proved that it was not caused by their vtt- 
" The thousands of German emigrants who arrived this year, all came in good heaU 
" and they were more crowded in consequence of their greater i^antity of ba^sR 
"The transports 'Blenheim' and 'Maria Somes, with pensioners and their f^ii^ 
" from Cork, were just as sickly as other vessels, yet these had plenty of room in f& 
" ventilated vessels, good staff surgeons, and were regularly supplied with good ^i^'^ 
" some food, animal and vegetable, daily. The disease was in all cases brought as 
" board the vessels (not generated there) , and it found fit subjects in the half-siarrn 
" miserable wretches who composed the mass." Mr. Perley, whose intelligence aiKi 
^nd zeal are favourably known to Lord Grey, also concurs in chiefly attributing '' ll>° 
" greatly increased mortality to the debilitated state of the emigrants before embarkiDC, 
" and their inability to bear the fatigues of a sea voyage after long fasting and oaB 
" privations." 

Of course we do not mean that if the nature of the case admittedof putting the peopK 
tinder strict discipline and control, or if theit circumstances were such that they oiwi 
be better provided with clothing, more cleanly in their habits, and better fed, all th^ 
favorable elements would not greatly improve their chances of health. On the con- 
trary, Sir William Colebrooke and some of the agents often justly point attention to tt« 
superior condition in which vessels arrive, when the masters have fortunately beea aoKJ 
lo enforce attention lo any of these points. But this circumstance has been comow"! 
lo the emigration of every year. All we have wished to show is, that no serious o"''' 
fortunes having occurred in former emigrations, the cause of the great difference be- 
tween them and the emigration of this year, has been the at^te of Ireland. ' 
DiMshutB oc Uieir du' ^^^^ comes the question, whether there has been any n^lectof duty by the offiajj 
1; by Um cmigrfttioo employed to enforce the Passengers' Act. We trust that thi^ will not be aWiDKa 
""'^' against them merely because misfortunes iiave occurred, of which we have just sb"'^" 
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bon comprehensive and how powerful were the causes. Circumstances beyond their 
control have this year produced the most deplorable sufferings, in the midst of which the 
only jilBt question, &a far as regards tltege officers, is whether they have faithfully dis- 
charged Buch powers as they have at iheir disposal. 

In support of the hope we enieriain that they will be found to have so acted, we 
mighl partly rest on tlie Hrttiirc of the correspondence in which we are daily engaged 
with them. We might also refer to the opinions which we often find expressed by gen- 
tlemen of station who have occasion to p.iss through the places where these officers are 
employed, and to see the manner in which ihcir duties arc performed. And at some of 
the largest ports in the kingdom we have good reason to know the satisfaction felt by 
the merchanls and resident public authorities with the conduct of the Government emi- 
grant agents. But we will not dwell on any of these topics, because we think that the 
most direct evidence how the duty is discharged is to be found in the reports which 
arrive from the other side of the Atlantic. 

Every emigrant ship is visited and examined immediately on reaching the British 
provinces by officers specially appointed for the purpose, who report each violation of 
the Act, wliiob if it be of a kind that could have been prevented or detected beforehand, 
is tlien made a subject of inquiry in this country. Now we will not lay any stress on 
the circumstance that no returns have yet arrived from Canada, pointing out defects or 
reporting the necessity of prosecutions there, because under the extreme pressure of this 
year it is very possible that it may have been found impracticable to observe the usual 
rigour, or that the detailed returns may still be incomplete and may arrive at a later 
date. But we beg leave to point out, that throughout the more general official reports 
which have been received from Canada, there is not the remotest intimation that there 
appeired any signs of neglect of duty in the circumstances undej which the ships have 
sailed, If there had been reason to suppose that there were indications that the fever 
^3s in any degree traceabe to defects for which the Passengers' Act afforded a remedy, 
'lis inconceivable that the principal officers in Canada, 'who were witnesses of such 
lamentable sufferings, would not have mentioned the fact. But, on the contrary, wo 
have shown already that they ascribe the sickness to very different causes. 

And from New Brunswick we are able to supply some information in detail. Re-i 
iJras have been received for 8 1 ships ; in five of which there was a very limited excess 
in the number of passengers, mainly occasioned by differences in the mode of computa- 
■ion, and far too small to affect the people's health. With respect to two of the vessels. 
It was complained that they had only a deck on temporary beams; but many of the 
vessels in the North American trade have no permanent beams or decks, and it has 
^en judged that the officers in this kingdom are not at liberty to object to the others, 
if Ihey are securely fixed. We have ascertained that they attended to the subject in 
these two instances, and satisfied themselves, to the best of their judgment, with the 
fastenings, which we do not understand to htive given away. 

Setting ^side the preceding instances, which are at any rate not of a kind directly to 
affect the people's health, we find that out of the 8 1 ships which have as yet been heard 
of, there are only three in which it has been detected that there was any defect in the 
quantity or quality of provisions laid in before sailing. One of these vessels (viz. the 
'Sea") waa despatched by a firm at Liverpool, which had long been watched, 
and frequently prevented before from sending bad provisions. They escaped detection 
m the present instance, but their license will be opposed at the end of the year; and 
It may consequently be expected that they will be removed from the trade. In another 
caie, the vessel Cthe " Bloomfield") had been driven back to Ireland, and the law which 
has since been amended, did not, at that time afford adequate means of compelling the 
provisions lo be replenished. The third case is that of the " Magna Charta," in which 
we have no doubt that the quantity of provinons on board was too small. Bui it would 
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appear that some imposition must have been praciicefl before starting, as the receipR 
were produced for the full quantity necessary, and their sufficiency was attested by iLe 
master, who afterwards made the complaint. We may perhaps, here explain, tliaiade 
feet now and then may be etpected to escape the prciimitiary inspection in this counlrt; 
but that for that very reason it is part of the system to rely also on the check supplied 
by the officers at the port of arrival. Having thus specially reported on three cases la 
which defective provisions were mentioned, we may observe, that, with respect to ik 
great majority of the ships, it is common to lind the goodness and sufficiency of the pro- 
visions especially noticed in the returns. 

On an unfavorable remark made by Mr. Boyd, at St. Andrew's, without specifyiogiiH 

stances, we have reported separately. 

Special mcMuret ^'^^ while, for these reasons, we would submit, that there is no ground to assume ibu^ 

■dwicd in the coume the enforcement of the ordinary law was neglected, wo may be allowed also briefly n 

of the prtMut jeir- advert to the special measures which were adopted to meet the exigencies of ll* 

year. 
iDCKuebjtba Got- The emigration estimate was at once increased by Her Majesty's Government from 
•fn'nwt ^|E.iiniaie» £10,364 to £23,813. Five officers were appointed at new stations in Ireland. LieuL 
Hodder, at Liverpool, whose energies were to be so severely taxed by the vast multitudei| 
who pour through that town, was reinforced by some very efficient assistants. ThevoW 
taken for relief in Canada was increased from £1000 lo £10,000, or to ten times iu 
previous amount. These measutcs took place before any extensive sickness had yet 1» 
come prevalent here, or been reported from the Colonies. And as soon as the suffering 
Oiiin Mting fluid. among the emigrants became known, the Government forthwith sent large supplies of 
the disinfecting fluids recently invented, both to Canada and New Brunswick, aad 0^ 
tributed them among the subsequeut emigrant ships ; besides despatching Colonel Cit- 
vert to Canada, at great expense, almost immediately after his experiments had beei 
made known in Parliament. There has not been time to Jiearthe result. 
Frocudtngi in No sooner did the emigrant ships begin to arrive in the St. Lawrence with sictMi 

"" *' amongst them, and Mr. Buchanan procured the appointment of a medical board, ila- 

palched large supplies of provisions to the quarantine station, and engaged a small sBI^ , 
er to act as a tender to the henlth officer, for the purpose of landing the sick, coIIk^ , 
provisions, and otherwise facilitating the service. Lord Elgin at once caused lei"* 
sufficient for the reception of 10,000 men to be issued from llie Ordnance, which ni*. 
sure was immediately approved by Earl Grey. His Lordship also conveyed to ik 
Governor General an intimation, which has since been repeated, that Her M'jeslfij 
Government would be prepared to apply to Parliament to contribute an equitable pt^i 
portion of the burthen thrown on the province inconsequence of the distress and ll«| 
calamities prevailing in this country. The same principle will, we understand, be alM, 
applied to New Brunswick ; and we perceive by Lord Grey's despatch of the 4lii * 
October, that £20,000 is already placed at the disposal of the provincial authorities i> 
Canada. 

We have heard it imagined, that £50,000 had been destined to the relief of dislrea 

in"ilii< coonbT. ""*' *" Canada, which was afterwards withdrawn. This is a pure mistake. There was i 

project of offering loans to that extent to Canadian proprietors to assist in furnisljins 

employment ; but this would only have applied to healihy emigrants, and had noiliiog 

whatever to do with the relief of sickness. 

At this Board we took an early opportunity of addressing a letter to all the emigration 
officers in this country, warning ihem of the momentous nature of the season wliich 
might be expected, and stating that we reckoned upon their exertions to meet the occa- 
sion adequately. One of our number repaired to Liverpool to inspect the manner m 
which the service was conducted at that great port, and to consult with Lieu). Hodderoo 
the best meoos of securing an efficteat discharge of the duty throughout the barrossiDg 
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moaths which were like); to ensue. Some additional anggestioni aod improTements in 
the Passengert' Bill, which bas since become law, were the fniitt of thii viiit. 

We were aulhorJKd to expend a otodeiate Bum in meeting the difficulties which might ^ . . . 
be expected rram veisels driren back hy weather, a fund which, in lome cases, we found ^^^ io'ditirau'" 
of great service in alleviating distress, and enabling people to supply tbemselTcs with 
the requisites for a renewed voyage. 

A short and simple notice for the information ofemignulaof the humbler clissea was ti md ihi 

drawn up, and we caused several copies to be put on board every passenger ship ; and rmSTuaiwdiiuibuud 
slihough there are no means of compelling the obaervance of discipline among the emi- 
grants, we ought to mention, that the masters of all passenger vessels are furnished, by 
our desire, with certain tables of regulations recommended by anihorily of this Commis- 
sion for the good of all on board. We have been assured that this is calculated materially 
» assist commanders who wish to promote cleanliness and good order. 

Nor did we think it necessary to confine ourselves within the powers strictly belonging , ^ ^^ to i d 
us by the Passengers' Act. We authorised the several officers to call in medical aid t\A fLtmstn."' 
ibould Ihey suspect the existence of fever, and to insist upon the landing of any infected 
fassengersbefore the ship should sail, even though the law gave no positive right to 
ittake such a demand. We felt sure that in such an emergency no one would blame our 
idrancing beyond mere legal powers of interference ; and in point of fact, the course we 
desired was acquiesced in by all concerned, from the obvious necessity of the case. 

But unfortunately the seeds of disease were so rife, that no mere casual inspection of . 

large multitudes of people suddenly assembled together from a distance, and whom by oT^i^ni^ mIm 
the nature of the case, it was also necessary not to detain, could avail to bring the evil of incipient diMue 
to light. In several of the ships which put back, fever had extensively broken out 
after the first day or two at sea, showing how widely spread must have been the begin- 
nings of disease when the people started. We are convinced that in such a stale of 
ifiifigs DO medical inspection could have been generally successful, unleas the law and 
he habits of (his country had been such that the people could be detained for s^me time 
or observaUon, whether or not they wished it, in places free from the danger of new in- 
ectioD. But we need scarcely say this ^ould hare been impracticable. At Liverpool 
ilooe, more than 8000 would often arrive and depart in the course of a week. Setting 
iside all other difficulties, barracks or tents would have been necessary for at least 
0,000 or 13,000 persons. 

Weanziously inquired amoDgst some of the most eminent membersof the medical inqniiT mtda u to 
rofession whether, if the ships were prevented from sailing without su^eons, it would ^^Jf* ■'"n"" I" 
s poenble for owners to procure them in sufficient numbers and with sufficient prompti- * '''' 
idc sot to stop the emigration. We have always been favorable, as Lord Grey is 
irare, to the measure, if it eould be shown to be practic^le. But we found that no one 
ell acquainted with (he circumstances would venture to recommend the introduction 
' such a rule this year. The rate at which people were proceeding was such, that at 
ast 0S3 surgeons would have been required in the course of the fint six months, 
or would they all have been required at a few large towns where a considerable 
ipply of suigeoDB might more reasonably be hoped for ; but some of them must have 
len found, without delay, at each of the various ports aod creeks of England, Ireland 
id Scotland from which emigrants may happen to proceed ; and is cases where tbe 
mdition eould not be fulfilled, the consequence would have been, that poor people who 
Ld come from great distances to a strange port, and had parted with all dieir means, 
>uld have found the master of the ship unable to give them the pasyLge for which tbey 
A ooatracted. 

But even supposing it admitted, that the existing law had not been neglected, and also ^M^MwhethM-

At what stage of their progress were these vast multitudes to have been arrefw 
Were they to have been sent back to the homes at which, if they had possessed i4 
means of subsistence before, they must have parted with them in coming away? or, iri^ 
were to be detained at the ports for observation, could suitable buildings have been foQ" 
apart from the risk of fresh infection, to lodge 40,000 or 50,000 people moDth aft* 
month? and would the public at large have uadettaksn to support during their deieoi'Q' 
those people, a large part of whom had expended their last means in providing o>^ 
for the journey and the voyage 1 

We confess that after reflecting on these difficulties, we are led to think, that who* 
had pleased Providence to afflict Ireland with a famine, and consequent fever, *'>'<' 
could not be subdued even on the land, it was little likely that any homan eootrinix* 
could have averted the same evil from the multitudes who had made their arcsogemeiiQ ^ 
for a long passage by sea. 
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How far means might juslifinbly be adopted in the Brilish provinces in America, 'o „ . ri ■ i . 
endeavour to wnrd 09" great burthens or eufTerings from this source, is a different quest ioD tion in ihc Coioni« 
10 which we shall ndvert in the sequel. Hitherto, it wiil be observed, we have only been leimd- 
discussing the causes of the sickness, and how far they could liave been defeated by any 
precautions in this country. But since, even in respect of the voyage, it is commonly 
supposed that some of the measures adopted this year in the United States were of a 
very beneRcial tendency, and since we believe that a good deal of misconception exists 
on this subject, it may be convenient that we siiould slate, as far as we can learn, what 
(bose measures really were. 

The Congress of the United States passed a law by which the number of passengers j^^^-^^ (,r ihe -^mer- 
19 limited to one for every 14, instead of one for every 10 superficial feet of the deck, icsnliwion tiie 
This, we have no doubt, is conducive, so far as it goes, to the health of the people. We '"''J"*' 
shall consider afterwards whether the example ought to be followed. 

At New York half e dollar a-head ia payable as hospital money, and the master of 
each vessel is required either lo give bond that his passengers shall not become charge- 
able within two years, or else to pay one dollar as commutation money : the master al- 
ways prefers the latter. It is a mistake to suppose that the option on this subject has 
l)een withdrawn at New York. Unless we are misinformed by gentleman who are daily 
dispatching large ships full of passengers to New York, the practice regularly is to pay 
tbehospital and commutation money, which it will be observed is in substance neither 
more nor less than the emigrant tax of Canada and New Brunswick. There may be a 
question of amount, but the principle is the same. 

Id respect to Boston, we have had some diRicuIly in getting precise information. The 
practioe usett to be simply to levy an emigrant la;^ of two, dollars a-head ; but we be- 
Vkvb that ihiii year the authorities have in some instances, though not ugtiversalty, put in 
farcer new law, whicJ) empowers them to demand a bond of 1,000 dollars for each 
passenger apparently indigent, that he should not tiecome chargeable to the state or the 
city for 10 years. But whenever this measure is put in force to any extent, it must 
simply become necessary that the ship and passengers should sail away, and go to some 
other country ; and this has, in fact, occurred at Boston in the course of the present 
season. When il is remembered that a large ship will sometimes carry 400 passengers 
or mere, and consequently that, under such a law as this, the master of a single vessel 
might be called on to give security for a sum approaching half a million of dollars, the 
eflect Hill not be surprising. But in the British Provinces, where it could qever be con- 
(empjaled, nor, we are certain, be wished to get rid of immigration altogether, some 
more meaaured kind of precaution could alone he available. 

We have nothing to add on the recent American laws. And having explained be- 
fore some of the reasons why we should doubt the possibility of having introduced in 
England this year any Legislative ineasure which would have effectually averted the 
fever, we leave that topic. 

Next we proceed to the subject of remedial nrjeasures. For although the evil when j.^. 
itraged to so fearful an extent might not have admitted of correction, weshaU be most jTSuconnu^.""' 
desirous Qot to miss any instruction which such heavy sufTering may afTord, and to con- 
sider how far it points to any additional precaution ia ordinary years against similar 
disaslen. 

We by no means overlook the caution with which it \s necessary to interfere in the 
detail of Buoh subjeetg by law. There ia always the risk that such legislation must either 
he so general as to be easily evaded, or so minute as to be vexatious, and that while tlie 
sufferings caused by careless or extortionate dealers ntay never admit of being thorough- 
ly prevented, the attempt to do so may deprive more respectable or judicious persons 
of the opportunity of conveying poor emigrants, in safety, with the cheapness whicli 
would otherwise be practicable. Bearing this in niind, we shall endeavour, before we 
conclude, to suggest one provision whicli shall give the dealers thentsetvea a direct in- 
lerert io bringing over the pauengen in good health, GoOqIc 
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But although the price of convej'ance will be unavoidably enhanced, yet, after tbenf* 
feringi which have occurred, it may probably be deemed riglit towardi the pec^le, ud 
jiut to the British ProTinces, to adopt other precautions against sickoeM ud wui 
Should ihli be the view adopted by Her Majesty'a GoTerameot, the following appwi 
to ui to be some of the moat simple and practical measures that could be adopted. 
First, A reduction in the number carried would unquestionably (end to din 
Tery much the chances of sickness and mortality. It would somewhat eoopenwi 
for evils of defective TentilatioD, and in various ways would improve the coadibai 
of poor people not of very cleanly habits. We should be inclined to suggest tlm 
only one passenger be allowed to every 12, instead of one to every 10 feet 

Secondly, It was always intended, as we have eiplaJoed before, that ibe >hi 
should only find bread, and that passengers should find themselves in other kind 
of food> On general prtncjplss, it seems best to leave them as much discretioQ 
possible, because they could probably supply themselves more economicaUy > 
could also suit their own taste and habits. But ezperience having ahown the ir 
MStible temptation, in a year of scarcity, to throw themselves excloaively <n tl 
■hip's allowance, we are inclined to think it necessary that this ration should fori! 
fiitnre, include the whole of what is necessary for their support. For ihiapurpoa 
we think it might be enacted, that there should be an allowance of a quanlilf i 
about one pound and three quarters of solid food per diem, of which half a poiu 
at least should consist of bread or biscuit, and half a pouudof beefor pork, leani 
the rest to consist of such articles as the owner or broker might fii, keepiDgwitii 
the kinds enumerated in the Passengers' Act. We, for the present, only propese tl 
total of one pound and three quarters provisionally, not having been in « positioD 
gain the general opinion of practical persons ; but we feel little doubt that it 
very nearly the right quantity. ' 

Thirdly, After the remarks made in the earlier part of the Report, we need ed 
say how many are the doubts whether surgeons can be successfully required to ^ 
carried in every ship. But, although it may be thought that, even if procar^ 
many of the practitioners obtained in such vast numbers, could not reasonably I* 
expected to be of other than very limited abilities, yet we must confess that "» 
the measure practicable we should feel that the people gained aecurilj bj 
having with them any man even of the most ordinary medical educaticKi. Wehin, 
in a former letter, suggested an inquiry from the heads of the profession, as to the 
number of surgeons whom merchants would be likely to find available, and as l(|tl>c 
amount of cost; and upon the answer will, probity, depend Lord Grey's judgment 
on the present question. 

Fourthly, We think that BO much of the value of the Passengers'- Act depeadi 

upon the efficacy of the inspection, that as it is impossible to provide satisfactoril; 

for this object at all the numerous small ports and creeks of the United Kingioa^ 

it would give great additional security for the due enforcement of the law, if it wen 

thought allowable to enumerate all the principal ports from which emigration is^^ 

place, and to require thatvesselsshoutd not sail from any other ports with pasMO- 

gers to North America. It is very possible that this may be open to insupeiablt 

objections ; but we have felt bound lo mention it as one means of guarding agiin't 

the otherwise almost unavoidable escape of some bad vessels from places too remote 

and too inferior in consequence to justify the maintenance of ao Emigtaticn 

Officer. 

These appear to us the simplest and most practical means which could be taken ta 

this country for giving additional security for health. They agree with suf^eiticoi 

thrown out in an Address from the Legislative Assembly of Canada. Almost all of then 

also are included in Dr. Coombe's suggestions ; and at the same time they bad i^eied 
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themselves tn our own minds bs the readiest and most available measures before we had 
read his letter. 

Dr. Coombe rurlher suggested the use of a ventilating apparatus ; but although we 
hiTe often iHquired into difierent proposed methods, we have never yet found any 
which we are sali86ed could at once be required by law, to be brought into universal 
use. 

Aaolber su^estion of Dr. Coombe's is, that more order and cleanliness should be en- 
forced oa board. We wish, indeed, that this result could be attained ; but in speaking 
of enforcing discipline, it must be assumed that in some quarter or other the power of 
coercion should be reposed, and in whom, on board of an ordinary British merchant 
ship, would the Legislature or the public deem it endurable to vest powers of coercing 
and punishing free people who had paid for their passage across the Atlantic ? 

From this examination of the measures of a nature to be taken in England, we pro- Bemedilin 
ceed to consider whether there are any which could be adopted with advantage in the the prarincea. 
provinces. In eniering on this subject, the first point which attracts attCDtion is, the 
universal complaint, that so many widows, with their children, and so many old and 
iafirm penons, havebeen shipped 00*10 America. It maybe doubted whether all of 
ihese were sent, as appears to be supposed in ihe provinces, by landlords and persons of 
high station, or whether, in the general disposition this year to depart from Ireland, 
imny of these qji/ortunate people may Dot have resolved by th«ir own means to try 
their fate in a new country. But whatever may be the manner in which they got away, 
ve i^Dnot too earnestly represent that, far from the colonies being a 6t asylum for the 
"eat, an emigrant requires even more than the average of health and strength to succeed, 
and consequently, that when they are assisted logo, it is equally unjust to the British 
provinces, and cruel to the poor persons themselves, to send out those who are totally 
waiAe to live by their own industry. 

^^e have already shown, however, that it would be impossible for Government to ex- 
ercise any control over the subject in this country. Tl>e next question that may surest ^u^t'<''"'r«dl«:'i'n- 
iiselfis, whether the provincial legislature could require that some heavy extra payment emi^anu. 
should tie made pn persons likejy to become chargeable to the public. To the principle 
or lacF) an attempt there probably will be no objection, but we fear that it would be 
iDipossibte t» carry it out with fairness. The shipowner ought to be able to know 
beforehand with certainty for which of his passengers he would have to pay more, and 
w which of tliem less, on arriving at their destination. This, we think would be im- 
iraclicable, with sueh multitudes as go to Canada and New Brunswick. Ten or Twelve 
ihous^d pass through Cluebec in a week. It is absolutely necessary on the one hand, 
'hat they should not be delayed ; it would also be necessary, however, if a discriminat- 
ing tax were established, that there should be sufficient time to admit of its being levied 
with equity. On the whole we are disposed to give up this idea, as not admitting of 
being carrisd into effect successfully. 

But we see no reason why the emigrant tax in both provinces should not be mised to 
two dollars, which would increase the available funds for relief, without making eJUJ^^il^ "^1*' 
that difference which would do more than exclude the most indigent and worst provided 
class. 

And beyond this it oiay be a question, whether, in order to give the shipowner an ^Mtei to iiicr«M« 
interest in taking over the people in good health, and to render the vessel liable for part in cue ofqutruiiine. 
of the burthen which sickness casts upon the public, the Governor may not be usefully 
empowered by the Provincial Legislature to exact an extra tax, if the vessel requires to be 
put into quarantine. The rule might be, that if placed in quarantinefor any other purpose 
than merely cleaning or observation, the Governor should have discretionary power to 
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requite payment of double tai, for which the shipowner should be liable, and if deUiDed 
more than eight or ten days (as may be thought fit) to impose payment of tieUeiiL

Although tbo emigration to Canada during the year 1842 exceeded that of the pre- 
vious year by no less than 16,388 souls, tliere is reason to believe that few of the indus- 
ujously disposed remained at the dose of the year without employment. The number 
in (he two years were as follows :

luMioRATiON or 1843. 

This year the immigration was 21,727. It was as fortunate as remarkable a feature 
in ilie immigration of last year, that a very large proportion, about three-fourths of the 
whole, rame out to their friends and relations; and it is gratifying to perceive, from Mr. 
Bucliannan's annual Report, that there was no extensive distress among the immigTants. 

luuiGRATioN or 1844. 
This year the immigration was 20,!4S. It is satisfactory to observe, that none of the 
industriously disposed have remained unprovided with work; at the same time, provisions 
and necessaries of all kinds are reported to be plentiful. Tlie Agent pointa out the ad- 
nntages to the immigrants on their arriving early in the year. 

Ihhigratiok of 1845. 
The number of immigrants viras £5,375. Several of them were posaessed of moderate 
capital, and proceeded at once to purchase partially improved properties, or to enter into 
'rade. A larger portion were small farmers, with sufficient means to enable them to 
^^liih themselves advantageously on wild lands, but the great bulk were agricultural 
laboren, many of whom bad nothing even for their immediate suppwt. — The means 
oremploynent in 1345 are described by Mr. Buchannan as very abundant. 

Ihmiqration of 1846. 
The numbers this year were much larger than in any preceding year since 1842; 
lliey amounted to 32, 1 63. Yet the first part of Mr. Buchannan'a Report, headed " Pros- 
pects for ] 847," states, that " there is little, if any, distress among the emigrants of last 
tear," and shows his confidence in the field which is open to enterpriae and industry. 
He concludes by repenting Mr. Hawke's remark, that the province is capable of sustain- 
• iog iti comfort a large annual accession of laborers, provided they be transported lo the 
places where their services ate required.

After some time the House formed. 

His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor having come to the Council Chamber and 
being seated, the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod received His Excellency's com- 
mands to desire the attendance of the House of Assembly immediately in the Council 
Chamber. 

The House of Assembfy with their Speaker having attended accordingly, His £x^ 
cellency was pleased to open the Session with the following Speech : — 

Mr. Preaident, and Honorable Gentlemen of the Legitlative Council ; 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the Houte o/Atsembly ; 

I have called you together at a season of the year which I believe to be best suited 
to your convenience, for the consideration of such Legislative measures as the circum 
stancesof the Island may demand, and I feel assurea that in deliberating upon the 
various questions which will occupy your attention, you will be actuated by the desire 
of promoting the publie good. 

You will be gratified to learn that all the important Bills which were passed in the 
last Session, have been assented to by Her Majesty, and that they are now in 
operation. 

The Bill to provide for the better Administration of Justice, by authorising the ap- 
pointment of an Assistant Judge and Master of the Rolls, has already been attended 
with much advantage, and I have no doubt that this desirable measure,, dictated by a 
liberal and enlightened policy, will prove a permanent heaeSi to the Colony. 

It will be my duty, at an early period of the Session to invite your attention to a 
Despatch communicating tho views of Her Majesty's Government, respecting the future 
payment of the Civil Establishment of the Island. I have received Despatches upon 
other subjects connected with the present and future interests of the Colony, which will 
also claim your attention. 

Since we last met, I have visited many parts of the Island, and being impressed with 
the conviction that good Roads are indispmsable to the prosperity of anew country, I 
recommend for your consideration whether an improvement may not be eSficted in the 
present management of the Roads and Bridges, by placing them under the supervisioa 
of scientific and experienced men. 

The increased population of Charlottetown, and its eKtensire' intercotiree with the 
interior of the Island, render necessary the adoption of ^ditional regulaticois for in- 
suring protection to person and property, and I am inclined to believe that this object 
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will be best attained by the establififament of a limited and well organized Police force, 
in which may be combined other duties of a local or municipal character. 

I regret that the general stagnation of trade and successive unfavorable harvests 
hsre caused a diminution in the Revenue of the past year. While, in this respect, we 
Eofier in common with the Mother Country, and the other Provinces of Briti^ North 
America, lotus acknowledge with unfeigned gratitude the mercy of that Divine Provi- 
dence which has preserved the British Empire from those more severe trials with which 
so many nations have been visited. Signs of reviving trade and prosperity have atreadj 
appeared in Great Britain, and I see no reason for distrust in the productive resource* 
of this Colony, but I must be permitted to remind you that it will be necessary to ex- 
ercise strict economy in the public expenditure. 

The development of the Agricultural resources of the Island is so intimately ctmnee- 
tedwith its prosperity, that lam confident, you will cheerfully co-operate in giving 
effect to any measures calculated to stimulate the exertions of the farmer, and to exx- 
conrage improvement in that important branch of productive industry. 

The Statistical Returns furnished in pursuance of the Act passed in the last Session 
have been carefully arranged and will be laid before you. 

I shall communicate with you by Message^ upon all oUttn* matters of public interest 
which it may be necessary to submit for your consideration during the progress of the 



Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the Hduee of A^temAty ; 
Tbe Public Accounts have been prepared and classified by the Auditors, and will be 
Bubmittcd to you without delay, and I rety upon your readiness to grant such Supplies 
for the support of the Government as may be deemed consistent wUh the exigencies of 
(he Public Service. 

The destitution whi<^ unfortunately prevailed among the poorer classes of Settlers in 
tbe early part of the last Summer, rendered it necessary to apply a portion of the Public 
Funds to alleviate their most pressing wants. As the sum so advanced was confined to 
the lowest possible limit, I look with confidence to your approval of the measures 
adopted by the Government in that emergency. 

Mr. Preeident, and Honorable Gentlemen, of the Legiilatwe CouneUy 

Mr. Weaker, and Gentlemen of the House qf Aieembty ; 
In now leaving you to the discharge of those important duties iu'whicfayou areabout 
to he engaged, permit me to ofi*er you the assurance of my desire to co-operate with 
yoQ in all matters whieh have for their object the prosperity of the Island, and tbe 
welfare of the people. 

The Speech being ended and the House of Assembly having withdrawn His Exeal- 
lency was pleased to retire. 

Prayers were then read.

Most gracious Sovereign ; 

We your Hajesty'i duliful and loyal subjecls, the Legislative Council and House of Aisembly of 
Prince Edward Island, in General Assembly convened, most humbly submit, for your Majesty's gracious 
consideration, that the Trade and prosperity of this Island would be much increased, if the Fisheries 
for which its Shores and Harbors sfTord every facility, were extensively prosecuted. 

It becomes our duty to represent to your moat gracious Majesty, that although the Seas which surroand 
this Island abound in Fish, yet so few are caught by resident Fishermen, that the rnhabitants are de[)en- 
dent upon the importation cf that article for a large portion of iheirconsumplioD- 

This neglect of the Fisheries is partly to be attributed to the want of capital, but principally to the 
people employing themselves in the more congenial pursuit of Agriculture, and it is, therefore, unreason- 
able to conetude that Fisheries will be extensively established or prosecuted until the soil be more exten* 
■ifely occupied ; and as the Census of 1846 shows that but lillle more than one-seventh of the total area 
ns then ia eulUvalion, it is very improbable that the stale of the Colony, in regard to Fisheries, will be 
materially altered during the present generation. The Legislative Council and Assembly would, there- 
fore, humbly suggest to your Majesty, that the relaxation or suspension of the Treaty existing between 
pur Majesty and the United Slates of America, which refers to the regulation of the Fisheries in the 
waters surrounding this Island, would be very advantageous to your Majesty's faithful subjects of this 
Isknd. Ths Treaty now existing, which prohibits the citizens of the United States from fishing within 
Tbree miles of the shores, gives them at present a facility to infringe the Revenue Laws of this Island, be- 
cause that Treaty permits them to enter the harbors along the coast at all limes for the purpose of procur- 
ing wood and water, and shelter in stress of weather; whilst a great evil results from the practice necessa- 
rily resorted to by the United States vessels of throwing bait overboard, with the view of attracting the 
hh from the shores, as it thereby injures the Bo!it Fishery carried on by the inhabitants of this Island. 

The Legislative Council and Assembly beg to represent to your Majesty, that the waters surrounding 
ibii bland are annually visited by from Three to Five hundred sail of fishing vessels, principally from the 
}iew England States, ranging from Fifty to One hundred tons each, which make Two voyages each with 
fish lo be dried, and often a Third for pickled fish ; and it being a well known fact, that could these fish 
be immediately dried or cured on the shores of the Island, instead of, as at present, remaining so long in 
bulk in the vessels, their value as an article of commerce would be considerably increased ; it is, there- 
fore, to be presumed, that the removal of those restrictions by your Majesty, would be accepted as a 
great boon by American citizens engaged in these Fisheries, who would willingly submit to any regula- 
tions that might be imposed by the Government of this Island, for the protection of your Majesty's 
Revenue, whilst the commerce of the Colony would be vastly increased ; a stimulus would be given to 
our own Fishermen, and the interest of the Farmer would be advanced by the increased consumption, by 
the Fishermen, of Agricultural produce, whilst other classes would be much benefitted by the increased 
demand for labor, in preparing materials and furnishing boats and other necessary equipments. 

The Legislative CouncU and Assembly most humbly pray your Majesty <o take the foregoing premises 
into your mobt gracious consideration, and lo cause such order to be made therein, as may tend lo the 
aiisinment of these desirable objects.

With regard to the 4lh clause, requiring the Master to publish correct Lists of his Passengers, and lo 

give Bond for all above a certain age, or who appear most indigent and infirm, I wonid 

Fuinmgntary refer you to the remarks which were made in my Despatch to Lord Elgin, dated the 

f'!«, P^ 17. 6th of April, upon a somewhat similar clause in the Em^rslioR Act ptused thia yenr 

by the Legi^ture of Canada. 
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Aod 1 hare also to refer joa, in reference (o the ISth clause of the Prince Edward Island Act, uliich 
makei the wreck of an Emigrant Vessel liable for any Taxes, R^tes and Penalties, claimable under tki 
Law, to the obserTation» contained iii Ihe above mentioned Despatch on the enactment in Canada, vtuch 
made the wreck liable for the mainteoance of Passengers, and conveyance to their destination. ' 

You will perceive that, when a Vessel is lost, the wreck may become the property of other penou 
than her previous owners, and that it might interfere with fair claims and expectations on the pan of 
Insurers, to render such wrecks liable to special local charges.

" With reference to Earl Grey's Minate of the 6th ahimo, I am of opinion that this Act may be left 
toils operation. 

" I (hink, however, it would be wet) that the powers given by the 14th Section, to Officers " going 
<M board" Vessels In certain cases, should be extended to them when going alongside, as their functions 
may, io tome cases, be discharged without their going on board, and it will frequently be undesirable 
that they should do so where a contagious disorder prevails. 

" In the same Section a Scale of Fees, to be paid to tho OfGccrs of the Boards of Health for their 
alKsdanee on any Vessel, is prescribed, and from the mention which is made of repealed visits, and of 
ihetupply of medicines, it appears that their attendance is contemplated, not merely in the character of 
Intfiectors, but in that of consuUing Doctors.

A Census cannot be taken in precisely the same fonn in all Her Hajeily'a Colonies, as the condition 
of tho respective Populanona, and tbe means of ascertaining the facts, differ in different psrta. It is 
desirable nererlhelesi, to pieserve uniformity as fw as is pncticable ; and I have bad one Form dntm 
out, of which 1 recommend tbe general adoption, subject to the requisite modifications^ vome of which I 
shall notice very briefly. 

1. The Population should be enumerated in « convenient Bumber of enumeration Districts, compiv- 
hended in the established divisions of (he Cc^onies ; the area of which sfaould ba given (A'hen klOwn), 
io square Acres or square Miles. The Poptllation of tbe TovrnS should be enumerated within boon-* 
dories strictly defined ; for unless the boundaries are known, the resnlts of successive Canauses cannot 
be compared. 

2. Where tbe habitations are not fixed, the People might be ennmerated in Tribes and Fannlies. 

3. The enumerations should be made at equal intervals of time (annually or qninqnmirially) m 
Diu day, if possible— (comprising the persons in each District on the previous night, at a season of tbe 
year when the fads can be recorded with most facility, and when there is no great displacement of tbe 
Population by festivals or by other causes.

4. It will be desirable where there is a difSculty in obtaining information respecting the Aborigines, 
lo eooline the entpiiry to males aged SO years and upwards — the " fighting men." In such cases partial 
and imperfect information respecting the number of Women and Children leads to confusion and error. 
The supposed number of females of all ages, and of males under the age of 30, may, however, be stated. 
Men aged 30 years and upwards are generally one-fourth of the entire Population. 

5. Wherever it is practicable, every individual should be enumerated by name. Witbout thtt, expe- 
tience has proved ihat there can be no security for the accuracy of tbe returns. Tbe Abstracts cannot 
otherwise be made satisfactorily, and the Government will find the enumeration by VMM useful for many 
purposes connected with the Police and defence of the respective Colonies. The enumerations shoDJd 
bemade by houses or " families" (hearths) — the names of the heads of the family being written first, 
"ith the children, resident visitors, and servants, following in succession. 

€• The importance of enumerating the age, and the race, is sufiicienlly obvious. There will lie 
sometimes a difficulty is ascertaining the age ; but it can generally be learnt whether a man is about the 
age of 30, 40, 50, &c., ^c, which will be an approximation sufficiently near for many statistical purposes. 

The occupations should be defined and explained with a view to the classification of the colonists ; 
householders, proprietors, aad masters, should be distinguished from lodgers, tenants, and workmen. 

From the information in the colamn headed "date of entering the Colony," besides other useful in- 
formation, the annual accession of new settlers of each rsce, (be, &c., can be determined. " Birth," 
may be written against the names of persons born in the Colony. 

la the last column it should be slated whether the person is labouring under any sickness — nnderstand- 
iDg thereby such severe sickness as incapacitates him from following his ordinary occupation — or any 
iaiiriaity, such as Mindoess, deafness, idiotcy, lameness, or the feebleness of old age. An Abstract of 
>he information in this column will show the sanitary state of different races and localities ; as well as the 
relative proportions of the inefficient and efficient Population. 

Io addition to the census, I would suggest that the Marriages, Births and Deaths, should be restored 
and abstracted annually. In some Colonies, the age at death, and the causes of death, could probably 
be obtained ; which would render the information complete. 

In ibe Schedule I have set down no head for tbe " Religion" and other points someUmes enquired 
into ; because 1 consider it important not to crowd the Census with too many particulars. 
h 
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Statistical Abstracts. 

The enitmeraloTB ehoDld not be called upon to maka the Abstnct, but ihourd trannnrt the Sebedald 
ID books <4 a conTenient forni to the seat of GoveniineDt ; where the Abstracts should be made on aa 
uniforiD plan under proper superrision. Specimens of the Forms used at this Office may, if reqnirtd, 
be supplied with directions for making the Abstracts ; which may abridge the labour and eonire too- 
racy. A great variety of useful Abstracts might be made from the Returns, as it is etident that ihe hell 
might be combined in a great variety of ways. I will mention a few — 

(1.) An Abstract of the number of persons living at different ages in quinquenniat periods~(0 inJ 
under 5, 5 and under 10, Slc), or in decennial periods after 15, if the ages cannot be ascertained vii 
much exactness. 1 

A separate Abstract to be used for the (I) males, and (2) females, — (3) the diftrent races, tad (4] 
the sick and infirm. 

(S.) An Abstract of the number of men (above 20) of different daises, and following the m 
occu[«tion8. 

(3.) An Abstract of the number of persons living who entered the Colony in the year immediate]] 
preceding the Census, &c., &,c., &c. i 

In many Colonies it would be sufficient to make the more elaborate Abstracts every five yean. ' 

When the Census of the Population is taken, valuable statistical information, respectuig otbermtder^ 
ib obtained in many Countries. The number of Churches, public iostitutions,! — of mills, manubOcna, 
— of hones, cattle, sheep, <&c., is ascertained, as well as the amount of agricultural produce. 

I have confined my observations to the facts immediately connected with the Census of the Popot 
tion. The agriculture, manufactures, &.C., &c., may be more conveniently made the subject] sit 
seinralfi — but it may be, — simuttaoeous inquiry.

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2. Ab far back t» the year 1776, a Gnnt of £3000 ma made towardt defraiing the eipenset of iIm 
Civti Govermnent of Iho Island, and a similar acnouot appeara to have been, ever since, annflallygnnicil 
In the iafaney of the Settlement lb««fore, and throagh tbe long course of years which has tince elap- 
sed, liw atiiadj and sustained assifltance of this Countir}' has Dot been wanting to the Colonf. Ba 
laltAri^, its resources have been gradually developed, and on referring to the accounts conlaintd ioik 
Blue Books, I observe, with much satisfaction, that so for as can be judged from these statements, ibe 
Local Revenae has been progressively imptoring, until last year it became more than equal lo the kicil 
expenditure. 

it. Under these circumstances, it will be obvious that Her Majesty's Government could Dot, viih 
propriety, continue to apply to Parliament for the Vote which has hitherto been granted for this Cobi. 
Two charges may still be deemed proper subjects to be provided for from British Funds, viz : 1— Tlte 
Salary of the Lieutenant Governor, and 3d — That long established Pension of £500 per annum to Mr. 
Smith, once Lieutenant Governor of the Island, to which allowance the faith of the British Goiernaieit 
is pledged ; Her Majesty's Government have come to the conclusion, that all the remainder of the Etti- 
mate might be discontinued, and the application submitted to Parliament, be confined to these two ilent. 

4. The Salary, however, to be attached to the office of the Lieutenant Governor, requires sooiefuTita 
explanations. In conformity with the opinion which was expressed so long ago as 1840, byLod 
Sydenham, when Governor-General of Canada, and which was at that time oi^eed in by LocdMs 
Rusiell, although the local Legislature could not then give effect to the suggestioo, I think Ihereai 
be no doubt that the Salary which has hitherto existed, of £ 1000 a-year, is inadequate ; and I »|(^ 
pared to recommend its increase to £1500 Sterling, per annum. You will uodersland, howeKr, lln 
this Salary is to constitute (he whole personal remuneration of the Lieutenant Gorernor, and thai ik 
produee of alt Fees, Seizures, or other perquisites which may have hitherto constituted a paiti/l' 
emoluments, are to be carried'to the credit of the public. 

5. The sum of £130 hitherto borne on the Parliamentary Estimate for the contingent expen»' 
the Lieutenant Governor, can also no longer be defrayed from that source, and it will remain fof^ 
local L^islature to provide for such charges of this nature as are requisite for Ifae proper discliu^ «' 
tbe functions of the Administrator of tlie Government. 

S. Such are the arrangements which, after mature consideration, it iatboi^t tight to adopt upon i^ 
present snl^ect. 1 am aware that the looal Legislature, in their feeent Act for levying a foriher Atxa- 
ment Olt Lands, assigned, out of tbe proceeds, an extra aitowance of £500 per annum, CarreDcr.u 
tbe LieuUnant Governor, as long as the osoal Grant by Partioment should be made towards the ^'^ 
eipenMs of the Island. Aware of the anxiety of the Legislature that this Act should be agreed tOyVi

Her Majetty'a Governmeit have dqw bad, for aoma Uiim, iindei ihsir MrioM eoMidenlion, tha 
question — in what mannw the Government of Prince Edward Island may be best cooducled, wtth a 
view lo the general inlereata of the people ; aad especially, whether it would be advisable to mtroduce 
ihe system eommoDly known, in Her Majesty's North American Colonies, by the naats of " Responsible 
Government," 

'i. The introduction of this system in other Colonies, has been, in every instance, a work of (uve, 
and has been postponed until the gradual increase of the community, in wealth, numbers, and import- 
ance, appeared lo justify it. It appears (o me essential, with a view to the success of the system in 
question, that tiie Culony shonid possess a sufficient number of Inhabitants so qualiRed by property, 
intelligence, and education, and by the enjoyment of a certain amount of leisure, who are willing to 
attend to public objects, that each of the political parties, into which societies thus circumstanced are 
commonly divided, may find itself represented in the Legislature, by competent public men ; while in 
the event of either of those parties obuining the majority in the Assembly, the Officer entrusted with 
ihe administration of the Government of the Colony, may experience no difficulty in forming such an 

Administration as would claim the respect of the people ; and for these purposes, individuals thus 
qaalified must not be confined to a single Town, but scattered, in some measure, over the face of the 

country, in difierent districts. Such is the present condition, improving by gradual advovoes, Qf Jtv 

Mt^sty's principal Conlinenlal Possessions in North America. 

3. Prince Edward Island is comparatively small in extent, and in population, and its commercial and 
wealthy classes confined almost entirely to a single Town. 

4. It is therefore no disparagement of its people to say, that, while distinguished by theae qualities 
of order and public spirit which form the most stable foundation of a]l Gov^rnaieat, ia f a ]uf^ a degree 
as any portion of their brethren of British descent, they are wanting, aa yet, in (h« exlerntl cirwtn- 
slances which would render the introduction of Responsible Government expedient ; circumstances of 
which time, and the natural progress of events, can alone remove the present deficiency. 

5- For these reasons, I concur with my predecessor, Mr. Gladstone, in the opinion, that the time has 
not yet arrived for any fundamental change in the manner in which the Government of Prince Bdward 
Island is now carried on ; more especially, as I think experience has sufficiently demonstrated, that tha 
system of Administration which now exists, is perfectly compatible with the complete enjoyment, by the 
inhabitants of the Colony, of the real benefits of self-government.

Finally, we have to report, that two Lunatics have been discharged, and restored, cured, to tteir 
friends, whilat another is on the eve of being so. 

We have bo means adetpialely to remunerate the Medical Officer, Dr. Mackieson, for hia uorcuittiBg 
attCQtlance. 

The Building hitherto remains uninsored. 

Wehave to add, that the Institution has been (besides the uses above enumerated), made ppptict!ble 
for the reception of severaLparties whose expenses are defrayed by their friend*.

SCHOOL VISITER'S REPORT 



For the Half-year ending July, 1348. 
TO THE MEMBERS OF THE BOAKD OF EDUCATION : 

GENTLEMEN i 

In lubmiUing tny second Semi-annual Report od the state of Education in King's County, J hare 
[DQcb pleasure in anBOunoing to you, that the cauae of Education has not only maintained its ground, but 
«r«u prospered, during the past Six months, which gratification will be increued, when it will be remem- 
bered tbst the past Season has been one of unosual exigencies, consequent upon the general failure of the 
crops last year, many parents being thereby incapacilated from contributing as largely, or easllyi as formerly 
towards the support ofa School. 

Id proceeding to speak of the improvement, and rate of progress, of the children in the various Dislriot 
Schools, I would observe, that it is somewhat difficult to ascertain it correctly, principally owing to their 
limited and irregular attendance, a circumstance to be regretted, as retarding their own improvement, being 
prodactivB of no credit to the Teacher, besides contiaualty embarrasaiog him by precluding the satisfactory 
Di^inizatioD and euatentation of classes. 

Coaformably to the directions of the Board, I examined all the classes in th« diSersnt District Schouls 
ia gradation) (having previously heard them examined by their respective Preceptors, in their ordinary 
ways), and I beg to slate, that I consider the general proficiency and acquirements of the children that 
have continued at School, since my former inspection in November last, both pleasing and satisfactory, 
bsspeaking application on tlieir part, and assiduity on tbst of their Instructors. 

Within the past six months Twelve District Schools have bsen closed, two of which have since been re- 
opened under different Teachers, while on the other hand, seventeen new ones have been established, seven 
of which number arc under the superintendence of quandam Teachers of discontinued Sohoots. 

The number of children that have attended the various District Schools, within the past half-year, is Nine 
Hundred and Eighty, showing an increase of One Hundred and Seventy-six since last November, which, 
together with the Infant School in Georgetown, which numbsrs Fifty, make One thousand and Thirty 
children participating in the privileges of Education in King's County. 

In the following tabular statement, I have endeavoured to give a concise view of the number of children 
attending each School, together with the relative number receiving instruction iu the different branolws of 
knowledge communicated in (he same, viz : —

Out of Twelve Schools (as I cannot speak of the recently established ones), the number of 'Pupibhu 
increased in eight, remained stationary in three, and declined in one. i 

The Schools at Souris and Morell happened to be vacant at the lime of my vtait, but from the Taachan, 
I learned that the former had been in operation for a fortnight, the latter three waeksiand couaequeDllj, llMt 
all the children had not yet attended School. 

In the Georgetown Grammar School, Navigation, Plane Geometry, Algebra and Book-keeping, aretlie 
only Branches thai have been langht in addition to the above, and these only to a few- In October lul, 
Ptfiirteen -children were withdrawn from this Sbhoal. Although none of them have returabd since their 
withdrawal, the number now on the list is 64, being an accession of 22 since that time. 

MODE OF TUITION. 

or this the most characteristic featwre is its progressive approximation to (hat parsaeil in the CeoUt' 
Academy, and rtssnpertority orer the old aystem. The circumstance of many of the Teachers hsTisg 
received preliminary and HpeciSc training at the Central Academy contributes greatly to accelerate in 
introduction into the District Schools- 

A combination of the Explanatory and Elliptical Methods, subject to auch modifications and diveriili'' 
as the state and circumstances of the Schools may front time to time require, is beginning to be pretlr icae- 
rally adopted in the District Schools throughout the Connty, The irregularity of the Childrens' atisDasBC* 
iprecludes the adoption of the Monitorial System to any extent. The old mode of imparting instrDclion 
Tvitbout that explanation and illustration necessary for the perception of its import by the youtfafui in>a<li 
was perceptible in aereral Schoohi; but there is reaaoi to anticipate ita disappearance, and the ioduciioD 
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«f better. Th« principle of elasiiryiDg the children according to their attainmente and capabilitiM> m 
rvcogoiaed and acted upon, and ila advantages are so abvioui to every Teacher, that an attempt to prore 
them, would be altoffether nugatorj. Generally, the Bucceaa nf a Teacher will b« found proportional to faia 
decteritj in varying and adapting hie acting to the different branchea taught, and in making each claae feel 
ilaelfunder itiown appropriate maater. The inculcation and enforcement of sueh obaervaacea aa are cnn- 
duuvelo the moral wellare of the Pupils, are becoming more decidedly recognized and attended to through- 
out the District Schools. Whatever the mltlUelual leaching and training may happen to he, it should be 
secondary and subordinate to the moral, and exhibit* hut a poor spectacle without it. The School at White 
Sands, the Infant School in Georgetown, and Ihe Female Schools, are those in which the inculcation of 
montl demeanour ia mora particularly attended to. 

DISCIPUNE. 

Corporal punishment ia generally inflicted in cases of wilful commission and repetition of crime, and 
where more gentlti means fail to produce obedience and application to atudy- Confinement, depression In 
(he Class, and additional tasks, are resorted to in many Schools, as puoiabment for minor oflTencee. The 
ioAiction of bodily punishment can only be beneficial so far aa it operates in deterring from crime, and no 
punishment should be retributive, or vindictive, or hare a tendency to degrade or render the child ridicu- 
lous or conlempiible in Ihe eye* of his Schoolmates, as it oOen induces a lecklessnaaa and renewal of Ihe 
crime by way of retaliation, whenever detection can be avoided. 

I have always observed a belter understanding to exist between teacher and taughc, where the develnpa- 
nent of good, and the prevention of evil, were aimed at by a gentle, firm, and judicious exercise of the 
moral powers, than where a sliivish subordination waa induced by harsh, coercive treatment, which generally 
nullifies the effect intended ,' for the children, initsad of being brought to fear error, are thereby caused to 
dread the JtCasJcr. 

BRANCHES OF INSTRUCTION. 

Geography. — This Science ia inenlcaled by taaks committed to memory at home, reading Geographical 
Works, and subsequent examinslion. The want of Maps very much impedes the allaioment oi this useful 
biuch of learning. The onlj Schools furnished with them are, the Georgetown Grammar School, and the 
oiw at the Head of St Peler'a Bay, the former having a Map of the Hemispheraa, and smaller coloured 
oDflsof the different divisions of the Globe,— the latter Chambers's Atlas. The majority of th« ohildren 
ia this department, are not far advancad. 

Orammar. — In this, aa in the preceding branch, instruction is gWon by the prescription of taaks, aad 
after examiaalion, the juniora panie, and the aeniors, in addition, construe, and in order to exercise their 
discrirai nation and judgment, in deteeling and rectirying false grammar, exercises are given to be trana- 
cribed in a corrected form, eud aflerwards tubmilted to Ihe Teacher for revision. Some Teachers are in 
the habit of irnparting this Scienoe orally and incidentalty, from the lessons of the day, and, ia aome instan- 
ees, I have obsesved a respectable knowledge of the rudiments of English Grammar acquired in Ibis manner. 

Book-keeping.— This Branch iaiaugfat in but Seven Schools— Nos. S, 6, 7, IT, 19,24 and S7. to 
about Twonty Pupils. The system, in aome instances, varies, though not materially, is simple and suc- 
cinct, comprehending all that is neceaaary for the ordinary transactions of life; and besides its utility in this 
feapecl. it conduces to improvement in penmanship, and celerity in calculstion, 

VTrlUilS*— In Ihia depariment, Ihe improvement and atanding of the Children are net what they might 
reaaonably be expecied, and the greater ahare ofthe blame must be ascribed to the Teachers. The proper 
formation of the letters, and the holding of the pen aright, sre not sufficiently attended to with beginoera. 
Many Capios are lo be aeen transcribed in a careless, irregular manner, which cannot fail to betoken 
remiasnesa of oveisigbt on the part of the Teacher. I am well aware that the absence of anitable desks 
and benches, and (hn uncomfortable alaie of mnny of the houses during the winter aeaaon, militate againat 
the acquisition of this art ; yet I cannot consider them ss operating primarily. The children generally 
write from copies art them by their Teachers, sometimes from Copy-slips, and the mora advance* in soon 
Schools, occsKionally transcribe pasisges in verse and prose, in order to familiarize them with punetuatioa, 
k.t. In aboiil one third of the Schooli, the Writing ia satisfactory — the copies and written arithmaticid 
axerciseaor the seniors being correctly and tersely executed. 

Alithmetio.— Many of (be Pupila evince a talent considerably above mediocrity in Ihe attainment at 
this art, and worked the different questions proposed, with facility. The custom of advancing the learner 
100 rapidly, is a great fsult in teaching Artthmetic. I have frequently found children toiling it advanced 
bvanchaa, that were utterly incapabi* ef waritinf tbr fundamtnti^ rulei. A nwr* eft^Hal mthed «n«M 
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k«,i*{gV0aBd Ibtm thwoaghlf in tha elauMntarjr principl«a, fa/ TraqaMtl/ r«vi«iriRg than is olawM. fro- 
psMRi Haitlfl *nd appropriais ((uasiiaai, thus tirnii I i arizing tham witb tba nilaa, and •trangtheniag Ihatr 
wada aaleriar to lliair advaDoameni to tho highar braochaa. Oae kalf of ika ehUdraa to whota ArkhoMtia 
*a iMgb, ara not advanced bayond Simple ProftanJon. 

Rmtdlngr and Ortho&raphy. — Though a grscrrul and appropriate elocution ■■ sneh a naeaaaa/ 
aa^Mraaant. ^ el it nnforlunateljr happens to be one or the rarenl. Cnnaiderabla attention ia paid t« pronna- 
eiatian and the pauaea, yet I regret ta obaerva that littlp or none ia directed to the infleciiona of tiM TOiee. 
pvaper aaiphaaii and tone, all of which are euential to constitute a oorraet and elegant deliverr. To elicit 
espraaetea and distinct enunciation, tlie thorough perceplion of the purpart of the passsge, togetbar with 
(be practical imilalioo of practical examplea, by a judicious Teacher, are perhaps moat to be rriied upon. 

laiuinnexion with Reading, etfraoloi^ical ioslruclioD is convEyed. In the few Schools Jn which it ia 
attended to, farther than the stgnificatiun of the Prefiies and AfGxea, and ibe adducing of words in which 
tfier have srnon/mous meanings, (heir analytical l^nowledge extends not ; but abridged aa it ia, U ia pfo- 
fitaole as a key to the proper underslandiog of the Kngltsh language. 

Orthograpb/ is univeraully taught by taalcs learned by rule, geneTally ovt of the difieraul Spelliog 
Bofka uaed in School, frequenlly ^om Diciionarics, the meaninga of tiia worda being likewise givaa, heiidw 
iB«;i4aaU| sYercisfia at the eoolcusioo of the Reading leaaona. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Many cf tbeae are larger, and none amatter, than the prescribed dimenaioaa— Tbirlaen are vontasdioui 
aianaiens, well lighted, and «upplied wilh suitable Seats and Desks, being pretty fairly adapted for the iata*- 
dad parpaae Seven, though supplied wilh inside Furniture and Windows, are unfinished oatwardi;, mat 
■HMt be uaeoni fart able in winter; each of four, requires either additional Windowa, Beats or Deska. Of 
two or Ihraa all thai can be said is, that ttiejr are well ventilated one part of the year, and nafit for h^iia- 
tioB the elbar. Twelve housea are furnished with Stoves, the ranainhig fidaaa with Chimaaya.

AMtMtclHWbtralifiniiahad witkRagiate>aaa4Qlaaa Booka. logather ari^h tjbo Rnlaa aM Rtgslalioas 
«{: (M A^v4t vHfk aro mulwly kn^ and tmofainpd to, aa fiv w Tan aware, wd tJb^ biMt- racommeada' 
tiM «r thoir itf roducUoa iot* tha Sohooti^ ii the eoDeafttut ttattHuwy of th* Toacbtn Co tlioir Mitiiy. 
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Ths Schools ire •z«mpt frotn all isctarian control, aad in DistrJcIs eompriiing aa sdinis(iir« of diffiaraBt 
daDDDiinalioniit the Trusttaea are apoointed, and other eorrelalifo bnainoaa transacted, regardleaa of soC' 
tioaal prejudieo or biaa. It ia a inaltflr of rogret, that there are aeveral Oiatricli in the Count/ wilhoat 
Schools. Thin is owing partly to the dapresaion of the timea; but ehiefly to the diffiQulij in obtaiDi'iig 
Teacbora. It is but too trje, that there are many persona who are indifferent or inaenaible to the blesaingi 
of knowladge; but eu the other hand, it ia cheering to observe, that the inhabitants in the raajoritj of tba 
schoolless Districts, evinna an increasing desire for the inslruclioo of their off:<prinf;, being aniions to 
obtain, and willing to remuneiate Teachers; but suitably -qualified peraons are either not to be found, or 
unwilling to engage in the {trofesaion. 

At the recent examination, the generality of the Teachers bad no prior tnlimalion of ray intended viait; 
bal wherv prerious notification had been giien, I was much gratified at seeing the Trustees atieod, aad 
apparently lake a just and laudable interest in the proceedings. 

Tha Ufl£nisbfld and uofuroiahed Houses are situated in dUtricts, the inhsbilants whereof are in eirem- 
flaocea sufficiently able, with moderate ezertinns. to render them fit for the comfortable accommodation of 
llwir ehildrao; aadlhoTpustaes with the extensive powers by law invested in them, are inazcusabk Tor 
sneh doralictMa of duty, and indifference to the future well-bi-iag of the rising generation . 

Mo paina ahoald be spared by the Trustees, in providing proper Houses end Furnilura — in aeJectiiig 
competent Teachers, and seeing them paid; besidna.on all occasions, countenancing and supporting IbeB, 
repressing any improper meddling with, nr disrespectful language lawardd ihem; for children will invariably 
be found to respect their preceptors in ifae same ratio that their parents do. To sustain a well-regulated 
and efficient School, in which that knowledge, wliich ia requisite to 6t poisons for the performance of ttie 
dnties and labours of life, can be acquired, it ia essential that the Trustees and Parents act as coadjutMv 
wHh tha Taacher 

I hsT« thus endeavoured, withoot exaggeration or diminution, to lay befbre your honorable Board, nstflt 
infonantwn as I have been enabled to acquire by personal inspection and inquiry, relative to tlie o(«l« kf 
Education In Ktng% County during the past half-year, and I trust that the subjoined copies of the Ceilift- 
eataa ioacrtcd in the Regiitera of the diSaranf Schools, at Ibeir recent iaspeotioB^ may sarve (o axbiUt the 
nopeetiv* stata of aacii ai»r« lucidly.

I beg to lay before yon the following Synopsis, anbodying the various information aad proceedings rei«- 
lir«to Education, in King'a County, during tbe past Six monihs. 

Nomarically, tha Schools have declined. This proceeds, partly from many of thn Teachers' tanna «f 
aanrioe having recently expired (chiefly within (he last Two moniba,) partly Iron tlia manifeslaltoa flf 4bk 
Soaall Pox in aeveral localities, occasioning a (eraporary diseontinnafioe vf tha Schools dtarcin aUMMd 
and partly from tbe inability or apathy of the iahabilaBta of aoaie distruita, ntpmHag tbs ftnlwf MtmiM, 
of thu Iraehera. 

The prevalent and eontinned dialresa, precttidea many from arsiling themsalves oT Iha adMaiMMa «f 
Baving their chitdran educated, and in too man^, cbm*, I Mar, prevents ihem from sending thorn tit Sc^aa |. 
avaawaraintfnKiion iratuitnMdj aSbrded iliani, aa baiag anabtn (o fHr«iabthM«iifailiabMka«ai4g4Ma, 
naceasary for their profitablo and becoming appearance at School.

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Oo refsrence to the above table, it will be perceived, that the attendance has increased id the majority 
of the pernianent Schools. It will likewise be observed, that three Schools, Nos. 1 , 9 and 15, have 
been opened aince f reported in August last. 

METHOD OF INSTRUCTION. 

The explanatory systeni is universally acknowledged and adhered to, the Teachers laboring to instrad 
the children in the meaning of what they are taught, by such improved modes of elucidation as experience 
and their own judgment have su^^ted and pointed out, as best adapted to the juvenile capacity. 
GEOGRAPHY. 

This interesting branch of a liberal education is becoming more extensively taught ; but Teaehen and 
Scholars labor under great disadvantage from the want of Maps; the While Sands, Head of St. Peter's 
Bay, Launching and Geo^etown Schools, being the only ones supplied with them. The bo<As /ran 
which it is taught are Stewart's and Chambers's, and it is inculcated in accordance with the sn^^stHMu 
submitted in the respective prebces of these works, with frequent examinations in miniitiw, aoch as tbe 
hiatorical and chronoto^cal occurrences connected with the varioas Conntriea, Towns, Rivera, &c. 
ENGLISH GRAMMAR. 

Moet of the children inslmcted in this branch, are pretty well acquainted with the elementary princt- 
,{4es but deScieot in the syntactic part, as many of the children learning it are young, it cannot be 
♦lyocled that their immature judgments can readily comprehend the more complex rules, but for the 
Mnion there can be do tach apology. This deficiency might be partially remedied by more freqneal and 
co[MOU8 eiercises, which would eiemplify the rules, and facilitate the study of the construction of ibt 
Eaglish Language. 

RBADIN6. 

Titc prafieieD^ ia thb art it good. Tlie Reading it more correct, mi tlw progreH n«ra nfi4 i» 
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ihose Schooli wherein the moit ntleation n diracted to the porpert of whet ir read. That importMDt 
principle in Reading and Reeitfttba — the inflection of the vnice, iraliti totr gener&lly neglected. 

Etymolf^y is attended to in but two- or thiee Sdi«t^. TbriC the childfen are ittf ttiere geneiallT 
toitiated ill the denvation of words, is aicribable to the circutnalance of all the Teachers (eicepting two) 
being unacquainted with the dead languages, and deatitote of mch etymological works as might serve 
as guides or assistants in communicating it. 

WRITING. 

In fourteen Schools the Writing eihibits improvement in stvle aind execution. Its unsatisfaclory state 
in the remaining Schools cannot be assigned lo the want of desks, being as well supplied witk them ae 
loaajr oE the olhen, aeithsr can it be imputed to incapacity on the part of the chHdnni, that are, compa- 
nitivelj, as apt toJearn as others, it must therefore be ascribed to want of due cue on the put «f tfactr 
preApton. ^^^ 

ARITHMETIC. 

The more Hdranced in this department have a fair understanding of the more useful bnnches of 
ArithiaeUc,anddiiplaj creditable acquaintance w4tb the difiereot modes of operation, and readintiks in 
casring up sums. They are often reviewed in classes by their various tutors, who propose copious and 
appropriate questions, with the view of rendering the rules more explicitly understood, and familiarisiog 
them with the practical application of them. 

BOORS IN USE 

Are, with the addition, in four Schools of a few of the educational Uanoalt recently iraporled for the 
uie of the District Schools, the same as when I reported last. 

This serieB of School Books ia well calculated to supersede those now in use, especially in the elemen- 
tary branches, wherein the young learner is too f r e qaently perplexed and discouraged by this variety and 
tnoBulous character <rf the iaitiatery iext-boe%s ftom which he is instructed. 
SCHOOL HOUSES. 

With the exoeptieif of Mm, ate at tHe required si«6. Severd have undergone repairs, and atre much 
more accommodating, and better furnished than they were. N'o new ones have been erected. 
INFANT SCHOOL IN GEORGETOWN. 

This lostilntioD still retains its wonted position, and metita the •access that has bitherro attended 
it. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

In reviewing tba labar* of the past half-year, thoagh great' profioiency has not been addiAed, yet 
the antoonf ofstudygone over is satisfactory. By aatisBed, I am far from meaning that farther pto- 
gross should not be thought of. Upon the whole, I consider a feir basis as being laid in the per- 
manently established Schixdis, fbr future accuracy aitd< iaielligance in the vaiiaua bmneiies of a libera 
English educatioB. 

The provisions of the Act, and the regulations of the Btmrd, are conferoied to, genetally, the 
children- Me - characterised by good behaviour. Before concluding, I would briefly advert to a very 
common and reprehennbJe custom, vis : that of frequently changing the Teacher, though not charge- 
able with-indblence'<n"incompcFtency. The injury both Teacher and- children sustain from il, is great 
and manifest Subsequently to tlie disroissal' of a Teaaher lAe School is often oloaed- far wt or twelve 
months, and at its recommencement under a different person, it cannot be supposed that the children 
return with the same amount of knowledge that they leA, and many of the younger ones have to 
learn the mtm lliiii^ over, tod their parents to pay twice for their tuition. A knowledge of the 
various dispoaitioDfl, iixbtlkand' capacities of the chiiUren, is indispensable to the Teaober's diseero- 
meni between pleasonibte aild disagreeable acquirentenls, and the efficient discharge of his daties. 
Besides, every Teacher will have his own peculiar vays of explaining, exemplifying, correcting, ^., 
whieb' lenders an. aequwntanfo anth the Teacher scarcely less essential to the pupils, to prevent bin* 
dnnceer embarrassment in lbs preaettstivs of'lhetf'stMlte*.'

>F THE VISITER OF DISTRICT SCHOOLS 

FOR PRINCE C0UNTY.--1849. 



TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 

GENTLEMEN ; 

I hftTe the honor to submit my firat Semi-aniKial Report of the ENstrict SchoOli' in PriDce Cui^. 

I received mj Commiasion from the Ezecuiive Council on the 3d August last, and proceeded iiDBf 
diatetf to ascertain the condition of the Schools, and ihe working of the Regulations, for theiiidaui» 
tntion, hj your department ; but in detailing my performance of the duties assigned me— fniiBq 
receat allotment — my remains will be necessarily general. 

. The law makes it incumbent on the School Visiters " tu preaeribe under your dtrectna taJnoud 
the system of instruction in the District Schools, and, as far as practicable, to assimtlate it lo ifaetMrt 
for th» tiBH being, in the Central Academy." Consequently, it is my special duty, in relation u ih 
Schools entrusted to me, to investigate thoroughly, the quantity and quality of the inslroetion g:in>--<^ 
aplitoda of the iastruetors- to teadh— the methods of Education — the progress and proGciencj (f ^ 
Paffi^ — 4nd many other important matters, Ht of them requiting protraeted inTsstigation, hcAie il* 
actual oonditien of the Schools can be ascertained, and their character determined. Now, miarW 
influancei or accidental causes might, on a given day, so unfavourably afTect a School, as to sidoJi 
ttana^ Visiter, in astimating its conformity, in organization and discipline, to the established iWiiui- 

I have not, as yet, had adequate opportunities to acquire a competent Itiiowledge of facts ibtlAiA 
be Adtattidy in order t» enable me to give, ia the meaatime, my deciaive jadgtnent of tbess Initiiiii*- 
but I belisxe, that the system of examination which I have adopted, will qualify me lO'Subnit, ifrVT'' 
Report, a complete synopsis of the statistics of the various subjects of my trust. 

Ar the ajatem. of iustruction in the District Schools is expressly prescribed in the Act for the 
ragement of Bducation, I inferred from the tenoe of the clause to thaLefiect, that the pFOcanofiB* 
nation, as well as the method of inedcalioa,. should, of caurse, be stmilar- to the iBwds inlb» M> 
Institution, and the practice uf your Honorable Board, in your examinations, also furnished me aa iUlf 
ritative precedent, fortifying my own conviction, that a series of written questions should bna<l<^'< 
ascertaining the progressive advancement and comparative merit of the Dislrict Schools. 

Anxious to do all that could be done towards a satisfactory inspection of the Schools in my tiitA 
resolved to adopt, in addition to the usual oral examination, a series of printed questions (at my pen* 
expense) selected from the academical course, for the elementary classes in Grammar and Arithn* 
The questions submitted accompany this Report. I may here mention that ihey have been n4 
answered by pupils in this Institution, of ordinary attainments, and that I tried the experiment in Schid 
in which I thought it might be tested with a probable prospect of success; but the issue did i>ol,bf>> 
means, realise my anticipations ; — the failure, however, should perhaps be ascribed to this mode ixiig* 
innovation on the usual routine of examination. If this scheme had been partially successful, ibe r" 
of the examinations on the principle proposed, would be recorded in two tables — one would iho* t^ 
degree of rote teaching ; the other, the degree of intelligible instruction given, and a comparisos o( n 
two tables should exhibit in each School, as well as in the Schools collectively, the relative pn^m''^'" 
rote teaching, and intelli^ble instniction. 

In reply to such as denounce the practice I have attempted to introduce, and designate it a cspnciN 
contrivance, adopted for the frivolous pretext of deviating from " Ihe good old way," I quote a senttDO 
from recommendations in its favor, by an eminent educationist. — " It give*, instead of uncertiiD, nf 
iog opinions, authentic facts, which, when continued from year to year, become reliable Mattstio, 14 
which the condition, improvement, or deterioration of public Schools can be ascertained and shoVA-"

Lest the rorna of the (able should not be understood, I observe, that the iirat coluaii] on the left hand 
"cEers to the number of the f^estion, to prevent repetition in printing, though at the time of oxiunination, 
iiis intended that every scholar should have the questions, plainly printed, before his eyes, and that he 
u Id wnie hia answers under them. The other columnB need no explanations — the seveqth.cootaios the 
number of questions not answered, and the eighth the per-centage of correct answers relative to the 
Hole number of answers that should have been given — supposing all the questions to have been answered. 
The proportion of correct answers in each School, in each study, is to be obtained by taking the Dumber of 
Scholars examined, and multiplying it by the whole number of questions ; this shows the number of 
answers that should have been given ; then taking the number of answers that are given, and ftscertain- 
iog the proportion between them. The relative rank of each Sohool in each study, is obtained by mul- 
Upiying the per-centage of correct answers by the per-centage of the Scholars examined' 

In the oral examinations in SpeUing, few mistakes were made in any of the Schools, which evidently 
thtwed that great attention had been bestowed upon this important branch ; but if called upon to spell 
without the aid of the sound, or spoken word — that is, if required to torile — many palpable blunders 
Would be committed. Had a part of the lime employed, been devoted to spelling words on the slate, 
the children would be able to apply their acquirements in this branch for their proper purpoaee. The 
mode of spelling orally, columns of words in succession, by members of classes, is condemned by Profes- 
sor Sullivan, of Dublin, Dr. E. Ryerson, of Canada, and by several distinguished European and Ameri- 
can authorities. In order to introduce the method recommended into the Schools in Prince Qounty, I 
incurred the expense of getting printed (for gratuitous distribution), a Manual of exercises, Drigioally 
compiled for my class in this Institution, and mudi6ed for the convenience of the Teachers. 

Ter.hnical instruction prevails in most of our Schools. The examination in Grammar induced me to 
suppose that there is, in general, too strict an adherence to the rules of the text-book ; the method pur- 
lued, witli few exceptions, is, to drill the memory of the Scholar, in all the definitions and rules, before 
he hss learned their power and application. Several instances occurred, in course of my viaitalions, 
; of papilg being able to parse technically, and point out the relation of words ; their mood, lenae, person, 
''-ase, number and gender ; and yet when required to write sentenoes expressive of 0ese relations, and 
10 quote rules in justification of what they nrete.they could not write with accuracyVwhat they rahearaed 
^vitli propriety. Your own experience ta jrour examinations, lias, in many cases, afforded positive proof 
<W it is very pfnbaLile,«liat.-aofne Pupils in the District Schools may be apt to parte aentences gnuum»- 
t>ca1ly in the most angramma^l language. These errors are, howenr, Itibi iBhie0f nUtibti^ .to the 
h 
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•yitem in the text-Jiook, and thej may be remedied by following tlie directiont in the Nationil Gramtnir, 
in which the exercises are adapted to (he improved method of teaching. The object of Granunarbebg 
to enable the Scholar to speak with correctness and propriery, he should be abJe not ocly to gire ibe trot 
relation of each word in a sentence, hut also to supply ellipses, rectify fahre cooatmction, and, by anal)- 
■is of the words, show their mutual relations and dependencies. 

My remarks have already exceeded the extent to which I intended to restrict myself, but I am boand 
to make a public acknowledgment of the valuable assistance rendered me by the Reverend R. S. Patlei- 
iOD, in organixing the Teacher's Convenlion in Bedeque. He has already dehvered several Lecturet oa 
the duties of parents, and the public generally, to the common Schools ; on the rights and duliei t( 
Teachers, and on improvements in Education ; in short, he is devoting his best efforts to diffuse isfomn- 
tion, and awaken a spirit of enquiry, which will make the Societies in operation interesting to the coomu- 
nity, and profitable to the Teachers who meet for mutual improvement. I have forwarded to the Cod- 
mittees of the convocations, pubiicalions by experienced Teachers, on the theory and practice of Scbooi 
keepinz, and the most approved methods of teaching in the various branches pursued in District Sduub. 
The Irish National Books are well adapted to our Schools, and were they generally introduced, mitck 
would be saved " in money and improvement." The increased demand for these excellent books, any, 
I hope, induce the Legislature to vote this Session a sum of money sufficient -to enable your HonorabJe 
Board to procure a stock suflicient to supply all our Schools with this admirable series of texi-boob; 
then we shall enjoy the benefits of an uniform system ; were this the cose, without doubt many oftbe 
dMiculties which Teachers have now to contend with, would be removed ; for these books, apsrl rn»i 
their adaptation to our Schools, offer important practical directions and advice to instructors. Tluil 
have been the humble instrument, in the first instance, of procuring such an important privilege froaili* 
Honorable the Commissionera of the Board of Education in Dublin, affords me great gratifi^tioii; ud 
I cherish the sanguine hope, that those to whom it has been transferred, will not neglect toavailli*- 
•elves of the advantages in their option for the advancement of the interests of the rising generaliA 

As our Scbooi Laws are not to be revised at this time, I have only adverted, in a desultory manMi' 
the hindrances that have for years obstructed the improvement of our District Schools : and in refeiW 
to the strictures submitted in (his Report, and the Appendix. I must explain, that many of thetJelecQ 
nolieed, are less the fault of the Master, than of the prevalent system. 

In perusing my sumraary sketch of suggestions, which 1 believe, if sanctioned by yoo, would pM 
salutary changes, some may probably perceive a degree of discrepancy between this part of my fUpMir 
and the subsequent isolated notices of examinations ; I therefore mention, that I adopted the comtnu 
method of teaching for my standard, in estimating the efficiency of the Schools ia Prince Cwinij. 
which, if viewed in this light, would suffer nothing from a fair comparison with any of the •amediii' 
the Country. The mode I have adopted, seemed to me the most equitable criterion that 1 could, UDdei 
existing circumstances, devise, to determine the degree of diligence with which the Masters discha^ 
their respective duties. My professional intercourse with Teachers from every section of the UUti. 
should afford me a competent knowledge of the general condition and relative merit of the Schoob. 

In addition to the efforts to encourage and assist the enterprising Teachers in this County tomit 
themselves acquainted with improved methods of School Government and instruction, and especially 1° 
enlist the sympathies of Trustees, parents, and the public generally, in this work, I proposed, tfial it' 
Inilitutes wonid elect delegates to represent them in a Synod, which should hold Semi-annual Seseioiw. 
alternately in Princetown and St. Eleanor's. 

In representing, for the consideration of Trustees, the modes in which, to my apprehennon, their la- 
ponsible duties should be discharged, I trust I shall not be r^;arded as having exceeded my jurisdicDW- 
I avail myself of (his opporltinily of tendering to those who, by their courtesy to me, have shovo iM 
interest in the cause of Education, my cordial thanks.

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METHOD OF TEACHING.— ENGLISH. 

I now mbmit tucli rem&rka as have occurred to me, in relation to the mode of Teachiag llie several 
branches of Education (aught in our District Schools, premising that the observalioos embody what [ 
conceive should be aimed at, or avoided, and that the subsequent Record of the Examinations is to be 
read with reTerence to these observations, and as showing in what degree llie usual practice lias approx.'- 
rasted lowards, or receded from the standard to which the Teacher ought, it is conceived, lo aspire. 

Ill descending then to a more particular inquiry, respecting the best means of rendering the instruction 
eflicieni, and conducive, in the highest degree to its end, it will lie useful to ascertain at the nuieet, 
what is the thing lo be aimed at, in the teaching of each ordinary lesson ; and it will be necessary here 
to limit oar view for the lime, exclusively to the daily lesson, without reference to its bearing upon thu 
general scope and end of the pupil's education. 

The Teacher's object then, is lo teach both reading, and the use of reading ; and the correct idea of 
the complete leaching of a lesson is, that the substance of it shall be transferred lo the pupil's mind, so 
effectually, as to make it his own, independently of the lesson book, and of the actual words in which it 
may there be couched. This is the proper and immediate object of every ordinary reading lesson, viz : 
that the ideas of the author who is read, are to be conveyed to the pupil in such sort, thai ihe latter shall 
possess, and be able lo use those ideas as a part of his own acquired and mastered knowledge. The 
more faithfully this process is adhered to, the greater facility will both Teacher and pupil acquire in 
readily and thoroughly apprehending the author's ideas in their full scope. That by the method of 
instruction now described, ihc pupils will obtain a thorough intelligence of the substance of their reading 
is obvious enough, and thus one great and immediate object of instruction is aceutnplished. Hut there 
19 a higher and more comprehensive and important end, which will be served by a faithful adherence (o 
the principles referred tu, — the formation of the mind to accurate habits of thought, inquiry, and reflec- 
tion. Here, therefore, is a consideration which the enlightened inslruclnr is never to lose sight of— vix: 
that bis vocation is not merely lo supply his pupils with information, but to effect also the higher end 
of training and forming their minds, tu such powers and habits of aceurate observation and inquiry, 
u will make reading and reflection serviceable to them in after life. The importance of Ihc fortnalion 
of sach habits in those, whose circumstance and education give them the best opportunities for acquiring 
information, is manifest ; but how strong is the claim in this respect, on the part of pupils, whose oppor> 
tunilies are slender, ^nd who must accordingly be for ever shut out from many sources of tmprovefltent 
and enjoyment, if they do not along with the ability to read, obtain also the faculty of exercising upon 
what they do read, powers of intelligence and discrimination. 

It IB indispensable that the Teacher in examining upon the substance of the lesson, (which is th* 
highest intellectual exercise in his School) keep steadily in view the ntbjecta tnateriea of the passage ; 
and whether his questions be grammatical, in order to elucidate (he sense, by determining the connec- 
tion of the words — or etymological, lo fix the precise import of terms — or historical, to explain an allusion 
—or geographical, to determine a locality — or whether they involve a reference toother pieces or 
authors, or lo other sources of information, in order to obtain additional light by comparison, contrast, 
or further facts ; whatever may be the nature of the ques^ons, however numerous and however varied, 
they must all be clearly and strictly subordinate to ihe nutter in hand, and the things, to which they re- 
fer, must be sought not for their own sake, but only as tending to illustrate and exfdain the lesson oi 
the day, and render it more fully comprehensible. 

[t may not be irrelevant to notice here, one or two of the most prominent circumstances and liabits — 
as regards the mode of Teaching — which appear to obstruct the successful prosecution of the system of 
iostruction, which has been described. 

The first class of these obstacles, consists, of imperfect methods of Examination, resulting on the part 
of the Teacher, from the want of a comprehensive grasp of the subject of ihe lesson, or of a correct idea 
of the object of inslruclion. And it will be very carefully observed, (hat in the following nbservalioDi, 
there are various Schools referred loin the Schedule of Examinations as alTording illustrations of melhodi, 
imperfect in tome particular*, while the Teachers are nevertheless, entitled to praise on other grounds. 

It will therefore, be understood, (hat such cases are noticed, not in a spirit of general censure ; but only 
OS falling short of excellence in such points as may be parlicutarixed ; and on the principle noticed by 
Koger Ascham, that there is " more profit of two things gently warned of, than of four things rightly hit" 

The most striking of the imperfect methods above referred to, consiitf in a failure fQ distinguish be- 
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Ivveen the memory and the understanding, it being erroneouulf taken for granted, that whatever the 
memory retains, the understanding comprehends. This has been the unfortiinaie consequence, wheiem 
it has been overlooked or forgotten, that the mere asking and answering of questions is not in itself an 
intellectual exercise, and that it is beneficial only in the degree in ivhich il excites the menial enerpiei , 
oT the pupil. Another form of the same error is found in the laborious commission to memory of deii- j 
nitions, &c., of words, from vocabularies and dictionaries, without reference to any passage or context in | 
which they occur, or to any other association which will contribute to preserve the recollection of them, i 
Thisisa pure exercise of memory, nnd as such may be useful ; but it is not, in any degree, as it is some- 
times supposed to be, an exercise of the understanding. 

Teachers interested in this Report; and such of them as may be sensible of any tendency to the h^ls 
pointed out are earnestly requested to consider, that il can serve no higher end, for Ibeir pupils to gel ti 
explanation by rote, than to get a lesson by role. 

Another obstacle to the success of improved methods, proceeds from the excess of an amiable deiire, 
on the part of the Teacher, to make liis pupils work easy. Although questions are put, the benelitor ; 
the exercise is lost, by their being couched in such terms as to suggest (he answer. The proposilioo ibar i 
should form the answer, is embodied in the question, the form of which frequently marks whether ihe 
reply should be "yes"or"no"; or the pupil is led towards the answer with a plainness afindication | 
which does not seek to hide itself. Sometimes the Teacher will even give the reply, all but the last frord, 
or the last syllable. Any Teacher who can defect such a tendency in himself may well pause, and coo- 
sider whether he does well to purchase for his pupils — and perhaps for himself — relief from tempotin 
difficulty and delay, at the risk of inducing, in their case, habits inconsistent with the acquirement ol 
knowledge and intelligence. 

Allusion to a point so obvious, can only be excused by the fact of the pracliees referred to prevail 
in various instances. 

ENGLISH GRAMMAR. 

It is to be regretted, that fhestudy of English Grammar is confined, Except in one ortwoinstsncei^Uii 
very oniRll proportion of Itie more advanced pupils. By these it is prosecuted in various methods, conei- 
ponding to the general principles of tuition which prevail, and with various and proportionate succex- 
The error most frequently found, is loo rigid an adherence, and too entire a dependence upon the pte- 
cise forms and rules contained in the book of grammar. In many Schools, indeed - no attempt hubwi 
mad«, to apply the knowledge of grammar, which is acquired practically, to the ordinary lessons in Ed^ 
lish reading. It is kept exclusively separate aa a distinct branch, and there is do practical recogniiioo o^ 
its applicability to the other lessons. 

The advantage of leaching the principles of English Grammar orally, and without reference loij>- 
tematic rules and forms, is now beginning to be appreciated by several Teachers. The benefits ef tlii! | 
exercise in opening the pupil's mind, and exciting and improving his powers of observation and ream- I 
are very great ; and the method is deserving of a much wider application than it has hitherto ebtaned- 
It does, indeed, seem onomslous, that in Schools professing to teach the English language, the foundsliofN I 
and principles of that language should form an isolated and distinct branch, not communicated to aS 'Ik ■ 
Scholars, or connected in any manner with their general acquirement of the language, but resenwl ^ 
as an extraordinary accomplishment for a limited number. It is earnestly hoped, however, that in A' j 
earlier stages, the very interesting and useful method referred to, will still be persevered in. Itii ■s*' 
possible to reflect upon (he subject, without perceiving that by the method of Abstract Rules, the AH j 
■a led into the subject through o path of great difficulty, and of ulter darkness to his understandinf;. 

The most general defect remarked in relation to this branch, is, that it is taught and regiNM tiM 
entirely separate atock, having no practical cifnnexioo with the ordinary lessons. 

ARITHMETIC. 

"Instruction in Arithmetic," says an eminent educator, " has two objects — t. To assist in fonwiKii^ 
pupil's powers of thought ; and 3. To give him practical expertness in the Iransatiioos of ordinary lifc- 
in general the latter object is pursued alone by most Teachers. 

The degree of proficiency in Arithmetic, corresponds with the extent to which th« intellectual ioclb(|»> 
of instrucUon have been adopted. Andindeed, ilis obvioua^thita boy who hasbeen taught ta ewt* 
his reaaou, will nowhere find that power -more beneiwial than in Ihia branch. ' The abaenoe, wdeed.o' 
habits of reflection and active mental operation, is the obvious and direct cause of the striking defiac»^ 
^hich it very frequently met with, in Ariihimtical instraction. That deficiency is exhibited — ). '<>'"' 
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pupil's acquirement of rortiial and mechanical rules, without reference to the rationale or prihciple ; and 
->. In his consequent inability to work questions, for the solution of which the rales acquired bj him 
would suffice, if he knew how (o apply them ; when the questioQ is stated preciselj, he can apply the 
particular rule readily enough, but is reduced toa state of helplessness, if it is stated in such a manner, 
that the applicability of the rule is not manifest in the terms of the question — if in short, there is wanting 
to the calculation anything beyond mechanical dexterity. 

It is a matter of the first importance, that the Teacher should have a distinct idea of the objects to be 
gained by the practice of Mental Aritfamelic, as otherwise, the main advantages that might result from it, 
will assuredly be lost. Let it be constantly borne in mind then by the Teacher, that the knowledge of 
Arithmetic is not the chief benefit to be derived from it, but one of secondary importance. It is the mental 
discipline, the power ofabstracti<Mi,lbe habit of attention and of reasoning which it derelopes, that consti- 
tute its chief valne. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Under thishead, it willbesufficient toenumerate the principal featores of SchooUhouses as they are 
with few exceptions. 

Thsy are in general, badly located, exposed to the noise, dust and danger of the highway, unattrac- 
tive, if not positively repulsive in theirexternal and internal appearance, and built at the least possible 
expense of material and labour. Such has been the prevailing uniformity as yet, that it has hardly been 
deetned necessary to make use of any other terms of description in the building contract, than "a School 
House," of the given dimensions. The side lioeof the public road, and the most worthless parcel of 
land in the district, if the two can be found in juxtaposition, seem lobe the favoured locality. 

They are too small, badly lighted, and imperfectly warmed. They ore not furnished with Seats and 
Desks, properly made and adjusted to each other, and arranged in such a manner as to prooiole the 
comfort and convenience of the Scholars, and the easy supervision of the Teacher. The Seats are too 
high, with no suitable support for the back, and especially for the younger Children. The Desks ate too 
high for the Seats, andare either attached to the wall on three sides of the room, sothat the faeesofthe 
Sdtolars are turned from the Teacher, and a portion of them at least are tempted constantly to look out 
at the Windows, — or the Seats are attached to the wall on opposite sides, and the Scholars sit facing each 
other. 

They are not provided with Black boards, Maps, and other apparatus and fixtures, which are indispen- 
sable toa well regulated and instructed School. Mr. James Warburton has lately erected a eommodious 
and neatly constructed School House for the accommodation of the Children on Lot 11. And it is 
gratifying to learn, that the Black board, that right arm of the true "Rocker, — has found its way into the 
Central School, at Bedeque, and a few others. This simple article of School Room furniture, as a time 
and labour saving machine is unsurpasBcd, and as an instrumentality, — especially in the Primary School, 
— io promoting progress in (he acquisition of knowledge and of clear and definite conceptions, of enlist- 
ing the attention of pupils, exciting an interest in their studies, and securing good order, it ia invtUtt- 
able.

It ia absolutely oecesssiy, that Pupila ahoujd be held in an affectioDate anbordination to the unknj' 
iha Teacher, and I was told hy aome of those inteieited in thia School, that the Teacher eojoyad ihe a&betian ofilaQ** i 
and the reapect of their Parents. Much has been done in this School to premote a juat aitienlatkin, and my 
adopting imptovsments in the methods of Teichiog, Spelling, Gmmnar, and otbei departmeaU were favonhly isiio'll* 
Teacher. Ue said, that he intended, at ibe expiraUon of ^ia present eagagement, tu detots some lima in the teril* 
demy, in Ihe atudy of the theory and practice of the ait of Teaching, and the aequiritiona of Some of the higbei kad** 
Eduaation. Thia Teacher's auccaaa is an evideotproof, ihalheU endowed wiih the ftotilty of goteraing and 
School, and lie arowa a laudabledesire to avail himseirofibtt means of improving his qualiSealiona fori 
neaa in the profession.

Thia ii one of the bert Schools in the County. The Master is aealoae, and oontenda sneceaafully against adverse influ- 
cDces. I examined iton the 0th August, when it eshibiiad a gratifying appearance of great aeli<rity, of oooaidaisUe aeat- 
otm, and of good order. Attention ia paid to the meohanioal part of Reading, especially enunciation and inflection. 

The anaweia to questions, showed an nndnstanding of the meaning of the worda in the leeaona, and the analysis of sen- 
leucM waa exoellont. 

The Soholara were not ftr adraneed in Arithmetio, but tbey oaloulated with ereditaUe aoouraey and azpenaees. The 
Copy Books were lanuAahly neat and clean. Making doe allowanoe for the nntoward drenmataBeea that bare prereated 
du adoption of a systematio series of elasaea, the condition of this School in sll the departments, waa decidedly belter than 
oiiild bare been expeeted.

I nnted thla School on the 11th Angost, and found Twenty-fire Scholars in attendance, Eight of whom war* ii 
ia Arithsaetie, Nine in Writing, and Fire in English Granunar. The Teacher, who had been for tho paat year, Visiter in 
this Coeaty, had not time to produce all iha geed efiecta which may be expeoted from his method* and piindpla of diaciptine 
ud ioetruotion ; bat I regard it as entitled to praise and of much promise, consideriBg the agea of the Papila, thai imgular 
iiteodance, and the diversity of books. The Reading was sorprisingly good, and, in the limited space gone orei in the text 
^Ica, was decidedly eapeiioi to that in several other Seboola, and the children weie made to underatand what they read.

I visited several of these Schools in Aogusi, and I found thst in general, so far as practicable, nnder eiiiiipg enib^ 
meats, cliieSy arising from the scarcity of books and the dissdmrtages pceisiling in other Districts, the Rules i^- li 
gulslions of the Board of Education wsto obserred. 

The tact displayad fay Mr. T. Le Maiqasiid in taaehing the School at Nail Pond, Lot I, was particularly gniiAit? < 
me ; he has bad twenty years' experience in the profession in New Brunswick, and oonducta this Sahool on the M>dn>4 
tem, be eeitskily exercises slrenaoaa perserennice and saperior skiU in its application, and I saw conTincing flTideiH I 
be wse nnder the ifrftaenee of a corracientionB feeling of duty, and selnated by the uprit dt corpi. The English leil ^A 
in use, were a few of Hurray's First Book, and one Introduction to the English Reader by the same snihot ; to o^" i 
■emwont the obetadea, with which he had to contend, in adopting a rsgolar clusificstion ofthe Sohelsia, he tnnwnba^ 
hie own text book, the daily loseonsfor e*eiy pupil in ibe three elementary elasses ; but as f hsTO procured a copy c^M 
manueetipta fin the inspection of the Conimtsioneta ofthe Board of Bdoeaiion, farther remarks on this highly Munien' 
trait of the character ofthe Teacher is unnecessary. 

I suggested that the intioduetion of the Black Board, would sHeriate his siduous labours, and succeeded in cwW 
him, that its adoption would be an important auxiliary to himself, and an additional advantage to his pupils, 'tb^ " 
Fifty-two Scholars un the Register and and Forty-four present. The attendance recorded was very regolar, will w* 
any exceptions, which msy reasonably be ascribed to the indnstry, ingenuity, and xeal of the Master. [ an doebtfil rft" 
Teacher who complains of the " apathy of the parents " in this particular, is entirely exempt from blame. 

Tlie gratifying exhibition of the mttltod and mtant of iostmetioa, practised u this Sdiool, induces me to nMtin"' 
as eligible for a Modtt Sduel for mining French Acadian Teachers. 

In Ae Schools taught by Messrs. Buote and H. Perry, the sppearance on examiaaiion in English Bnncha, *" 
tisfsctory. I noticed pleasing evidence of aeatoesa and gocd order, and the method of teaching seemed well adiptxl i° 
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cwuliiioaofthechiMreD. Tha rwdiog budty thoned a wifflciut distiaetMM of aannauuion ; gi«U Mleotion haa b«ea da- 
loied Id the wriiiog exeicisM, and the relation between tbe Muten ud the Sehelus, in both Schools, Memed to be Idndly , 
eoDBidenng tbediwdvantagSB onder which these Muten eeqaited tfaeii: knowiedge of the elementary Engliah hranehes, and 
ihai the; narer weie initiated in the iiapto*ed melboda of inatroction, theii akillandauooeaB »i» mj pnisewonh;.

if the Sohoolftt TrODlRivei, Lot 13, tauabt by Mr. J. R. Dowoiog, wu aatiafaotoiy. Several 
duaea ia Spelling and Reading were examined by the Master, wbo Bnoceeded well ia Bnaiuning the attention of ths children. 
Ths reading was ready, clear, and firm, and due attention had eridently been paid to the improvement of the •cbolkis. I 
itcatameDded to the Teacher to procure a set of tablets, which would ensblehim to adopt a course of instiuction more ays- 
icmitLc and less irksome lo binsair, and unqeeBtionably mote beneficial to tbe scholars than teacbiug isolated lesscaa. There 
ue ivo Schools of thia grade taught by females, oneioKildan, and the other io Lot 16. Wheal Tiaited the latter 
Id Jaoaaiy, 1 examined aeveral classes. Tbe Testament elaas read tolerably correct ; bet the English BeadEi dass was 
ilelic:ent in many respects ; great pains bare been baatowed upon tbe young children, but some of the scholars (those espe- 
ciallr oier eight years), might puaibly make greater efibtts to iraprove, if they were aodec the axeilieg iuflnenee of eiQulation ; 
boitbedispaiity of the Bgaef the pupils, and the diversity of unsuitable books, must necessarily dnert tbe Teacber's atien- 
iai from forming classes. The impression mads on my mind by their appearance and agea was, that Ihey should be removed 
I* iliB District Sdiool, if Ihey oonld conveaiently attend it. I am of opinion, that female teachers ought be employed to a far 
peiiET extent in the Connty, tiiao they have bitheno been ; withoat doolM such settlements as eacnot maintain a District 
Sclioalofiha First Class, ahonld employ a Female Jeather, and, as the fair aex are allowed to be endowed with a futitw 
iKt ior tiainiag ehildren, by giving them a preference in the management of our Primary Schools, the prospect of perma- 
Moi employment would encourage several ynnng women to qualify themseWes for teaching. 

Trustees. 

The daiies and responeibililiee of these offioera are important ; but it is to be regretted, that many who aaaiutie them ar^ 
tbujdble with a highly enlpablefircocA of (nut. Althoogb they are not invested with powers to remedy the great evils 
lliiliapaiilhe benefits of our Schools, viz. ; the irregular attendance of the Scholars, tbe inadequate auppty of soiMble books, 
iDiilU conseqaeet inauSciency in inatraction and discipline ; yet, they might, in almost every initanee, witlioul mudi 
ptrauiil lacrifice, remove ether grievances of which Teachars justly complain. Apathy on ths part of those wbo onght to 
clierish and exemplify an ardent interest in our Schools muBl weaken the zeal and impair the nserulDa* of Ike Teacher. 
Wncn ihe condition of the Seliool-honse ia neglected, a spirit of indifierenos ia engendered in the minds of the ehildren, wbo 
Iccume diareapectful towards the Master, as he meets with no sympathy from those who sbonid enstaia him in his authority. 
^beiGSi, if Teachers were eneoaraged in their arduous duties by the co.opeTaiion of the Trasteee and ths PatronS) tbe 
efecu of their fosteriag inluence would be apparent in the School-huuse, by respect and coofidenoe towards the Teacher, by 
tspinlor subordination anddocility, securing success to the School, and all tbe beuefiia of instrnelioa to the scholars. 
There are exoeplions to these remarks, I wish there were more; then our Schools would be in a coore effioient stste, ipi 
ihj never shall answer their destined end, until parents and neighbours shall feel sufficient interest in their praqwriiy to 

If meetings were held in the several Districts for consultation and disoassiun of subjects, connected witif onr Common 
ScWIa, for the delivery of Lectures, and for reading portioiis of Reports on the educational improvements in otber countries, 
more enlightened and elevated views of mental culture would prevail, and a deeper interest would be awakened in all classes 

°ntie community. 

Teachers' Heetuu^. 

Thedesignof these Meetings is to discuss plans for the alwatioo and improieraentcf Schools. Evet? man should de 
•omeihing in bis vocation to promote its advanoement and obimhI its naefulness, and Teachers can do moch to elevate their 
o"n position in society, and merit public Cunfideoee. 

During my visits, I impressed on the Teaebere the beneficial influence of confereneea for mutual improvement, and my 
'u^Mtion, that aaoeiely of this kind might be sustained and should be organised by tbe SohoolmsstBre employed in Bedeque, 
°rincetDwn,snd the contignnua aettiementa, WBs well received. To afford (hem every assistance and encouragement in my 
povMlo try theeiperiment, I supplied tbem with several pablicaiions on the theory and practice of leaching, and also with 
wliDes of (he costomary prooeediBgi at sncb conferences in other eonntries. ^^^ 
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Ali TMcbenahoddnuit tbeinsa]vwwitbiadi«apherftoftb«irin£ii«DM lomlial pnUic attendoa in hToai of the 
nmdem methoda of eliddng the taleota of joath, and thtiapafe the way fOt tiie institntion of a Notmal School. In the meta 
time, Teacben* Meetjnga will Maentiollj improre the sjatem of elaaaiSoatioa aod gorarBment, aecara a battet mode of 
impaiting inatraoiioo, and diaaeminate a gTeatei amount ofusefal knowledge in our Diattict Schools.

REPORT 

OF THE VISITER OF DISTRICT SCHOOLS 

FOR QUEEN'S COUNTY.-1849. 



TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 



GKSTLBMEN; 

Id accordance with the requireineiits or tbo Act.lOth Vic. Cap II, it becomes my duty to present the fol- 
Wiog Report OQ the ftclnal stale of the District Schools of this Couaty; the course and extent of instruction 
imparted therein, during the past year, together with such other statements and suggestions in relation to 
ihe operation of the system, generally, as appear necessary, in order that tho aame may be laid before the 
Lcjjiilature of the Colony. Whilst endeavoring to study the conciseness proper in a document of this 
nWure, 1 trust a sufficiency of statislics will be exhibiled, to meet, in every respect, the requirements of the 
U». 

In looking over the operations of the post year,— although there are yet many tbint(8 of which to com- 
pliin, there is also much to encourage, s united, vigorous, and persevering efTort to difiViae the unspeakable 
lileitiags of Educstion among all the Children of the People of this Island. 

rhe whole number of Schools in operation in Queen's County, up to the First of February last, stands 
urollows:— 

District Schools of all classes, including Female and Acadian, 66; Primary, 1 ; Private or not claiming 
Ihe Legislative Grant, 1 1 ;— showing au increase over the number reported last year of 10 Schools and 220 
Scholars, and making a total of 68 Seminaries, exclusive of the Central Academy, and National School, 
imparting instruction to 2480 Children of both sexes in this County. The above Schools derived from the 
Governmant a support equal lo £740 in the paat year. 

The higher grade of qualificatian in the Teacher, which tho existing Law encourages, together with tlie 
mors precise and definite nature of the supervision now exercised throuf[h the printed Forms and Regula- 
lionaBraanating from your Board, and not Inast, the excellant series of National School Booka— long de- 
aired— but now happily introduced, and which will grealty aid in infiising into the Schools as much uniformity 
aa tbey are capable of, — have all bad their natural result in an improvement of government and diBcipliae at 
leaai; instruction, too, decidedly of a belter quality, if not to a greater extent than heretofore, occasionally 
!ippears, so that now a majority of the Schools are, manifestly, in the condition of iniproveinent, and bid 
Tair, with increased support, at no distUnt day, to occupy thai respectable position which their designation 
should entitle them to claim. From (he opportunities a&brdedme of becoming acquainted with the operation 
of the Law, and the administration thereof in its most minute details, I must express my conviction, that 
iba groundwork of a good svstem of elementary Education has been laid, although some things are yet 
wanted, as I shall endeavor" to point out, to render our District Schools productive of all tho advantages 
»hich they should confer. In those localities where the inhabitants are more independent and can afford 
greater salary, evidence of greater competency in the Master and progress in the Scholars is found; on 
ihe contrary, where the settlers and the remunerstion are of a different description, correspondent attain- 
ments are usually exhibited. No reasonable and intelligent person can suppose, that temporary appoint- 
menid and small recompence will secure, to a wide extent, the servicerof much learning aad talent in teach- 
ing, when additional impediments in the way of improvement, have lo be surmounted,— such as irregular 
attendance of the Children, owing, in not a few instances, to the poverty of the Parents; the deficiency of 
i^chool apparatus and School requisites.

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I tTaaaroit herewith Dnplicates of the entries made at 1117 aeveral TiaitBtioiii ia the Regiater Book, of ctd 
School, detailing more minutely the proceas and reault of each examination in the various braaebm; ihew 
will be Bu man/ authentic records of the advancement of the Scholara, and of the auccess of theTescbei,- 
aa I likewise append a abort abstract of these Reports ; it may iuffice here, to bring to four notice, oili 
auch points in the general ey stem and condition of the Schools as aeem to offer the principal occuioD of 
remark. 

Judging it to he the spirit and aim ofthe Law, in addition to the moral iflfiueoces eierciaed in udlhro>i{i 
the Schools, as well as the design of the Regulations and Forms preacribed by your Board, to enwurip 
(he adoption of all the practicable improvements of the nineteenth century, in educating the youlbful mill 
ofthe country,— the Teachers of tbia County, parlicularly those holding the higher Licensee of your Baud. 
are now, for the most part, giving what is known as the inttlUetual part of teaching, a more promlDent pliti 
than it has hitherto occupied. The cardinal subjects of common Scnool instruction, being Reading, (igclt- 
ding Spelling), Writing, and Arithmetic, — to teach these thoroughly, ia the ambition and effort of vej 
Teacher. The ether studiea in the elementary Scboola are important, as they teach how to etnpla; ibui 
arts upon proper principles and in the most useful manner ; the principal of Iheae are Geography and Graa- 
roar. Until within the last three years, those branches ware not taught, at all, in tho majority of ibt 
District Schoola,and when taught, were so. In moat instances, but imperfectly. 

Some Teachera yet practically confine themselves to the processes which an ignorance ofthe true uoft 
of intellectual culture has made an established track— their pupils are ol\en found to posaes* muchsKcb- 
nical or mnemonic skill, without having been taught to think, or improve an idea. Any peraoa who m 
tead, can hear a task repeated whilst beholds the boolE in his hand; any one who can wrht ca 
superintend the writing of a copy; it require* no vast amount of knowledge to examine some arilbutie^ 
calculations, especially with a Key to the Questions, therefore, under the old system, any body mij' ticfi 
School, if he sends home Copy-books guiltless of a blot, and Cyphering-bookscarefolly written and fionrlM 
but the main features of the more intellectuat system which I have to report, is gradually assuming ipn* 
nence, — consist in teaching children to understand the meaning of what they read, and the facta wnS' 
embracing the derivation, composilion, and import of the words, th« author, the occasion, the conwMif 
the narrative, the places, arts and customs Telerred to, —the Pupil is thus made fhmiliar, not only iriliu^ 
nical terms, but with the nature of the things designated by them, and be is able to use them ss the una 
of ideas which have a definite existence, and not as awful sounds dimly shadowing forth some mjitta 
into which he has no power to penetrate. That such a method of teaching as this ia laborioui, Uu^ 
demands skill in the Instructor, that it requires a patience which nothrng less than high motives can impvi.u' 
a discrimination, in a degree which nothing short of natural aptness, special training, and eiperieneeciasD|^ 
must be evident. The more permanent of the Schoola, (hose where the Teachers have been less freiiDH<l| 
changed, are, with few exceptiona, these where thia more approved aysteni has had the fullest developesM 
and where the proficiency of the Scholara ia, consequently, more satisfactory,— auch as the Schooli il Sui 
Peter's Road.Lot 48, the two Schools, Brackley Point end Rood, New Glasgow, New Cornwall, X^^.l' 
49. Vernon River, and Seal River, CbsrIettetowD Royalty, and Charlottetown. Tha Schools it Ni^ 
London Capea and Campbellton, although not so long opened, under the present Teachers, as serenl ■ 
the above, are yet, in general, well taught, and in an improving condition. In the Schools I foM <* 
might be expected, a great diversity both in the number of Pupils, and the degree of progress tbe; tii* 
made in their learning; some ofthe Schools having been recently opened after a considerable vicuIk 
and others having been steadily in operation for a term of years. Among the Teachers also, a great firieij* 
talent and attainment is observable; aome being competent to direct, with reputatiouj the studiesflrui 
higher braachea, and others snited to Scboola in a lower state of advancement, but nearly all oftben if 
parently well qualified for the situations they were occupying. To the latter class of Instructors I gsnint 
addressed some motives to urge them to the cultivation of their talents, and the increase of their quiti&* 
tionsj to meet tbfl demands for aupeEior teaching which would be gradu^ly made ti^o them.

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Spelling, ReBding, Wriliac, and Arithmetic, wfaich is tho slaplfl iastraction, are taught io ali the Scbanlj, 
Grammar ii taught in 41 ScdooIb, to 369 Scholari; GeogrDphy in 2S Schoola, to 73 Scholars; Book' 
keeping in 15, to 66 Scholars; Mensuration and Geometry iii 1 1 ; and the French Language In 3 of tk 
Schools above enumerated. 11 Schools are auf^liad with the large Mapa of the World, and 6 with 
TariouB editions of the Atlas, The Black-board, the most useful article of apparatus, is to be seen ia 15 
Schools, 

From the Census Returns of the past year lo, 144 of (be population of Queen's County are uadet 16 
years of age. 

Assuming the population statistics of most other countries as a standard, that all within the agei of 6 
and 14, are about one-sixth of the whole inhabitants, or about one-third of all under the age of 16,-5000 
at least, are within the School age, in this County, of whom 2480 only, as shown above, are in yettly 
regular attendance From the plan of having Schools open in many settlements alternate years only, \bt 
much greater proportion of these 5000 are at School at some period of their lives, but the inatructioQ ihui 
received ia so meagre as to be of compartively little value. 

FEMALE SCHOOLS. 
The Female Schools deriving Legislative aid are two in the county Districts, viz:— York Rivet ud 
New London, which are both reputably conducted, and three at Charlottatown, all maintaining a tiigh 
character for the excellsnt quality of the instructions they impart, and the accompasbments they tsach. 
SCHOOL BOOKS. 
The greatest discouragement hitherto felt, has been the exceeding diversity of Books, as also the wui 
of them in suitable gradations to meet the necessity of Pupils as they advance, and of such a character u 
to improve their minds and inspire them with interest in their studies. It is a matter of congratulation. llut 
these impediments will now ha obviated by the introduction of tbe cheap and complete set of School Booki, 
published under the authority of the CommiBsioDers of National Education in Ireland, for the imporiuini 
of which, a grant was made to your Board by the Legislature, and which I publicly reconiinended lo lie 
country at large, eight years since. Although prejudices exist against their introduction in aome quuim, 
^ trust, that aa they become more generally diSused and better koown, they will be appreciated as the) de- 
serve; the lessons contained in them are well calculated to bring into action those powers of lefleciinn in 
which the youth of the country are admitted to be, by no means deficient, and their chief recommcDdaMii 
for mixed Schools is, that they inculcate the general system of truth and morals taught in tbe Holy Scrif- 
lures, without reference to the peculiarities of sects. 

DISCIPLINE. 
On this head it is my pleasing duty to report, that that kind of discipline which addresses itself lo the 
undsratanding and the aflectiona rather than to the animal nature of the Child, is obtaining the ticeaitBtj 
in the majority of the Schools which cams under my supervision. The mure intelligent of the School Trus- 
tees, who have co-operated with me iti preacribiog the various local regulations in the Schools, have uni- 
formly agreed, that corporeal punishmeut, in ordinary cases, is opposed lo the true end of discipline, asdifi 
virtual acknowledgment on the part of the Teacher, that his moral and intellectual ascendency is it an 
end, and ia an abandonment of that high position from which a word or a look should have the force of i 
command. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 
I cannot report that any material improvement has been manifested either in the external appearaace or 
interior accommodations of these buildings during the past year. It would not bo undeseTving the altaalion 
of the Legislature, on the expiration of the present Law, lo provide that all School Houses to be hereafter 
erected, should be constructed on an uniform plan, with reference to proper conveniences, warmth and 
ventilation, and placed at a suitable distance from the sights and sounda of the highway. 
CONCLUDING OBSERVATIONS. 
Public Examinations are not so well attended aa is desirable; they are a powerful source of praise vorthf 
emulation and ambition among the Scholars, and afibrd a great satisfaction to the Teacher and lo iheir 
Parents, who] are ocular witnesses of the proofs which tbe Children afibrd of their progress in preseaixi* 
their neighbors and acquaintances. Vocal/ Music found to be so great an auxiliary to improvcaient io 
tbe public Schools of other countries, does not form (if we except that excellent Institution— the la!^'^' 
School of Charlottetown) a part of the course of instruction in any of the Schools of this Counly; aor bu 
Agriculture — the most important branch of human industry, been as yet introduced, in any form wtale*er, u 
a branch of elementary Education, in our Schools ; but we may be encouraged to hope, that if tbe iaterc' 
DOW excited, be kept alive, and tbe country population manifest more concern for instruction, time and expe- 
rience will suggest such imprevements in tbe plans now io operation as the advancing condition of lb' 
country may require.

CAMPBELLTON SCHOOL. 

Lately ro-opeoed under the aatne Tsacher, after a ysar'a ncation ; some time will be required to bring the Papils to the atsge 
of improTBrnenlst which they broke off— it bids hir, from what was seen of the results of tbe preTioos year's teaching, to be 
again one of the best Schools of ths Connty ; all the bmnohsa are eqaiJIy well laoght. — Number on the Koll — 38. 
CAVENDISH. 

Frcm the nnfkTorable state of the Road* 19 oa]j attended the examination ; and these were fonnd to be bat in as incipient 
state of imprOTemeot — the more sdraneed being absent 

The improvement in the Primiry Roles of Arithmetio, wss aatia&ctory, of the ether branches I cannot apeak. The Inhabi- 
tiDts are deairooa of raising the preaent to the rank of a higher Class School — an advantage which they posaetaed some 
years ago^ and which is at present very desirable. 

LOT 83, ST. ANN'S. 

Present at the ezaminatioo— 35. — With many embatrBsements and impediments to the improvement of the Fnpila, the 
able Teacher stationed here, has succeeded, in little more than a year in advancing the children to a stage nnanrpassed by any 
of the Schools of a longer standing, he ues the explanatory method of inatrootion very fnlly. 

The School is deaetviog of iaoieased enoonagement and snpport. 

NEW GLASGOW SCHOOL 

UaintwDs its repotatioD, end a marked improvement is visible in all tbe Branches- The system on which it ia coodocted has 
bean allnded to above. 

RUSTICO, NEW GLASGOW ROAD, & KUSTICO ROAD. 

There ia no diammilarity of moment observable in the lespeelive oondition of the three Sehoola, which are comprised ia this 
District; that at Wheatty River, has been more steadily kept open, and the piogreee in Arithmetio, Writing, Reading, and 
Spelling, is highly satiafactory. The Acadian French Children have attained gratifying proficiaaey in their own language, as 
well aa in English, instruction being carried on atmaltsBeoasly in both. Giamnar, owing to the freqoant changing of the 
the children, is not si extensively tsaght as is desirable. 

BRACKLEY POINT, and BRACKLET POINT ROAD SCHOOLS 
' Are mocb in the same stage of imprtfreinent as when Isat reported and visited ; they eonttnne to be taught with the appreba- 
tien of the leepectiva Trustees. Preaeirt at the examinBtien of the first School 19, at the latter 97. 

BELFAST AND FLAT RIVER DISTRICTS, mtivditig Jtelta CreeftoMf Woedldandt. 

Tbe examinations iu these localities (exeept the Wood Islaoda,) were Dnmeransly attended, the parents and itspeotivo 
Tmsteea being present, and taking a deep interest in the proeeedinga. In the first named locality, tbe progress hsd not much 
advnneed beyond the primary atage ; Grammar and the higher rales of Arithmetic, were efficiently tanght in the second and 
ihini stations, bnt I had to suggest the more strict inculcation of the meaning of words, and greater attention to the scope and 
import of the lessona.

Neitberof the Teacher* haa been stationed in those localiliea a snfGdant length uf time to have brought his Sclioilutii 
high degree of improvement, apparent in some other Diatrict*. The Teacher of the la Iter School, aflet diaefaargia; hia'ov 
for two years snd upwards, wiih much diligence and apprebation, haa lately resigned bin charge iheiek Theee Sctiiwliin* 
bered respectively at the examinationa — 33, S7, and 36 pupila. 

Of tbeSdtoolaat St. Fetei'aRoadat Cornwall, Lot 38, and the two in'the Royalty i ^it iaanffidant to say, that tberxM 
aeverally, the good repute in which Ihej have always been heldsaeqnal to the verybest Seminariee in the Conitj,<if^ 
same eland ing. 

The School al Friocctown Road, Lot 33, showed a aaliafactory state of improvemeot in all the bianchet. The borm' 
the Teacher under many discouragements, was very evident, and I eonaider the School aa deaerring of icereued eaennP 

The other School on the Piincelown Road, waa open about 6 monthaof Ihe paat year ; when it waa burnt to the groDD'i'' 
winter, the 6re is anppoied to have originated in a depout of wood aahes made by the Teacher on the loft of the School Rk* 
and whioh he appears to have coUaoted fur the ptlipose of making eome eipetimenta in Domeatie Eomtomy.

The general improvement of the children fiequenting this School, partinularly in Reading and apprebenaion of iHe ">H 
read.

.^itestion No. I.— 'Jlanyouin the Surveyor General's Office, a record of the Field Book, tlie entriei 
in which supplied the materials for drawing the Plan now genertitly iu use as a Plan of jefetence, in quea-- 
lions respecting Boundary Lines between Townships ? 

An»wer.—l have one of thp Field Books containing part pf the notes pf the cqastj.frwn the [^e»t 
Point round the Noth Cape to RuBtico Harbour. 

,<^. 3. — Has it not been in some way discovered that anmnission in adding up such Field Boek, so far 
as regards the ten Western Townships, or some of them, has occasioned the omission of lands reaDy in 
existence from the Plan, and rendered some of the Boundary Lines, in the said Lots, erroneous? 

A. — There has been no amission in tl^e adding up of the Field work ; but there appears to me to 
have bees a mistake in the protracting of it. The original Plan, protracted. from the Field Book, shows 
too much Coast. I have protracted the Field work over again, which shows that there is a discrepaBCf 
at the Western end of Lot Three. The original Plan in some places shows too much, and jn other 
places too little Coast. The diatance from the West Cape to the North Point, is represented to be a 
((uarter of a mile greater than it really is, and this discrepancy has rendered some of the lines erroneooik 

O. 3 — Is not this state of things corrohoraled by the recent survey of Captain 3ay&eld, K.jN.? 

A. — Yes. 

Q. 4. — Are you of opinion that setting aside this part of the general Map, in consequence of iU 
OTors, there is in reality a sufficient quantity of land to give each Lot or Township its just proportion? 

A. — ^There is a sufficient quantity of land. 

^. 5. — Are you not of opinion that with this additional light on the subject, the Commissioners upder 
the existing Boundary Acts, are enabled to carry, outajust arrangement, and to place.the contested lines 
in their proper relative position ? 

A. — I thiiik not. The lines have all been established, except between Lots Three and Four, aod 
consequently they are beyond the jurisdiction of the Boundary Line Commissioners, with the exception 
of that between Lots Three and Four. 

Q. 6. — If that part of the line between Three and Four, were now carried oat, would i)ot a just 
arrangement be made, and are not the.Commissioners under the existing law, able to carry it out? 

A. — If that pqrt of the line between Lots Three and Four, which is already rup, were extended to 
the shore, il would not be' a bad arrangement^ — I mean it would equalize the Townships, I thiiik. die 
Commissioners uifder the Act, are not competent, because tbey are bound by the Act to comin^nce at 
both shores, 

^. 7. — -Having discovered the Plan to be erroneous, would not the Commissioners commence on the 
Western Coast, to run the line froni a different point of commencement, to that which they have here- 
tofore contemplated ; and would not their so doing, enable them (always according to law), (o complete 
the line at present unfinished, by meetingit ? 

A. — I think so, decidedly. 

Q. 8. — If called upon, under the Boundary Bill, to surrey I<ot Three, where would be the point of 
coinmencement on the West side of the Island ? 

A. — In my opinion, \he ' oommeneement would be exactly the distaoee described in tbe Grant, from 
the-Baoodaiy Line of Lot Twb. Thb osukl 'mode ttf est^lnhlnglinesi ib by natural marks ;~bul I do 
not consider the Commissioners are confined to those natural marks. 

Q- 9- — Have the Boundaries of Lots Two and Three, and'Three and Four, East nde of the Island, 
been established ? If so, by whom ? 

A. — They hareLbeen establishes by .the Commisnoners uoder the Bouudary Act. 
^. 10. — Can the deficiency in Township No. Three be nwde dp witbont'nlaUiHaUjr Altering tbe bonn^ 
dariet of the adjoining Townships? 
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A. — Yei. I think it could, without materially diaturbing the boundariei of other Townihipi. 

Q. 11. — ^Bj altering (he Boandary Linei of Lot Three, would such alteration not, ia effect, be cbaig' 
ing the ownership of the lands adjoining the lines? 

A. — It would. 

Q. IS. — Are you aware that the Supreme Court has, by a recent decision, ruled that the CommiiiDD- 
ert under the Boundary Act of this Island, have no power to act in cases where parties have eitabliihed 
a coRTentional line dividing their properties, many years ago, although that conventional line should iic^ 
be in accordance with the magnetic position of the year 1764, and although parties owning laod adjiuu- 
ing to such conventional line, should now wish to have it varied or altered, the Court holding thai ik 
parties are bound by such conventional line, without reference to any actual deficiency in quantitftiu- 
lained by any party. 

A. — I am aware of these things. As a Commissioner, I would conBoe myself to unknown or tz puff 
lines. 

Q. 13. — Are you not aware that the owners of Lot Four claim to hold by a line alleged to hawbea 
fixed many years ago, by the person who at that time owned both Townships Three and Four. 

A. — I am not aware that the proprietor of Lot Four established any line between it and Lot Tbrec 
The proprietor of Lot Four claims by a natural mark. The original Plan of the Island reprcseDtiliilk 
Miminigash Pond to be on Lot Four — by that he claims, and I believe also by possession, having plsa^ 
a person upon it of the name of Doyle. 

O. 14. — Has not his right so to place Doyle, been disputed ? 

A' — I believe his right has been disputed. 

Q. 15. — By whom has such right been disputed ? 

A. — By the owners of Lot Three. 

0. 16. — Which lines have the Commissioners settled 7 

A — The Commissioners have established the lines between Lots OnQ and Two, on both siitii^** 
Island, and the Eastern end of the line between Lots Two and Three, and the Eastern end of ^Ti" ; 
between Lots Three and Four, and the North end of the line between Lots Five and Seven. Tbcl 
Western end of the line between Lots Two and Three, was established before the Boundary LineCoo- 
missioners were appointed. The lines between Lots Four and Five, and Five and Six, hafebea 
established by convention at the Cascumpeque side. 

O. 17. — What is the breadth of Lots Three and Four? 

A. — ^The breadth of Lot Three, by the Grant, is two miles, two thousand eight hundred feet. Tli 
breadth of Lot Four, by the Grant, is two miles, four thousand seven hundred feet. 

Q. 18. — As you have protracted the original Field Book, do you find Miminigash to be tipocU 
Four, or on Lot Three ? 

A. — By the Plan I have made, and which has been protracted from (he original Field Boot, ens 
mencing from Lot No. One, and laying down the Township lines, I find Little Miminigash Pond u>^ 
' on Lot Three ; whereas, on the original Plan of the Island, it is laid down as on Lot Four.

icqntint you, for the information of Earl Grey, that he has referred the Lieutenant Governor's repre- 
Kalation to the Deputy Postmaster General of Nova Scotia, with iaslructiooa to report whether any 
viugenents can be made in the despatch of the Mails from Pictou to Halifax, to improve the position 
of Prince Edward Island with respect to its correspondence with the United Kingdom ; but that as from 
Traro, the present communication between Pictou and Halifax, is a portion of the Main Post Line 
betireen Canada, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, his Lordship is not aware how far the interests of 
those Provinces mi>^ht be affected by any alteration in the time of despatch, to suit the coDVenience of 
the Inliabitants of Prince Edward Island.

I have (he honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communlcution of the 15th instant, enclosing 
copy of a Correspondence between His Excellency and the Deputy Postmaster General of Prince Ednrd 
Island, on the subject of the inconvenience experienced by the present arrangements for the conveyuM 
of (he Mails of that Island, for England, through the Province of Nova Scotia, and desiring me to report 
whether any arrangement can be made in the despatch of the Mails from Pictou to Halifax, to inqnoTs 
the position of Pnnce Edward Island with respect to its correspondence for England. 

In reply, I beg to state, that the ordinary Mails from Canada, New Brunswick and Pictou, laitk 
Eastern section of this Province, arrive at Halifax on Mondays and Fridays, to meet the Boston Stems, 
which is despatched from Halifax every alternate Friday ; to ensure (he Island Mails being fonmit^ 
they should arrive by the Monday's Mail, as (he uncertainty of the Steamer's arrival, owing to.^iod 
other casualties, cannot be depended upon. I am not aware that I can suggest any other arrangoaut, 
irithout disturbing the whole of our interior Mail arrangements from Pictoti and the Eastern sectidD tf 
this Province, together with New Brunswick and Canada ; and his Lordship, in my opinion, has ri^il; 
presumed, that the inlerests of these Provinces would be injuriously affected by any altenitioa in the tun 
of despatch, to suit the convenience of Prince Edward Island. 

I may add, that I have neither heard nor received any complaint from the^Deputy Postmaster. Genenli 
or the public, from New Brunswick, respecting the present scheme, and haveevery reason to! believe tlia- 
they are perfectly satisfied with the existing arrangement. 

If it is so desirable that more time should be given to the people in Prinee Edward IsUnd Bow.thiD 
formerly, for the preparation of the English Correspondence, I cannot see why a sacrifice of oariveseol 
scheme should be made, to meet such an emergency ; ior, to again interfere with the fixed days and 
hours, not acted upon through the interior of the country (which is now working so well), would, I id 
of opinion, give general dissatisfaction in this Capital, as the present days of despatch and arrival are & 
admirably suited to the mercantile transactions of this community. 

Under these circumstances, I am led to the conclusion that it would be very unadviaable to make ut 

alteration in the present arrangement, and would respectfully beg to suggest, that if the anticipated 

benefits of changing the Mails days are so great, an Express Mail, with the English Correspondence, 

ich a day, and at such an hour, as will ensure \a wrijvi it

His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor having come to the Council Chamber, and 
being seated, the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod, received His Excellency's 
Commands to inform the House of Assembly, that it is His Excellency's pleasure, that 
they do attend him in the Council Chamber instanter, and the Members present having 
appeared at the Bar, the President of the Council addressed them as follows : — 

Gentlemen — ^ 

I am commanded by His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor to acquaint you, 
that His Excellency does not intend to declare the cause of calling this General As- 
sembly, until there be a Speaker of the House of Assembly ; and therefore, you, Gen- 
tlemen of the House of Assembly, are to repair to the place where the House of 
Assembly usually meet, and there proceed to the Election of a fit person to be your 
Speaker, whom you are to present to His Excellency here immediately, for His 
approval.

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The Gentlemen of the House of Assembly then withdrew, and in a short time re- 
turned, when Alexander Rae, Esqnira addressed His Excellency and stated, that 
agreeably to His Excellency's Command, the House of Assembly had proceeded lo 
the Election of a Speaker, and that their choice had fallen upon him. 

The President of the Council then replied, 

Alexander Rae, Esquire — 

I am commanded by His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor, to acquaint yoa, that 
he hath so good an opinion of your integrity, diligence and sufficiency for execnling 
the important office to which you nave been elected, that His Excellency is perfectl; 
satisfied with the choice which the House of Assembly have made, and doth allow tA 
confirm you to be their Speaker. 

The Speaker then addressed His Excellency as follows : — 

May it please your Excellency — 

As you have been pleased to approve of the choice of the House of Assembty, ii 
appointing me to be their Speaker, it now becomes my duty as such, to request of jov 
Exceltwcy, as the |Hivilege of the House, that the Monbers thereof may be freed fnm 
arrest ; that they may have freedom of Speech in their Debates, and have free accw 
to your Excellency on all occasions ; and I do in their name and behalf claim all tbeir 
ancient rights and privileges. 

Then the President of the Council replied iathfl fbllowing words : — 

Mr. Speaker — 

I am commanded by His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor to say, that Hii 
Excellency being fully assured of the prudoice, loyalty, and good affection of tte 
House of Assembly, most willingly grants them all their privileges, conformably t> 
ancient usage, the Laws of the Land, and Her Majesty's instructions. 

His Excellency was thea pleased to open the Session with the foltowing Speech :-

Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly : 

I have assembled you at the earliest possible period after the General Election, ul 
I am confident that ycm wilt a|^y yourselvea wiih zeal, and diligence, to the consider- 
atioD of such measures aa may tmd to promote the welfare of th* Cohmy.

You will, I am sore, unite with me in gratefally aeknowledging the goodoest of 
Providence in arerting from oar shores that fatal diseaae which has ravaged to 
many countries, and in blessing with an abundant harvest the labors of the industrious 
iiusbandman. 

The Imperial Parliament has passed an Act enabling Colonial Legislatures to 
regulate their internal Posts, and I am happy to think that we may now look for the 
establishment of a moderate and uniform rate of Postage throughout British North 
America. 

The important change which has taken place in the Navigation Laws of Great 
Britain cannot fail to interest yon deeply. Among other results from that change, I 
hope for a considerable increase in the demand for our Island Vessels — a trade in which 
I believe we can compete^ on at least equal terms, with any British Colony. 

Since the last Session, the removal of restrictions upon our commercial intercourse 
with the United States, has engaged my attention ; and from the unanimity of feeling 
which prevailed among the Members of the Executive of the different Provinces, who 
met at Halifax last Autumn, together with the desire of Her Majesty's Government to 
give efiect to any well considered measures which may benefit these Colonies, I trust 
that oar Commerce will receive its full share of the advantages which may be expected. 

You are aware that Acts to authorize the reciprocal interchange of staple produc- 
tions with this Island have been passed by the Legislatures of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Canada ; and I recommencf for your consideration the propriety of 
responding to them with that spirit of liberality and kindly feeUng which should cha- 
racterize our relations with the sister Frovmces. 

I would also suggest for your consideration the expediency of an alteration in the 
Act for the recovery of Small Debts ; its present operation pressing heavily on the 
Public funds, which in many cases, are burdened with the maintenance of debtors 
confined in the Jiuls of the several Counties. 

Mr. Speaker, and Oentlemen of the House of Assembly : 

The Acconnta f<M- the past, and the Estimates for the current year, will be laid before 

you. 

I feel confident of your readiness to provide for the due performance of the Public 
Service ; and yoa may be assured that the utmost economy will be observed by the 
Executive, in the expenditure of the Public Moneys intrusted to its disposal. 

Jtfr. Presidentt and Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council : 

Mr. Speaker, and Oentlemen of the House of Assembly : 

You will perceive with satisfaction an improvement in the Revenuef which, though 
slight, may be taken as an indication that the productive resources of the Island are 
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beginning to recover from the state of depression under which they soffo'ed. The 
increase in the registered tonnage of Shipping during the past year is also gratiijiiig. 

I have received replies to your Addresses to the Ctueen, which were intrusted torn; 
care, and they shall be immediately laid before you. 

I shall communicate with you, as usual, by Message, upon all matters of Ptdtlic 
interest, which it may be necessary to submit for your consideration during the pro- 
gress of the Session. 

I now leave you to the discharge of your important duties, and as the prosperity nS 
the Colony is my anxious desire, you mar rely up<« my cordial support and to- 
operation in all measures which have for their object the advancement of the true 
interests and happiness of the people of Prince Edward Island. 

The Speech being ended, and the House of Assembly having withdrawn. Bis Ex- 
cellency was pleased to retire. 

Prayers were then read.

We, the Members of Her Majesty's Legislative Council, in General Assembly 
cearened, offer to your Excellency our respectful thanks for the Speech with which 
your Excellency opened the present Session of the Legislature. 

We assure your Excellency, that we entertain an earnest purpose to deliberate upon 
such questions as may come under our consideration with a view to the public welfare. 

We lament with your Excellency the death of the Queen Dowager of England, who, 
by her great and eminent virtues, so truly adorned the high and illustrious station she 
occupied. 

We join with your Excellency in the expression of thankfulness to Almighty God^ 
for His merciful goodness in preserving this Colony from the fearful disease which has 
been so fatal in many other Countries, and in blessing, with abundant returns, the 
labors of the industrious Husbandman. 

We trust that the Act passed by the Imperial Government, to enable the Colonial 
Legislatures to regulate their internal Postage, will result in the establishment of 
moderate and uniform Rates of Postage throughout Her Majesty's Possessions in 
British North America. 

The alteration which has been made in the Navigation Laws of Great Britain, must 
liare an extensive influence upon the Commercial affairs of this Colony, and we hope 
that the benefits anticipated by your Exceilency will be fully realized. 

We consider the removal of restrictions upon our commercial intercourse with the 
United States, as matter deserving the earnest and favorable consideration of the 
Legislatures of these Provinces, and we trust, that under the wise and fostering 
Boperintendence of the Imperial Government, such measures will be taken as shall 
secure to this Island its fair share of the advantages which may justly be expected to 
ensue from a judicious arrangement of so important a negotiation. 

We are happy to learn that Acts to authorize the reciprocal interchange of their 
■taple productions, have been passed by the other Provinces. We hope to enter upon 
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the ccmsideration of these Ads with the liberality and kindlj feeling whicti your Ex- 
cellency recomm«ids. 

We shall readily concur in such amendments of the Small Debts Act as may appear 
likely to remedy the evils pointed out in your Excellency's Speech. 

The improvement in the Revenue, and the increase in the registered tonnage d 
Shipping, during the past year, as indications that the productive resources of tbe 
Island, are gradually recovering from the late state of depression, are highU 
gratifying. 

When the Despatches alluded to by your Excellency are, in their dae course, 
brought under the deliberation of this Branch of the Legislature, we shall be prepared 
to give them that attention which their importance may demand. 

All other matters connected with the general welfare and interests of this Colons, 
shall receive our most respectful consideration. 

We acknowledge, with great satisfaction and thankfulness, the assurance contaioet 
in your Excellency's Speech of your anxious desire to co-operate in all meaauret 
which have for their object, the advancem^t of the true interests and happiness ofllH 
People of Prince Edward Island.

^t law, so long as he shall continue in office, and I am happy to understand, that 

' point, an arrangemenC satisfactory to all parties has been agreed upon. 
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But there are also other Officers whose emolaments hftTe been hitherto partly derived 
from Imperial fands, whose claims must form a necessary part of the compact. It ii 
obvious that the claims of each individual to a continuance of the emoluments of hia 
office, must be affected by the greater or less length of the period for which he msj 
have held it, and by the circumstance of his having sacrificed any other advantage, pro- 
fession or occupation, for the purpose of accepting it> or otherwise. The adjustment oi 
these details has been left by Her Majesty's Government to my diBcreti4Hi. 

After mature consideration, I have come to the conclusion that it is only necessar; 
to make permanent provision for three of these gentlemen, in the eveot of their relin- 
quishing their offices, namely, the Attorney General, the Colonial Secretary and Re- 
gistrar of Deeds, and the Treasurer ; vhoseservices extend over periods ranging from 
thirty-five to twenty-two years. I think that the whole charge to be borne by the Co- 
lonial Revenue for their pensiiHis, need not exceed the stua of jC600 currency, po 
annum. 

Had the Assembly, instead of prematurely calling upon me to change the whole of 
the Executive Council, complied with these preliminary conditions, I should thee bare 
been enabled to report to Her Majesty's Government, that the obstacles which existed 
to the surrender of the Crown Revenues, being removed, the time had in my opinioo 
arrived, when the control of the Revenues of Uie Grown should be transferred to the 
Colony; and further, to recommend that I should be authorized to take the necessarj 
steps for the introduction of the sy^em of Responsible Gorehunent into this Island. 

- The Asiembly htM holrever thought fit to poirsu^ a dfflhreal teom^ andfhas- refused 
to grant the Supplies necessary for the Government t^tbe CoploKy, abandiiag. also tlie 
discharge of its legislative duties at a time when matters of high importance, not axAj 
to this Island, bat to the British North American Provinces generally, are before it. 
I sincerely regret this, because I fear Uiat the Colony may stwer deep and lasting is- 
)ury frtMU these proceedings.

Her Majesty's Giovemment hftv« now had for some 
months under their serioos consideration the subjects 
af your recent Despatdiea, No. 31, of 4th May last, 
ncloaing a Kll to provide for die payment of the Civil 
E^abhshment of the current year, and an Address 
^m the House of Amembly to the Queen, proposing 
certain conditkun on whieb that Body expreuei its 



vrillingnesa to make permanent provision for the same 
object— No. 23, of 18th May, and No. 50, of 18th Sep- 
tember, enclosing Memorials from several gentlemen 
whose official salaries are affected by the Bill. 

a. Pending the further discussion of the great ques- 
tions involved in that Address, I have advised Her 
Majesty to confirm this Act, and an Order in Council 
for that purpose wiU accordingly be transmitted to you 
on the fost opportunity. 
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a. With respect to the Crown Revenuea, Her Majes- 
ty'» GoTemmeat is prepared to surrender the revenuei 
derived from the Spirit Duties, and B«le of Crown 
Lands, and the (^uit Kenta when they revert to the 
Crown, to the cootroul of the Legislature, on the reser- 
vation, by permanent laws, of a Civil List, to ensure 
tho due performance of certain public services. 

4. As the salary of the Lieutenant Governor is at 
present discharged out of the Parliamentary vote, and 
I have no reason to suppose that Parliament ia likely to 
withdraw that provision. Her Majesty's Government do 
not consider it necessary to place it as a part of the 
permanent charges to be borne upon the Civil List, if 
the Legislature is willing ia other respects to provide 
adequately for the necessary services, and to preserve 
the interests of present holders of office to the extent 
which I shall presently point out. 

5. There is, however, a sum of £130 which has 
hitherto been paid by the Imperial Government towards 
the Lieut. Governor's contingent expenses, and which 
is now discontinued front the estimate. Although I 
regret that the Legislature should, in their recent Act, 
have evinced no disposition to supply the loss of this 
sum, yet I do not consider that its retention ought to be 
made a conditioa of the compact between the Crown 
and the Assembly. 

0. Prospectively therefore, and afler vacancies in 
the offices now held by officers hitherto paid partly or 
wholly from Imperial funds, 1 do not consider it neces- 
sary that any items should be placed on the Civil List 
beyond those which are necessary for the administration 
of justice; of which the principal, and periiaps the only 
one, is the salary of the Chief Justice of the Island. 

7. The amount of this proposed permanent Civil 
List, Her Majesty's Government are prepared to leave 
wholly to the discretion of the Legislature. They con- 
sider the question of the salary to be attached to any 
particular office under your Qovemment, paid from 
Colonial funds, as one which belmigs excluMvely to that 
Body in ^e stage now reached by the cunmuni^ of 
Prince Edward Island. 

8. My own opinion indeed, founded on observation 
of the progress of such rising communities, is that in 
many insttmees a very extensive reduction of Salaries 
is a false economy. Its tendency is to cause offices <^ 
importance to be filled by men incapable of performing 
their duties, and work ill executed is ultimately found 



to be (be moat costly. But this is an opinimi only, tab- 
ject to modificatiim according to the exigencies of um» 
and circumstances, and one which I can have do wish 
to impote, oontrary to th^r judgment, on the Legisla- 
ture. 

. But Her Majesty's GoTemment feel it thnrdat; 
not to assent to any terms which shall involve lubstu- 
tial injury to existing holders of office. The case of 
the Chief Justice appears to them to be one in wludi 
they are bound to recognize a strong subsi^i^ claim 
on the Crown Kavemes; a claim which 'A is impossibie 
in justice to disregard. That gentleman has been for 
more than twenty years in the public service : be ilaicf 
that he baa lectntly surrendered £100 a year kt Ibe 
furtherance of a measure for the better administntiai 
of justice in the Island. And independently erf' these 
peculiar claims to oonsaderation. he has for many yean 
been maintained in the receipt of the present salary fiiBD 
ParUamentary sources, and has therefore had eitij 
reason, abort of an actual pledge of the public feidi. In 
expect its eontlnaanee. It is therefore impossible lor 
Her Majes^'s Government to surrender the Cron 
Revenues, unless the Chief Justice's present sahuy be 
secured to him by peraunent Uw, so long aa he ahiS 
continue in office, or unless some arrangement sst»- 
factory to himself should be made respecting aretiiiiig 
pennoD. 

10. With respect to the other gentlemen whose cnw- 
luments have been hitherto partly derived from thePu* 
liamentaiy vote, namely, the Attorney General, tbe 
Colonial Secretary and Registrar of Deeds, the Survejoc 
General, and the Prothonotary and Cleric of the Cton, 
I feei some difficulty in giving you positive direditni » 
to the extent to ii4uch you are to cMisider their diuoB 
on the Crown Revenues, (that is, the claims of ibc 
existing holders of those offices) as fbrming a neceasuT 
part of the compact. It is obvious that the claims of 
each individual to a continuance of the present emohi- 
ments of his office, will be much afiected by the gresl«f 
or less length of the period for which he may have btkl 
it; and by the circumstance of his having sacrificed ini 
otiier aivaotages, profession w oeeupation, for the put- 
pose of accepting it, or otherwise. 

11. A large put of their official emolonKnUappeus 
also to be derived from other sources than the Firiu- 
mentary vote, and widiout a fiiUer knowledge of tbeir 
respecttve cues than I pos««sa,IcaaacaKelygtvefoii 
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pontiv« directiona retpecUng thein. I must therefore 
leare the adjaetment of details respecting them, in the 
Civil List cMnpact, to your own diacretion. 

12. I must, howerflr, except from these directions 
the salary of the Provo«t Marshal — that office being a 
nnecure, the laainteBance of the salary cannot be pro- 
perly made a term of the intended compact, in opposi- 
tion to the wishes ef the Aseembly, 

13. When these questions are settled, Her Majesty's 
Govemnient will be prepared to surrender the Crown 
Revenue to the Cohtuial Legislature. Nor does it seen 
neceasary tba.i an arrangeinent made ft» this purpose, 
should be abandoned because the establislunent of what 
is termed "Responsible Govemmeot " does not tabe 
place at the same thne. 

14. I propose for the present to advise Her Majesty 
to decline complying with the prayer of the Address of 
the Assembly of the 17th March last, that the system in 
question may be brought into immediate operation in 
Prince Edward Island. I retain the opinion, the grounds 
of which were fully expressed in my Despatch of 1st 
January last — namely, that the Colony has not yet 
reached that stage in its progress which renders it pos- 
sible that such a scheme of Gorenunent can be advan- 
tageously established. 

15. But even were this otherwise, it would evidently 
be premature for Her Majesty to pledge herself to 
sanction the various chooges. which its establishment 
would involve, until the Legislature should have con- 
sidered the case <^ those officers whose position would 
be affected by it, and the provisiiHi which ought to be 
made fbr existing interests. It spears to me essentia) 
that the necessary arrangements fbr this purpose should 
be efi^cted befoTehond, and should not be left, after the 
pledire has been given and cannot be recaUed, to chance, 
and to the opinions which may prevail in a Body so 
fluctuating as a popular Legislature. For with all con- 
fidence in the intentions of the present Assembly, it is 
imposnblo to anticipate, on such subjects, the views 
which may influence a new one. 

16. Onthia point indeed tbelanguageofthe Address 
is not perfectly clear to me. It states (m the terms of 
the Address of 1847^ that owing to the limited resources 
of the Cobny, and its inability to bear the expense of 
Pensions, the prayer of the House is, " Hiat such a 
'* system ofpeparlmentalGoTorament as would involve 
" the rewgnation of the offices of Treasurer, Colonial 



" Secretary, Attorney General and Surveyor General, 
" on their being left in a minority in the EJzecutive 
" Council, should not be extended to us, but that it 
" should at all times be the duty of such public officers, 
" if forming part of the Provincial Administration, to 
" give a constitutional support to the measures of Go- 
" vemment." 

17. But the officers in question cannot be compelled 
to take part, as Councillors, m measaies of which they 
attd the party to which they may have hitherto attached 
themselves, disapprove. Snch compulsion, besides its 
injustice, would be the certain way of impeding and 
neutralizing the measures themselves. I conclude 
therefore that it is meant that they ^ould retain their 
offices, but cease to be members of the Executive 
Council. Tha, on the other hand, would deprive that 
Body of much of its efficiency, its utility to the Gfover- 
nor, and its title to public respect. 

18. I cannot, therefore, think that the scheme, as 
now propounded, is ripe for adoption. In the meantime 
it appears to me, that Prince Edward Island, although 
without that which is now usually understood by the 
term Responsible Govemmmt, has practically enjoyed 
of late years all the advantages which that system is 
intended to secure. I would repeat what I stated to 
the Lieutenant Governor of Nova Scotia, at the outset 
of the arrangement fbr the change of Qovemment in 
that Colony: — "It cannot be too distinctly acknow- 

' ledged that it is neither possible nor desirable to 
'' carry on the Government of any of the British Pro- 
'* vinces in North America in opposition to the opinion 
* of the Inhabitants." The people of Prince Edward 
Iriand are entitled to this acknowledgment, as much 
as those of the other Provinces. The question is one 
of means only, not of the end. The Island is now go- 
verned by a Legislature, of which one Branch is freely 
elected by the great body of the People, and the Exe- 
cutive powers are placed in the hands of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, who knows that he shonld conduct his 
Govenunent in accordance with the principles above 
laid down, that is, in such manner as to meet, as far as 
possible, the wishes of the community. 

19. The lieutenant Governor is assiited also in the 
performance of his duties by gentlemen selected ftom 
those of the mhabitants of the Colony who were con- 
sidered to be the most capable of performing with 
advantage to the public the dutiea of their several 
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offices; nor is then an/ objection to confaning tbeie 
offices, as they fall vacant, gn Members of the Asseio- . 
bly, though it seems desirable, in the present state of 
society, that those to whom a share in the Executive , 
Govenunent is thus entrusted, should eease to bold 
■eats in the Legislature. 

SO. Hiis system of Administration, honestly end 
faithfully carried into effect, must give to the Colony 
ail the practical advantages of self-govenunent, as 
completely as if it were required that the principal 
offices of the Executive Government should be hehl by 
Members of the Legislature possessing the confidence 
oftbe majority of the Assemlity. Indeed I must observe, 
in passing, that the union of Executive duties with the 
character of a Member of the Legislature is not only 
not required, but is generally prohibited by the Consti- 
lutions of the States of the American Union, in which 
the principle of self-govenuDent is supposed to be car^ 
tied to the utmtwt, and if the people of the Island 



require securify fw the tiiture, they could not find a 
stronger me than in the total absence of iutereit, is 
well as of any other motive, on the part oftbe Impehil 
Government, to render the adminiitration of their tfiain 
otherwise than acceptable to themselves. The coimec- 
tion between the Colony and the Parent State, is me 
which it is among the highest objects of Her ilajeHjt 
Government to maintain, but so &r only as it id cto- 
ducive to the mutual interest and mutual satis&ctiop of 
both. In the present rtate of politicai society, and vail 
the free Institutions which now prevail in the Motkr 
Country and Colony alike, mutual goodwill can coiigu- 
tute the only real tie between them.

Laws, which, in conformity with the recommendatioa^ 
contained in our First Report, had been repealed, or 
consolidated during the Session. We find that a ielea 
exists m the Acts now in force for the relief of InsolTeiii 
Debtors. The Second and Third Sections of 7 Vk. 
cap. 3, on that subject were repealed by 11 Vic car 
37, but the references in the subsequent parts o[^f 
former Act, to the Sections so repealed, were not uneix^ 
ed so as to assist the provisions of II Vic. cap. 27, vii 
are thus rendered, to a certain extent, inopentiTc— 
We recommend therefore, that 7 Vic cap. 3, utd H 
Vic. cap. 37, being Acts for the relief of Inwlnni 
Debtors, should be repealed, and their provisions R- 
enacted in one Statute. We have aocwdingly dnfie^ 
an Act for that purpose, whjcb will be avbnikted lo ti* 
consideratioD of the Legislature. We shall also nibmi 
the Draft of an Act consolidating the fmrwons of ib« 
Road Compensation Acts. Thna i* one Chtjtei wiU 
be contained the proviaionB oftbe foUowiog Act btiK

It wax originallf proposed that this Act should have 
b«en passed during the last Session of the Legislature, 
but so many other Statutes required attention that it 
was round imposuble to do so. The Act on this latter 
subject was drained by the Law Clerk to the late House 
or.\$BeinbIy, under the directions of that House. 

In printing the new edition of the Statutes we have 
omitted all but the titles of the Acts above reconunend- 
ed for consolidation, and have left blanks in the margin 
to them for marginal notes, which the Contractor has 
undertaken to print in, so soon as said consolidating 
Acta are passed. We were of opinion that it would be 
iocurring a useless expense, to reprint Acts, which we 
knew would be consolidated and repealed. We beg 
Ic&ve, therefore, respectfully to recommend, that 
order to facilitate the reprint, and to enable us to issue 
■he Srst Volume immediately, the above Acts, consoli- 
daling the Road Compensation Acts, and the Acts for 
(he ReUef of Insolvent Debtors should receive the early 
altenlion of the Iiegislature. 

We have lodged in the offices of the Deputy Protho- 
■Hrtary in King's and Prince Counties, of the Protho- 
notiry and Registrar of Deeds in Q,ueen'B County, full 
Copies of the last edition of the Statutes down to the 
^DdoftheActi passed during the last Session of the 
Legislature, duly signed and certified by us, according 
to the directions of 12 Vic. cap. 23, aad we have, in 
accordance with the powers given us by said Act, omit- 
ted in the new edition, bH those Acta relating to titles 
loLand, which hare expired, been executed, or repealed, 
hut which, under the original Act for reprinting the 
l^ws, we were required to reprint. Thus the size ofthe 
Volume has been materially decreased. 

As regards the progress which has been made in 
printing the new edition of the Laws, we have to re- 
pQit, that one Volume has been completed, and two 
<:<ipies thereof have been bound up for the use of the 
L<egislature. When the Contract for printing the Laws 



was «Dtered into, it was only provided that one general 
Index at the end ofthe Second Volume should be com' 
piled and printed. We think, however, that it would 
be advisable to prepare and print a separate Index to 
each Voliune, die more especially, as, of necessity, the 
First Volume, already printed, will be in the bands of 
the Public some time before the Second can be finished, 
and if left without an Index will be very incomplete. — 
Should our views on this subject, meet with the appro- 
bation ofthe Legislature, we will immediately prepare 
the Index to the First Volume, and then all the other 
copies can be bound up with the Index, and be ready 
(or delivery within a short period, 

Wfl have paid particular attention to the execution 
ofthe Work, and have corrected the errors of the 
Press. 

The First Volume contains 824 pages, and embraces 
all the Statutes now in force, down to (he year 1844, 7 
Vic. cap. 32, inclusive. Thus, the Acts which in the 
old edition occupied 1814 pages, now extend over SM, 
a reduction of 1020 pages. 

^Wfl can now, with an approach to certainty, stale what 
will be the total expense^of reprinting the Laws. On 
account ofthe omission of obsolete Statutes under the 
powers given us by 12 Vic. cap. 23, the amount will be 
much less than we estimated it at in our former Report - 
We think, that the Second Volume, together with the 
Index to the First, and general Index to the Second 
Volume, will occupy 976 pages. 

In our former Report, we made the following esti- 
mate:

In such case, we think 
that another annual item of expense for printing may be 
saved, that ia to say, as the Session Laws are always 



published by authority in the Royal Gazette Newspaper, 
copies of which might be forwarded to all the Ha^ijtrues 
and PubUc Officers, it would be unnecesaary, further lo 
print them in their usual Pamphlet form, as they irill be 
printed in the new edition of the X>ews, which will be 
ready, we anticipate in or about September next. Tfae 
amount of expense, thus saved, would be about £i^, 
which added to former amount of £106 8a., saved bf 
omission of Acts, under authority of 12 Vic. cap. 33, 
&c., will, together, make a difference in favor of Ihe 
Government of £176 8s. All which matters we icost 
humbly submU to your Excellency's consideration.

You have doubtless been informed through the ordi- 
nary channels of intelligence, of the disastrous loss, 
which the Legislature and People of this Province have 
sustained, in the total destruction, by fire, of the Build- 
ings in which the Sittings of the Provincial Parliament 
are held, by a riotous assemblage, on the 26th of April 
last. 

Of the many deplorable consquences which have re- 
sulted from this outrage, the entire destruction of the 
valuable Libraries attached to the two Houses of the 
Legislature, and which contained in all about 25,000 vol- 
umes, may be reckoijjed as among the greatest. In this 
instance, especially, the loss has fallen, not merely up- 
on the Parliament itself, but generally upon the people 
of the Province, who by the liberality of the Members 
of both Houses, are permitted access to the Books, in 
default of other opportunities for literary gratification 



and research, there being no other Libraries in Canadi, 
of any magnitude, to which the public are admitted. 

In the Session of Parliament which has just tennioa- 
ted, a general anxiety was manifested among Memben 
that efforts should be made to replace the Collection, a I 
Boonaapracticable. The existing state of the Frovincitl I 
finances, however, not warranting, for the present, any 
considerable out-lay on this behalf, our efforts for the 
re-construction of the Library, are unavoidably po«- 
poned until another year, when it is in contemplition lo 
establish one joint Library, for both Houses of the 
Legislature, to which, there is no doubt, the Public Till 
be as freely admitted as heretofore. 

Meanwhile, as it has been thought that much sjmpt- 
thy could be felt by our feBow-subjects in the sister Co- 
lonies, and in the United Kingdom, for the calamitcw 
event which has occasioned bo serious a deprivation lo 
the People of Canada, I have been empowered by tbc 
Legislative Assembly to communicate officially with (be 
principal Representative Bodies in America and Eog- 
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land, acquainting them of the extent of our loss, and 
soHciting their generous assistance in our eadeavours to 
replace the Liibrai7, by sending us copies of such Le- 
gislstire Joumab, Statutes, or other printed docu- 
ments, as could be spared, to be deposited therein. 

I shall therefore esteem it a great favor if you will 
kindly aid our undertaking by obtaining for us a Copy 
of such Works, whether official publications or other- 
wise, as you might think would prove desirable acquisi- 
tions, and could conveniently send. In so doing you 
would be conferring a favor upon the Canadian public, 
which it would at all times afiord them the highest gra- 
tification to reciprocate. Any expense connected with 
this, we would, of course, cheerfully de&ay, and should, 
at the same lime, remain largely your debtors, for any 
such friendly donations.

And wliereas it is expedient to revoke an Order in '

ons of an Act (now repealed) passed in the eleventh ; 
year of the reign of Her Majesty, intituled " An Act '

I wish to direct your attention, and that of your 
SxecutiTe Council, to the proTisions of the Act 12 and 
13 Victoria, Cap. 66, for enabling Colonial Legisla- 
turea to constitute Inland Posts. 

2. That Act was passed by the Imperial Parliament 
in order to carry into execution, as far as lay within 
its ProTince, the Resolutions embodied in an approved 
minute of the ^ecutive Council of Canada, drawn up 
after communication with certain Members of the Exe- 
cutive Council of Nova Scotia, and dated 10th June, 
1848, a Copy of which is transmitted herewith. It ap- 
peared to Her Majesty's Law Advisers, that those Reso- 
lutions could not be carried into effect, unless an Impe- 
rial Act were previously passed, in order to repeal the 
various Statutes, under which Her Majesty's Post Mas- 
ter General had exclusive privileges in the Colonies, 
and give the Colonial Legislatures the necessary powers. 

3- As I have not had any former communication 
with you on this important subject, I am not aware 
whether you consider Prince Edward Island prepared 
lo undertake the management of its own Post Office, 
io the same manner as will now be done by the other 
North American Provinces. Should it be so, it will be 
very advantageous to complete the whole transfer by 
wmultaneouB action in the several Colonies. 

4. You will, therefore, (if you consider that there 
ate no sufficient reasons against it,) propose to the 
Legislature to pass an Act, according to the provisions 
of the Imperial Act above recited, observing especially 
that Ddtter Seotion 3 such Act cannot take effect until 
't( has reoaived the BsseBt of Her Majesty in Council 
a provision which has been adopted to insure, as far as 
posaible, uniformity in the execution of thia transfer of 
•n important branch of the Public Service in the seve- 
ral Colooiea, 

'5. With reapect to the other provisions, to be con- 

- tained in the Act to be passed by your Legislature, 

Her Majesty's ^Tprnment are fully prepared to ap- 

prora of those wUich are embodied in the minute of the 

Canadian Executive Council abors referred to, and 



which the Canadian Legislature made the founduicn 
of an Act passed in its last Session, of which a Copfij ; 
annexed for your information. They are especulir 
sensible of the importance of maintaining the principle. | 
that there should be but one uniform rate for the eiii^ie ' 
Letter throughout the whole of the North Ajnencan 
Provinces, and that no Province should levy a transri 
rate on the correspondence transmitted &om another. 

6. There would, likewise, be great advantage in t 
simultaneous transfer of the accounts of the seienl 
Post Offices on the same day from the Post Macter 
General to the Provincial Authorities, through tbe : 
Officers of the Imperial Post Office, now adminisleriDg 
the Department under his control. For obvious rea- 
sons, that day, if possible, should be a quarter diy. 

7. As there is great advantage in avoiding the coid- 
plication of correspondence with the several ColoDie!. | 
by naming a day beforehand; I propose the 6th Ocio- j 
ber, next ensuing, as the day on which it would be 
most convenient, that the transfer should take place 
simultaneously in Canada, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, and also in Prince Edward Island, if practicable. . 
You will signify to the Governor General, (to vbum 1 ' 
have made the same communication,) whether this daj 
will be suitable in your opinion, and that of your ad- 
visers. Should this be otherwise, further coiretpond- 
ence will become necessary. 

6. It will, however, in my opinion, not be advisable : 
that this day should be fixed, specifically, in the Ad i" : 
be passed, as this would occasion inconveniescc, >i I 
unfoTseen circumstances should render a postpoaemw' 
of the day desirable. It will be better, that the dsr !

9. Another point wit] necessarily engage youi itlcn- ' 
tion. The existing Post Office Acts, in this Country, | 
contain various criminal provisions, under which manv j 
actions, which when committed by other Indindaal' | 
are either venial, or mere breaches of trust, becoc* ' 
serious offences in the eye of the Law, and are punisheJ 
with great severity when Monnitted by Officen of i^c 
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Post Office. I ia«7' Nfer fou, on this iubject, to the 
Imperial Acts 5 Geoi^ 3, Cap. 35; 1 Victoria, Cap. 
33i and 1 Victoria, Cap. 36, as it ai^ean that these 
EaactmentH relate in terau to offences regarding Let- 
ters, &c., under the control of the Post Master General 
oolj; it should seem that they will no longer be in force 
in the Colonies afler the transfer; and it will be advisa- 
ble, that the Legislature should adopt the criminal pro- 
tisioDS <^ these Acts, or others which may appear 
fqually efiective for the purpose. 

10. 1 have addressed Despatches, to a eimilar efiect, 
(0 the Lieutenant Governors of Nova Scotia and New 
BiuQswick, and shall be glad to hear that measures are 
in progress for carrying into execution this important 
object.

MiT IT Plkase tour Excbllbnct; 

The attention of the Committee of the Executive 
Council has been c^led to the importfuit sul^ect of the 
Prorincial Post Office, by the arrival in this Province, 
ud at the Seat of Government, of the Honorable Mr. 
Uniacke, from the Sister Province of Nova Scotia, 
bringing Letters to your £xcollency from the Lieuten- 
ant Governor of that Province, showing him to be 
authorized to explain the views of the Government 
Ibere to the Authorities in this Colony, with the object 
of arranging a plan for the united actron of the Colonial 
Govemmenta on this interesting subject. 

Mr. Uniacke, being thus authorized, submits a me- 
morandiuB explanatory of the intentions and opinions of 
tbe Grovemment of Nova Scotia; which memorandum 
^ Conuaittee of Council hare taken into their most 
ailesltve consideration. 

h appears that, in anticipatioa of some Legislative 
frovIsioQ by the Imperial Forliaaient, an Act was 



passed by tbe Legislature of Nova Scotia, giving the 
Executive Government full powers of acting in the 
premises, should they be placed in a condition so to act 
by the Imperial Authorities. 

The Post Master General of England, by his Report 
to the Right Honorable the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty's Treasury, on the ISth August, 1818, 
on behalf of Her Majesty's Government, consented to 
resign his control over the Post Office of British Ame- 
rica upon certain couditioas which will still retain in 
effect tbe advantages of a Central Government. These 
conditions are as follow: 

First. That no transit Postage shall be charged on 
Letters between the Provinces for the cost of convey., 
anoe through any Province, 

Second. That Two-penoe, Sterling, the half ounce, 
shall alone be charged on Letters, by British Mails, 
between Great Britain and British America, and that 
this stipulation shall extend to Countries with which 
Postal Conventions may exist, and that Her Majesty's 
Government may demand such concession in their 
favor. If the rate be reduced on Provincial Letters, 
the benefit of such reduction to extend to the United 
Kingdom, and those CountriBs referred to. The rate 
to be collected according to the British scale. 

Thirdly. 7%at pre-^ayment of Postage shaU remain 
optional. Each Province shall keep the amount it col- 
lects, 80 aa to avoid the necessity for complicated ac- 
counts. That a uniform system throughout British 
America is desirable, and is also the most equitable. 

Lastly. That the Packet Postage belonging to the 
United Kingdom, and which in the Lower Provinces 
has hitherto been applied towards the general Expendi- 
ture of the Department be remitted to England, and 
that the transit Postage which may become due to the 
United States, for the coBveyance of the British Mails, 
should be defrayed in equal proportions, by Cuiada 
and the United Kingdom. 

The Committee of the Executive Council fiiUy con- 
cur in the opinion, that a uniform rate of cheap Postage 
in these Colonies should be established. There is no 
subject upon which public opinion is so united. Under 
the system which prevails at present, the Post Office is 
only used when no oj^rtuoities occur lor evading; the 
regulations. The rates of Postage forbid the tnma^ 
mission of enclosures, unless when it cauiot ho a/roifiti. 
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ud Mnm^oBdencs ii limited bj considentions ot «ip 
pesBfl found to be opprcMive in all claMes of Societjr. 

Iluq atat« of th« Pod Office in the Colony is found 
to be the more oppresaive, becsuae rerenue from that 
■ource hw not been accustomed to be receired, and 
beeauu the public mind ia not diapoaed to conader aaj 
revenue, which can be derived from Postage, aa of 
mifficieot consequence to be compared with the advan- 
tage of cheap correspondence, and- moreover the auo- 
ceas of the admirable project of Penny Postage in 
Ungland, baa produced a universal conviction, that high 
rates of Postage are destructive of revenue and of the 
means of self-maintenance, to arise from the Depart- 
ment ttself. . 

Entertaining these opiniaafl, .and feeli^ that they 
ore concurred in generally, the first object of eiH[uiry, 
is, to iix. a rate which, by its amount, would not be so 
la^e as to discourage corre8p<»idence, or induce eva- 
nons of the use of the Post Office, and wbich, at the 
same time, would be sufficiei^ly high to make the Reve- 
nues of the Department defray its expenses. 

On this question the Committee of Council are of 
opinion, that the estabHshmenl of a Penny Postage, in 
preference to a rate somewhat higher, would not in- 
crease the tranfimiasion of Letters by Post, so as to 
make the Revenue of the Post Office sufficient for its 
expenses. They think that, at a considerabty higher 
rale of Postage, the correspondence through the Post 
Office would be nearly eqosl to any which conld be 
procured by a rate so low as a Fenny, while the higher 
rate would secure the Public Revense from any coaai- 
derable charge, on account of the expenses of the Post 
Office. 

The Committee are disposed to ooncsr with tbe G>o- 
vemment of Nova Scotia, in fixing the rate of Postage, 
on the halfHMiBoe-Letter, at nuree-pence, Cutreacy. 
, On inquit7 of the Deputy Poet Master Genecal, the 
Committee fiad, that the groes number^ Letters tran»- 
mkted through the Foat Office in Canada, i» the last 
year, is 1,673,386, which, if paid for at the unifonn rate 
Three-pence, supposing all the Letters to be tingle, or 
not over the half-ounce, would produce £23,417 6s. 6d. 
It ia estimated, that one-fifth would be a low proportion 
to add, on account of Letters over that weight, wbich 
adifitton would produce £1633 Os. 3d. To this re- 
mains to be added the Newspaper Postage, amounting 
to jEIOOO. Giving in all a Reveune of £35,000 6s. 9d. 



He whole expenditure of the Canadiaa Post Offics ii 
stated, by the Deputy Post Master General, deduttii^ 
the sum paid to the United States Port O&n, a 
£66,638 6s. 6d., which wouhl make the present expeo-^ 
diture a little more tbaa oue^ialf greater than the eoi' 
mate Revenue to arise from a Three-peDCe Postage. 

The Conunittee have no doubt, tbst the iucretsc o 
correspondence arising firom the uniform low ntet 
Postage, would, in a few years, be fiilly as large as th<l 
whole of the present correspondence, and that not od\j 
would the expenses of the Departmettt be repaid bj- n-\ 
venue, but that then wodd be a connder^le suiplut 
To make the measure advisable, it irould only be u- , 
cessary to avoid loss; and, therefcwe, in reeommeodiDg 
the adoption of the rate of Threenpence, the Conunittee 
feel that they are perfectly safe, and that there can 
arise ne danger of a continuing charge upon the Pablic 
Revenue from sneh a measure. 

The Conunittee are glad to find, that their opntioii, 
as regards this rate, is si^pdiWd by that of Hr. 
Stayner, tha Depttty Post MiMef OMMral, who, i> a 
letter to the Inspector Oeneral, uWa tiHt Mlowing Itn- 
goage:—

Letter Postage, that I am moMaad'nere iaifnttti { 
with tb* coiHietisn, thttl there uhwfld fce b«t one raie.

Qovemneat of Nova Scotls, and that of an Officer cf 
great intelligence and experience in the Departmmt at 
the Post Office, lead to the sane cAidnsiona. 

Ilie Committee would be glad te-find tkat Hh' Ma- 
jesty's Post Master General saw do objeetkin to plan 
the Inland Postage on Letten from Ae United Kiif- 
dom, and from countries with wtucbi ther4 ive Pcet^ 
Cooventions, at the same rate of 'Htree-peBce, Ctn- 
renoy, an amount so -tittle ovw the prepoeed rate of 
Two-pence, Sterling, that it is eonoeived the fcnKr 
rate cannot give riae to any serious objection. If then 
should, however, be feund any rehietaace on the ptrt 
of tha Post Master Gknaml fn sniiwisin IbenUees 
£ngliah Letteie, to the Three-pence rat* proposed, tfce 
difierencs would not present anf obatAclft te the u^ 
raogements in the minds of the CommitM*.

The Speeker of the House of Assembly then addressed His Excellency as follow- 

eth:— 

May it please Your Excelleftct ; 

On behalf of Her Majesty's faithful Commons of Prince Edward Island, I have now 
to present a Bill intituled " An Act for raising a Revenue, and appropriating part of 
the same," to which I have humbly to request your Excellency's assent. 

To which His Excellency was pleased in Her Majesty's name to give his assent. 

And then His Excellency was pleased to make the following Speech to both Houses: 

Mr. President, and Honorable Oenttemen of the Legislative Council : 
Mr. Speaker, and Qentlemen of the House of .Assembly : 
I regret that it ia not in my power to congratulate you on the results of the present 



The House of Assembly has declined to proceed with the bcal business of the Colo- 
ny, and with the consideration of those important subjects affecting the general interests 
of the British North American Provinces, to which I directed your attention. 

The Legislature has passed a Revenue Bill, to which certain appropriations of the 
Moneys levied by it, are attached. This is a proceeding of such ah unusual character, 
^at under ordinary circumstances I should have hesitated to assent to a Bill coming 
^fore me in such a shape. The matter however was urgent — the delay of a few hours 
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might, and probably would, subject the Colony to a heavy pecuniary loss, and a cor- 
responding increase of the Public Debt. This consideration alone has induced me to 
assent to a Bill which I think is objectionable both in principle and in practice. 

Two of the items of appropriation attached to the Revenue Bill, namely, the produce 
of the Land Assessment, and a sum sufficient to defray the interest on outstanding 
Warrants, would, according to law, have been applied to their respective purposes by 
the Government, even if no such appropriations had taken place. In point of fact then, 
the only provision which has been made by the Assembly for which their sanction vis 
requisite, is for the payment of the contingent expenoes of the Legislature, together 
with Fifty Pounds to the Speaker, sod Twenty-five Pounds to each Member of ibe , 
Assembly. 

It is a subject of much regret to me, that no provision has been m^de for many of ibe 
most essential wants of the Colony, bcluding Roads, Bridges, and Wharfs; Crown 
Prosecutions; the maintenance of Jails and Prisoners; Inland Mails; relief of poor 
persons ; and various items, tlie want of which will be severely felt by those classes of i 
the people which can least afibrd to loee them. I 

These arid other Supplies necessary fof thfi due performance of the public ssrrice ' 
having been refused by the Assembly, I do Hot dee that any useful purpose can be st- 
tatned by your remaining longer in Session, Uid I will therefore relieve you from further 
attendanpe, and esable yon to return U> your r^pective bome^i and occupations.

OF THEVISITER OF DISTRICT SCHOOLS FOR 
FRINGE OOVNT7. 



To the Gtfalemm of the Board i^Edticatioa; 

The School Visiter for Prince County, in discharge 
of Ibe duties confided to him, uid in compliance with 
'he proviaions of the Act for the encouragemeot of 
Bducatioa, respectfully submita the following Report 
ol' the general condition of the Schools, under his super- 
visioD, for the part year. 

The Reporter, on hia appointment, after mature con- 
■sideratioQ, deemed it advisable to conduct the Eiamina- 
tiona, as for as practicable, by fVrliing; for the purpose 
of exhibiting a Tabular View of their relative efficiency ; 
<he questions prescribed for this purpose, were selected 
Irom a series of progressive exercises compiled for the 
junior elementary Claaaes in the Central Academy; and 
Mere as much simplified as was consistent with the pre- 
servation of uniformity of requirement, and with the 
uttainmeot of the object aimed at — a systematised 
^heme for ascertaining, from year to year, the com. 
par^ive condition, improvement, or deterioration of 
Die District Schools in Prince County. And, although 
^<:veral pupils in some Schools answered satisfactorily, 



when exiunined on this method, making an allowance 
for confusion arising from the novelty of the "test; the 
average condition of all the Schools will not, as yet, 
admit of their comparative classification on this system, 
as suggested in the last Report. 

The efficiency of the District Schoola, in the mean 
time, can be ascertained with greater accuracy, by 
contrasting them as they are with what they oi^ht to be, 
and tliis exposition has, therefore, been prepared on 
that principle. However, let it be understood, that, in 
presenting a representation of these Schools in their 
worst state, the object has been to establish a criterion 
which would exhibit how far they answer their end, and 
in what respecta they ooght to be improved; also, that 
the subsequent strictures are not applicable to every 
School, for general atatementa are always subject to 
exceptions. This plan abows the dark side of the 
picture; be it however remembered, that it is relieved 
by bright spots. The Teachers in thia County, as a 
body, are faithful and successful, and the Schools, on 
the whole, in a prosperous c<mditian. The complaints 
recorded, have been stated on the emergency, with al) 
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freedom, to the putiea interested, and are aummaril/ i 
snbmitted, forths apeeial purpose preniiaed. 

The system of instruction in the SchooU, in thia 
County, is at present in a slate of transition — which ii 
chiefly to be ascribed to the influence of Literary So- 
cieties, Debating Clubs, and kindred institutions, in 
elevating the standard of Education — among the most 
prominent of the agencies in promoting this progressing 
improvement, the praiseworthy persorerence of the As- 
sociation of Teachers in Bedeque, claims distinguished 
consideration: their serial semi-monthly meetings, for 
mutual consultation, and the consideration of some 
studies in common, with a view to improve each other, 
liave been followed by beneficial results on the Schools; 
and their public lectures and discussions have awakened 
a relish for intellectusl pursuits, and afforded social en- 
joyment to the inhabitants of the Settlements in which 
these meeliogs have been held. Still, our best SchooU 
are susceptible of great improvement, and it is to be. 
regretted that Educatiok, in proportion to its relative 
importance, receives fsr less sttentioo than many other 
subjects; if the same energies were put forth for the 
support and improvement of our Schools, that are 
exerted to promote the success of other favourite 
schemes, the results would richly repay the sacrifices. 

As the Legislature of 1849 suggested to the Com- 
missioners of the Board of Education, that the School 
Returns should be as concise as possible, it has been 
concluded to dispense vrith the repetition, in this Re- 
port, of the results of the several inspections recorded 
in the Registers, and to submit only a series of connect- 
ed remarks on some or all of the most material points 
in tho organization and administration of the Schools in 
this County. 

The Visiters are expected, subject to the cantrdl of 
the Board of EMucation, to detail suggestions for the 
attainment of improved methods of instruction; and, if 
they expose erreri, they should also propose rtmtdUt. 
To afford Teachers and Trustees an opportunity of 
reference to the directions given for their guidance, as 
well OS to (iimish means for the assimilation of the gene- 
rat system of Tuition; the Reporter submits a summary 
of such of his suggestions, as, in his opinion, wiU best in. 
crease the usefulness of the Schools vithin his official 



PrewDt state of tbe SchMk. 

Th« minimum requirement that can be demanded uf 
any District School is, that it make all its pupils 
thoroughly proficient in Reading, Writing, Arilhmetir. 
and the use of the English Language. And as errors 
at the commencement of an education are more perni- 
cious than at any subsequent stage, it is indispcDsabtv 
essential that the initiatory steps should be directed bi 
competent teachers; but, unfortunately, the teaching of 
these branches has been considered a duty that anv 
one might execute. This is a fiindamental error. Tlie 
first educational impressions should be correct, the fir;) 
lessons taught, exact. To a defective method of teach- 
ing the alphabet and syllabication can be traced bad 
habits, which no after discipline can completely reroove. 

However, it is not easy to convince Teachers wedded 
to " the good old way," that the common method of teach- 
ing the alphabet affords no faciUties in the acquisition or 
correct reading, but, on the contrary, is a loss of tim«. 
and retards tho learner in the attainment of the elemen- 
tary sounds of the language. The improved naode h. 
to let children learn words first, and afterwards tli« 
letters of which tbey are made up. Time must of 
course be taken to learn the letters and their uses; hal 
instruction and amusement ought to be mingled with it. 
When Reading becomes a pleasure, acquirements are 
made rapidly, and every new acquisition is a preventive 
against ennui and disgust. A selection of common sig- 
nificant words, such as dog, eml, dear should be used, 
and the child asked to look for them in pages wherr 
they are to be found: by this process the child has the 
pleasure of seeing the use of his learning from the be- 
ginning, and if he is not allowed to read mxri* without 
connection— and, consequently, to him, without meoMu: 
— he will never ferm the food habits that cause monoto- 
nous Reading. At the risk of incnrring blame for 
digression, I advert to the pleasure I lately enjoyed on 
a forenoon visit to a Reverend friend, in witnessing his 
lady busily engaged in teaching, oa this principle, an in- 
teresting child under four years of age: he read sevenl 
small words with great ease, and seemed highly interesi- 
ed in his studies. 

The absurdity of sountfing the names of the letlen 
which compose words, to find oat the pronnnciatioo, u 
strikingly exposed by an eminent teacher, thvs: — " In 
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lie elementary flfllables, ab, eb, ib; a b, make atbee; 
^ b, make tebtt; aad i b, make eyebet. What resem- 
ilaDce have the Bouads of these syllables to their con- 
Ailuent letters? None. The same discrepancj^ will be 
Fouod in comparing the sounds of words with those of 
'^w constituents. Before a child is allowed to read 
the word eat, he must say, lee ai tee; to pronounce 
tltKh, he is directed to say, dotibleyou aiiek eye Mf 
tiUkU" This inconsieteccy arises firom confounding 
the namtt with the poteen of the letters. 

Letters and syUobles must be learned in the new, as 
rcU as ia the old method ; by a change in the time of 
leaclibg then they are acquired with less difficulty, and 
'ithout any danger of acquiring bed habits, which are 
CO difficolt to-eradicale ; many of the first years of study 
sn often worse than lost, through the want of know- 
ledge and skill in the instructor. To say nothing of the 
importance of beginning on right principles, and the 
aiivanlages it fiimishes in all subsequent progress; the 
in»le here recommended prevents loss of time, and 
much weariness and vexation of spirit; this couMdera- 
iion should be appreciated bysnch as have experienced 
ilie difficulty and drudgery of teaching the primary ele- 



Spelling, 

The sDggestions in the last Report, on the impro\-ed 
niolhods of teaching this branch, have been successfully 
adopted in some Schools; however, the conunon prac- 
tices, in this department, are objectionable, and should 
W avoided. It ia customary to spell all the words pwt 
""I, as it is called, from dissyllables to polysyllables, 
simply by naming all the letters, in their order, without 
spelling ihera lyOabieallii. The word txaminer, if spel- 
^':i \a the manner -specified, the learner simply says, 
examiner, eromincr; hut if spelled syllabically, 
ilic speller says, e n, ex, a m, am — «zam, i n, in — 
f^ajnin, e r, er — examiner. To spell words by sylla- 
bles, instead of spelling by letters, tends to fix the true 
line beiwceo the syllables in pronunciation. Take the 
*'>fi peiulUf, it makes an entire difference in the pro- 
nuQciation, whether the letter n be sounded, as belong- 
)°K to the first syllable or to the secoitd; and many, 
from defective knowledge of syllabicatioo, divide their 



words in writing successive lines, where there is no di- 
vision. \o rule should be more familiar than this, that 
if there be not space enough for the whole written word 
ae line, but a part of it is to be inserted in the next, 
and that words should be divided between syllables. 

Another fault in spelling, which is commonly charge- 
able to the teacher, consists in departing from the (rue 
pronunciation of the words, to indicate the manner in 
whiehjhey arC'to be spelled. For instanoe, if the word 
be jeopardy, the teacher wiU say, je op ar dy. Every 
word, as it is put to a scholar, should be pronounced 
precisely as it is uttered by a good reader or speaker. 

There is a variety of methods recommended for ar- 
resting and fixing the attention of scholars, while in 
classes, spelling orally. One plan is, to put out words 
successively to diSerent individuals; another, to make 
the class spell simultaneously, in measured time, but 
the surest way of arresting the attention of every child 
in the dasa, Jiuing oral exercises, is, when the teacbei- 
puts out a wosd, and waits just li»ig enough for a 
scholar to spell it mtnUUly, he then names one to spell 
the word orally. The utility of this plan increases just 
in proportion to the number belonging to the class. 
And, in Addition to the usual way of giving dictation ex- 
ejcise* on the anomities — the method pursued in the 
Central Academy, is to give out several words which 
have the same, or nearly the same sound, but of which 
the orthography differs — and require the scholars to 
compose a number of sentences which contain these 
words in jheir djffereBt senses. 

Reading. 

Good reading is the key of Knowledge, which, in tha 
hands of him who poBsesses it, will uido(^ the vast 
stof«s of wisdom and science which have been, for ages, 
accumulating. Bad readmg is eitfirely on artificial ao^ 
qnirement — resulting from faulty habits, engendered 
in leiaroing .the primary elements. Many of the imper- 
fections in reading are only capable of being properiy 
exemplified viva ooce. l^e omiwion of proper pauses 
at tha stops, and the neglect of a sufficient variety of 
expression, are prevalent errors. 

In many cases there is a want of thoroughness in in- 
struction : the chief object seems lo be to master words 
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rather Ihan things — to accumnlBte symbols instead of 
th«ir meaning. There is a great deficiency of explana- 
tioD, and the illnstratioos deducible from the lessons, are 
overlooked. Some teachers — unawares it is presumed 
->-«re in the habit of anticipating the words which the 
reader is unable to pronounce, and enunciating them 
tor him— thus depriving the scholar of that exercise of 
his faculties by which alone be can obtain proficiency. 

The scholar should be taught to prepare his lessons 
and obtain, by the use of a Bictionary, the pronunci- 
ation and definition of every word with which he is not 
familiar — he should be trained to rely on his own ac- 
quirements. 

Teachers are too apt to require a certain number of 
lessons, without being at the same time impressed with 
the importance of the rule — that nothing be paased over 
which the pupil does not clearly understand and fix in 
his mind. Better read less, and give time for questions 
and explanations. The most approved way to get a 
class to read correctly is, to have them correct each 
other by holding ap the hand, when a mistake is disco- 
vered, and the teacher's calling upon any one to correct 
it — when the sentence is read again and again, till it is 
read correctly: in this way the interest of all is increased 
in the exercise ; all become critics in reading, and im- 
prove rapidly. 

The use of Etymology, as an auxiliary to the cultiva- 
tion of intaltigenoe, has been introduced in some schools 
to a certain extent; and in a few, with considerable 
effect and success. The benefit of such exercises is 
sufficiently obvious: a skilfiil teacher may readily ren- 
der them both interesting and instructive. Every root 
that occurs in tracing the pedigree of words may be 
made an introduction to the difieront vocables derived 
from it. It needs no commentary to show how import- 
ant is the aid furnished in this manner, to the intelli- 
gence of such as acquire no classical tuition. 

'niia should not be pursued as an isolated department 
— unconnected with the ordinary lessons. Tlie true use 
of it will be found in its judicious application to deter- 
mine the exact sense of words occurring in the reading 
exercises, and this must be done in subordination to the 
general scope of the passage— for, it will be a hindrance 
and not a help, if it seduce the attei^on from the 
author's ideas to other and irrevalent matters. 



Writing and Grammar. 



In respect to Writing — such is the attention paid to 
this branch generally, that few can be said to write ill. 
In some Districts, particularly in Wilmot, Tignish Vil- 
lage, Lower Tryon, Western Bedeque, and Searlctovn. 
the style of penmanship is remarkably good. A few of 
the Teachers have a Specimen Book, in which eacli 
scholar is required weekly to write some lines as a 
sample of his skill and progress. This plan fumishea a 
comparative view of the proficiency of the pupils. 

An improvement equally mariced has been in progresi 
in teaching the elements of Grammar. This branch has 
been formerly regarded as a hard and diaagr«eable 
study, but this prejudice is giving way, and the utility 
of grammatical knowledge of the stnicturo of language 
is beginning to be appreciated. In the Central School. 
Bedeque, the senior Grammar Class was examined with 
great vigour, and evinced a good cmception of the true 
mode of teacliing that branch with real eflwct. The 
young ones in this school are also acquiring Grammar 
oraUy, and laying a foundation for a thorough knov- 
ledge of its nature and use — the same method is bkewisc 
practised in the several schools, in that section of the 
county, with creditable skill and corresp«ulii^ buccck. 
This improvement is attributable to a more just 
appreciation of the powers of children, and the bestows) 
of greater pains in adapting the matter and method of 
instruction to their capacity. 

Arithmetic. 

The greater part of the hints in the last Reporl it- 
commending the adoption of the improved methods of 
initiation and practice in this important branch, have 
been practically realised. Some scholars in severtt 
schools are considerably advanced, and calculate with 
satisfactory accuracy and expcrtness. 

The degree of dexterity in their calculations, whicli 
young people attain, by systematic practice in schocl. 
is almost incredible. 

The members of the Teachers' Society have adoptrti 
for their model in teaching this branch, the course pur- 
sued in the second department in the Central Academv. 
To test the proficiency of scholars, they have weehlv 
examinations in classes, on questions of practical utility. 
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To eiUighlen the tinderifaniling' ia the point at all timea 
to be kept ia view, and this end is to be especially aimed 
u in teaching Arithmetic: the mode in queition, in a 
great degree accompUsheB thia primary object. Every 
pupil, by this process, is thrown upon hia own resour- 
ces; it haa alao a kind of creative energy, and will put 
ID individual la poaaession of more real mental capital 
than can be obtained in any other way. 

School HoQses- 

When a Dwelling'house is to be built, how much 
fnrethought and paina are taken to secure an approved 
plan? The excellencies of several of the beM houaes, 
far and near, are combined aad adapted with improve- 
ments for that ptiTpoM. If a house ia retjuired for any 
public purpose, comprehenaive views are taken as to 
what the character of the house should be. Much inte- 
rest b felt that it should he adequate in size, and 
adapted in structure to meet the wants of the commu- 
nity. But when a bouse is to be built for the iastruc- 
tioa of youth, what narrow meagre views ore taken as 
(o what the cbanMler of that structure should be; in 
such cases, EDiricATiON is disregarded. It might per- 
haps seem like an insult against the dignity of Distriote, 
to say that in some instances, less ngaxd is had for the 
comibrt and economy of the District School-house, than 
tor the bams of the District. 

The interest taken by the proprietoiB of the School- 
houaea in Birch Hill, and Lot 11, reflects credit on 
their liberality. They have built convenient, comfort- 
able houses, which they intend to furnish with suitable 
apparatus. A good beginning has also been made in 
Tigoish Village. 

Means and Plans of ImproTement 

I have thus, in a cursory manner, passed in review 
some of the more prominent facts in the condition of 



popular education in Prince County. To my own mind, 
the conclusion is irresistible, that, with all the good that 
has been done, and is now doing, there is room for im- 
mense improvement; and without recurring minutely 
to the defects, if we look at the course of instruction in 
many of the District Schools, we cannot fail to observe 
its want of completeness, aa a preparation for the actual 
busioeas of life. 

Excepting the mechanical proceases of reading, wri- 
ting, and cyphering, youth in general carry with tfaem 
from school, into society and their various erbploymenlK, 
veiy slender attainments in any department of know- 
ledge. 

In order to make onr District Schools good sckoah, 
they must receive the united support of the community, 
and be made attractive to a superior class of teachem. 
A spirit of co-operation and liberality must he awakened. 
The position of teachers should be made more respec- 
table— 4hey should receive that consideration to which 
they are entitled by the intrinsic dignity of their voca- 
tion. It must be felt, that not only better teachers are 
wanted, but belUr cfftpfotfefs also. It should never be 
forgotten, thai the improvement of our Schools must be 
the Joint work of the people who employ, the maaters 
who teach, and the Government which superintends. 

In conclunon, let me commend, to the Board, uid 
through them to the Legislature, the importance of 
making adequate arrangements and permanent provi- 
siim for supplying our District Schools with good teach- 
ers and Buitable hooka. Theae tWo elementa of im- 
provement would eventually adapt our school system to 
the wants of the country and the age.

The Schools repotted in February last aa dosed from 
the dangerous pnoimUy of disease, were reopened imr 
mediately after its d&sappeanoce, emrijr last Spring, 
Others hare been succesaivefy opened at varioiK loca- 
Htiee, until they hare attained a Dumerical superiority 
orer those of any previous year. An augmentation is 



liao exhibited in the attendance. The ■■m^timiinr num- 
ber attanding the Distfict Schools dnriag the by past 
year, was Nine hundred and £ighty; at present they 
aaoount to Slevei; hundred and Thirty-fire, evincing an 
increase of One himdfed and Fifty-five, which, when 
deducted from Two thousand Four hundred, the com- 
puted number within the ordinary educational age in 
the County, leaves over one half of the children unpro- 
vided with the means of regular instruction. 

The number of Seholars, the daily average attend- 
ance, and the number present on the day of examination 
in each School, are discriminated in the subsequent 
absinct:

COimSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

Ottbvgrapliy. 

In no other branch is the proficiency of the children 
iimro consptcuouB than in this, evideirtly betokening the 
iiiiiiropriation of time and attention to its acquisition. 
Tho Spelling, when taken in connexion with the Read- 
Kitf Lessons, or ir<»a the columns of the Spelling-books 
til daily use, were generally correct. The chief defect 
fihiorvable in teaching it, is, the almost exclusive res- 
triction of the children to the articulate sound, without 
using the black board or alate, whence have proceeded 
1WU irregularities, viz: an imperfect acquaintance with 
ilic varieties and anomalies of monosyllabie words, and 



an erroneous orthography when transcribing from dic- 
tation, especially in words of sunilar sound, but dUfer- 
ent spelling and signification. The number of childiva 
getting initiated in the different sounds of the vowels 
and consonants preparatory to their entering on simple 
reading lessons, is about three hundred. 

Reading 

Unequivocally manifests a steady and prt^ressive im- 
provement in its character. Of the principles on which 
the art of reading with propriety and taste mainly de- 
pends, the children are pretty universally made ac- 
quainted with the pauses, accent and emphasis. Though 
instances of indistinct, dissonant, or monotonous arti-

culaliMt occurred, they were rare. Audible and b 
rate enunciation characterized th« reading of the 
majority. The most prominent defocl in imparting thia 
art, consists in hurrying the children through the ele- 
mentary stages, which, instead of accelerating their 
progress, eventually retards it. Preceptors of youth 
should bear in mind that, in reading, as weH as in every 
thing else, patient and taborioua application can alone 
produce ready shitl. The children daily instructed in 
this art, amount to Eight hundred and Tbirty-five. 
The Books principally used are, the New Testament, 
Marray'a, and the National. 

Writing. 

Disaatiafaction was ezpresaed respecting the proSci- 
eacy of the children in this department. It is now my 
pleasing duty to stale, that a marked improvement has 
taken place in it in most of the schoob then alluded to. 
The excellent custom of writing from dicttfion, is prac- 
tised in some, though not so generally as could be de- 
sired. 

These exercises consist in the transcription of prose 
and poetical jHeces, the ordinary forms of Orders, Re- 
ceipts, Promissory Notes, &c. Five Hundred and Three 
are taught this art throughout the District Scchoola. 

AriUimetlc 

Elxhibits most, next to Orthography, the effects of 
assiduous cultivation. The suggestions regarding a 
thorough mastery of the elementary rules, have been 
Buccesafully appUed, and coadsced to a surer fbnnda- 
lion and more rapid progress. 

In several schodis, all the questions [woposed were 
woiked with rapidity and precision. 

The manuals from which a knowledge of Arithmetic 
it conveyed, are Grey's, and a few of the National, in 
a limited number of the Schools. The number acquir- 
ing it is Four hundred and Fourteen. 

English GramiDar- 

Though the number acquiring a knowledge of this 
branch has angmented, it must be acknowledged that 
many derive little real advantage from it. Its appre- 
hension is materially retarded, and its utility circum- 



scribed by too close an adherence to dogmatical rules 
for the expression of thought, and limitation to the 
exercises contained in the grammatical compendiuma 
used. On examination, it often transpired that those 
pupils that could easily inflect according to etymologi- 
cal principles, and apply the systematic rules, when 
taken in the exercises appended to these respective 
parts in their Qrammars, were unable to do so satis- 
factorily, when tried with sentences not contained 
therein. 

Hence their apparent cleverness resulted more from 
retentive memories, than adequate apprehension. The 
constant recurrence of the same lessons, prevents the 
sagacity and judgment of the children being sufficiently 
called into action. Hence the complaint is often too 
well founded, that children on leaving school ere defi- 
cient in practical philological knowledge, being pe^ie- 
tually committing blunders and inaccuracies in speaking 
and writing. It is submitted, that if teachers, instead 
of confining the children exclusively to the pages of 
their manuals, would, as often as practicable, orally 
inculcate the science of Grammar by copious exercises 
in familiar and diversified sentences, deducting the 
general prmciples from the common nsagea of speech 
and writing, it would conduce more to the development 
of intdlect, and the correct utterance of thought, the* 
learner would be more mtelligibly initiated in it — and 
its practical application facilitated when called into 
requisition. The numerical amount of the children 
acquiring Grammar, is One hundred and Forty-four, 
the greater part of whom are not advanced beyond the 
Etymological part. Lennie's and the National are the 
compendtums in universal use. 

Geography. 

The time devoted to instruction m this science is very 
limited. The children acquitted themselves creditably 
in the statistical part, but appeared to disadvantage in 
the topographical. It must be rec<dlected, however, 
that this defect was perceptible only in those Schools 
wfaerain a destitution of Maps existed. From the ab- 
sence of these, and Uhistrative diagrams, the prelimi- 
nary principles are frequently inadequately understood. 
The knowledge derived firom delineations addressed to 
the eye, is more indelibly impressed, and lastingly re- 
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tftined, than any eiea voce explanations of the Teacher, 
however lucidljr made. The only Schoob supplied with 
Maps are those mentioned in my Report of August, 
1816. Geography is taught to Fiflyfive chil^n. 
Stewart's, Lennie's, and the National, are the works 
from which it is inculcated. 

In the Georgetown Grammar School, superintended 
by myself, four boys are acquiring the Latin language, 
two instructed in the Elements of Plane Geometry, and 
three in Mensuration of Superficies and Solids. The 
last is also communicated to a few in the Bay Fortune 
District Schools. 

School Houses 

Three new ones have been erected since I reported 
last, viz., those at Georgetown Road, Itots 61 and 53, 
and the one at the Eighteen Mile Brook. The School- 
house on Pisquid Road, though built some time ago, 
had no school taught in it till this Summer. At the 
time of my visit they were partially unfinished, and des' 
titute of Stoves or Chimneys. When these wants are 
supplied they will be adequate to the accommodatioB of 
the children in their respective localities. A few have 
been better lighted, and the supervision of the children 
facilitated in several by a more judicious arrangement 
of the inside furoitur^. 

Froiniisenon»- 

Of the Eleven hundred and Thir^-five pupils attend- 
ing the District Schools, Seven hundred and Seventy- 
two, azcluuve of those under my own daily supervision, 
were pretty fully and impartially examined in the va- 
rious branches imparted to them, iirom the result of 
which the relative degress of proficiency ceuld be dis- 
tinguished with reasonable accuracy, though many 
censurable points in the method of tuition, &c., and 
defective knowledge of some branches, occasionally 
occurred; the aggregate proficiency and ratip of in- 
crease in the more advanced branches, afibrd evidence 
of progressive improvement in the administration of 
instruction, throughout the County. But it must be 
distinctly understood, that this is appropriate only to 
the permanently taught Schools. The intelligence of 
the unqatipfaptory condition of the others will be an 



abatement of this gratification. These are ahematelv 
taught and vacant for six or twelve months. Com- 
petent Teachers are oflen dismissed, and incompetent 
ones employed, because they are satisfied with lower 
salaries. Many parents consider it supererogatory to 
send their children to School more than six montlu in 
the year. The exhibitions made by the generality of 
them at their recent inspection were discouraging ; very 
little improveinent was perceptible ; chaises and fiucla- 
atioos have operated so injuriously in some, that (bey 
have deteriorated, instead of advanced; a diminished 
attendance was likewise observable, and any ameliora- 
tion of their condition must be despaired of, while the 
advantages of leammg to their children are so undulr 
appreciated by parents. 

No infractions of the Regulations of the Board came 
under my cognizance, during my recent visit. In con- 
clusion, I have only to state, that I suggested such al- 
terations and amendments, in the supervision of their 
charge, to the Teachers of those Schools, wherein 1 
considered such necessary, as I deemed might be of 
salutary efi'ect in the administration of them.

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I part of each afternooD to Sewing and Fancy 
Good eubordination apparently prevails. 



Savag« Harbor, July ^, 1S4B. 
Tlie pupils of this School ware ezanuned tbia ^y. 
The first Reading Class read wkh lolerablo distinct- 
ness, but are deficient in giring the meanings of words, 
and eomprehendii^ the import of what they read, which 
^ould, therefore, be more carefully inculcated. To 
those reading in the New Testament the numeral let- 
ters and numeration, sufficient to enable them to ex- 
press the different verses, should be taught. The 
writers, chieSy tyros, should have their allentioii di- 
rected to the better formation of the letters. The 
Arithmeticians should be exercised in questions, in 
connexion with the rules they are acquiriog,. in order 
to illustrate them. 



Head of Hillsborough, July 24, 1849. 
This School was vacant during last winter, and the 
advancement of the children consequently arrested. 
The Reading and Writing are satisfactory; but it is 
desirable that more time be allotted to the acquisition 
of Arithmetic. A portion of each day is occupied in 
giving instruction in Fancy and Ornamental Needle 
Work. 



St. Peter's, (Farms,) July 24, 1849. 
The pupils belonging to this School display credita- 
ble proficiency in the difierent hranches in which they 
have been getting instruction during the past half-^ 
year. 

East Point, July 23, 1849. 
This School waa opened last Winter. The Reading 
of tbe various Classes is correct, and their Spelling 
equally so. Those learning Arithmetic worked the 
questions proposed with fhctlity. The Copy Books, 
which are neatly kept, exhibit gradual improvement 
en the art of Writing. Some written Arithmetical 
E^xercises were particularly well, executed. 



West River, July 25, 1W9. 
The elder children in this School read with consider- 
able perspicuity, and spell very well. The juniors are 
not &r advanced, but correctly taught as far as they 
have gone. Those in Arithmetic are fairly grounded 
in the elementary rules which they ara acquiring. 



Norrfs's Pond, July 36, 1819. 
This School has been in operation since February. 
The appearance and progress of the pupils evince dili- 
gence and success on the Teacher's part. 



Bay Fortune, July 27, 1849. 
The result of this day's examination waa gratifying. 
The children appeared under complete subordination, 
and manifestly progressing in the branches they are 
acquiring. The Senior Class in English Grrammar,. 
were quite conversant with the Science. The Copies 
and Written Exercises were neatly and legibly exe- 
cuted. 



Lktle Pond, July 27, 1849. 

The improvement of the children in Reading and 
Spelling is satisfactory. Those learrung Arithmetic 
should be made bettep acquainted with the Tables of 
Weights and Measures, and more copiously exen»sed 
in the fiindamental Rules. 

The demeanor of the children during the examina- 
tion betokens the Master to be a good disciplinarian. 



Launching, July 28, 1819. 

The proficiency of the children in Reading, Ortho- 
graphy, and English Grammar is respectable. Mor» 
time and attention should be devoted to Writing. 

Those in Arithmetic have a fair knowledge of the 
Rules fliey are employed at. 



Georgetown Road, (Lot 53,) July 3D, 1849. 
This School was established in last March. The 
majority of the pupils are at monosyllabic words, and 
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getting a knowledge of the various sounds of the let- 
ters. A few have commenced in Reading and Writing. 
Wholesome discipline pervades the School. 



Brudenel River, July 30, 18i9. 

The proficiency of the children that have regularly 
attended this School is satisfactory. The more ad- 
vanced Classes read with great propriety, and by the 
fkcility with which they give the signification of words, 
show that this important branch in the educational pro- 
cess has not been neglected. 

The Granunarians have acquired a considerable 
knowledge of the aft; parsing ordinary paasages, and 
correeting sentences involving errors in construction 
with readmess. Those at Arithmetic worked all the 
questions proposed with pnuseworthy celerity. As the 
discipline of the School is apparently rather loose, the 
more stringent enforcement thereof for the fiiture is re- 
eommended. 



New Perth, July 30, 18*9. 

The first inspection of this School, under the present 
Teacher, took place this day. Perspicuity, attention 
to the pauses, and comprehension of the import of their 
leseona, ware manifested by the Reading Classes. 

Hie Grammar Classes are not far advanced, but 
thoroughly ccxiversant in the science, according to their 
standing. 

The solutions of varied and somewhat difficult ques- 
tions were produced with great rapidity. This pro- 
ceeds from the excellent custom observed by the Master, 
of daily exercising them in questions in connexion with 
the rules they are acquiring. 

The conduct and deportment of the children evince 
jodicioua discipline on the Teacher's part. 



Pisquid Road, July 31, 1819. 
This School commenced about a fortnight ago. 
Most of the children in attendance were young, and 
receiving instraction in the Alphabet and the elementa- 
ry sounds. 



Eighteen Mile Brook, July 31, 1^9. 

The result of this day's examination was highljealis- 
factory, being alike creditable to Teacher and children. 

Geography and English Gnunmar are patien{l]r mi 
successfully inculcated. Many of the childrea read 
distinctly and accurately, and understand what ihej 
read. Hie more nsefhl rules are imderstood, ud I 
readily applied by those acquiring Arithmetic. 

The Copy Books and Written Exercises are Death' 
and cleanly kept, and ahow progressive improvement. 



Georgetown Road, (Lot 51,) July 31, 1819. 
This recently establidied Schoc^ was opened aboui 
the latter part of June. The progress of the cbiUreo 
is consequently very limited. It is suggested, thu the 
readers be more carefiilly instructed in the meaning ti 
what they read. Some additional stringency in the dis- 
cipline is requisite to produce better subordinatioQ ami 
application to their studies. 



Head of Montague, Aagitst I. 
From the examination of the children this da;, dni- 
gent inculcation and consequent imprevemeut in ibe 
various branches communicated were evident. 



Montage River, August 1. 
This School was vacant for a considerable pericd 
previous to its commencement under the present 
teacher. From its being so recently opened, I am un- 
able to say anything definitely ccmceming it. Appa- 
rently a good understanding exists between the teacber 
and pupils, from which, with the system of tuition pvr- 
Bued, beneficial results to the children may be anliei- 
pated. 



Cross Roads, (Lot 59) August 1. 

The principal classes read with a considerable degn' 

of propriety as regards pronunciation and pauses, but 

exhibited a deficiency in understanding what thej read. 

The ^Writing shows gradual improvement. Th(«' 

art of Arithmetic, should be more fre- 
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qu«atly exercised in the more useful rulee, to familiar- 
ize them with tbeii application. 



Sturgeon, August % 1819. 

This School is evidently prospering under its present 
teacher; of late it has become more numerously and 
regularly attended. All the children have progressed 
sittisfactohly since their last inspection. 



Murray Harbour, (N. Side) AugvA 3, 1849. 

The inspection of this District School took place this 
day. Many of the children present at the former exa- 
mination were absent, and their places occupied by 
younger ones not far advanced. 

Many of the pupils showed great negligence in regard 
to their studies, which demands more rigid discipUne 
and 8 closer oversight, in order to promote that appli- 
cation necessary to their profitable attendance at School. 



Idttle Sands, August 3, 1849. 

This School was opened in last June under its present 
teacher. It was vacant for a time prior to this, the in- 
jurious effects of which are very visible, the children 
being releaming what they had acquired and forgotten. 
The children appear attentive to their studies, and de- 
Girous to leam. 



White Sands, August 3, 1849. 

Many of the best Scholars were absent from this 
examination. The Reading Clauea are progressing 



and apprehend the purport of their lessons. The arith- 
meticians are well versed ia the art as far as they have 
gone. 



Murray Harbour, S. Side, August 3, 1849. 

This District School has been in continued operation 
under the same teacher since its establishment two 
years ago. Diligence and Buccess in his vocation are 
plainly demonstrated by the rapid improvement and 
increasing number of the pupils. 



Montague Bridge, August 11, 1849. 

The attendance has been tolerably regular in this 
School since its commencement in last March. The 
children read with tolerable ease and accuracy for the 
time. The Writing evidences gradual improrement. 
A knowledge of cyphering would be more efficiently 
imparted if the learner would be orally exercised in 
(juestions of every day occurrence. Tlje government 
of the School is apparently salutary. 



Cardigan River, August 18, 1849. 

This School was opened about a fortnight ago. In 
reading, the children appeared rather to disadvantage, 
but spell tolerably well. Only a few of the elder chil' 
dren are instructed in writing. Those in Arithmetic 
readily worked a number of questions in the fundamen- 
tal rules, and understand them well. Good regulations 
prevail in the Schools.

Gtntltmm ofiht Board ofEdacatum; 

Although I am not enabled to report an^ thing of a 
brilUant or extraordinary character in reference to the 
District School! in this County, during the past half- 
year, I am likewise exempted from communicating in- 
telligence of an unsatisfactory or discouraging nature 
regarding them. 

The non-recurrence of a defection in the number of 
the Schoob, which periodically occurred, during the 
Winter season, nnce I have had the supervision of 
them, is the most promineid circumstance relative to 
education, since I had the honor of reporting last. This 
is probably chiefly attributable to an improvement in 
the pecuniary circumstances of the people, and it is to 
be hoped, may be viewed as an earnest, that, with in- 
creased means at their disposal, increased liberality 
will be manifested towards the establishment and up- 
holding of Seminaries, wherein their children may 
receive a liberal share of sound and [Hxylitable instruc- 

The scholastic institutions in actire operation at the 
present thne, throughout the County, are Twenty- 
aeven, (exdusive of the Infant School in Georgetown) 
imparting instruction to about Nine hundred and Seventy 
children. The decrease of attendance, always obse^ 
table during the Winter, is principally caused by the 
state ofthe roads and the severityof the weather, which 
prevent many of the junior children &om coming during 
that season. The above number of Schools show an 
augmentation of Nine Schools and Two hundred and 
Sixty Scholars over those of the preceding correspond- 
ing half-year.

System of Tnitkn. 

Of this it may be afiirmed, that it is steadily acquiring 
a greater resemblance to the prescribed method, viz: 
thai pursued in the Central Academy. The system of 
Iraatiog children as mere mocking-birds, is generally 
repudiated, and that of regarding them as rational 
beings, poaaeseed of reflecting faculties, adopted and 
icted upon. While language as an instrument receives 
a due share of time and attention, the chief aim and 
solicitude of the teacher is to inculcate and impart a 
knowledge of things. Ahnost every lesson, whether 
Reading, Geography, or English Grammar, is made 
ihe subject of practical exercise. Thus, as the children 
are seldom compelled to learn what they do not appre- 
hend, education ia considerably divested of its repuli 
character, and a greater variety of useful information 
comiQunicated and retained vrith infinitely less irksome- 
aesi and fatigue, both to master and pupils. 

The Course of Instraetioii 

Comprises Reading, Writing, Arithmetic and Spell- 
ing, which are taught in ail the Schools, to all the chil- 
i^n [excepting a small proportion in an incipient 
stage]. English Grammar — taught in Twenty Schools, 
to One hundred and Forty Scholars; Geography — 
'aught in twelve Schools, to Fifty; and Latin and the 
Elements of Cteometry, in one, to Foar pupils. 

Sebool Honses. 

Three of the Ave School-houses, announced in my 
•mi Report as then recently erected, and destitute of 
the means of wartnbig them, have been fbmiehed whh 
'ubBtaatial stoves, the other two with chimneys. 

The School-house at Montague River, one of the 
nioit comiaodiouB and conveniently furnished in the 



County, was accident^y burnt during the Winter. The 
consequent intermission in their studies, and loss of 
books and other epparatus, have been a drawback on 
the profess of the pupils. It is, however, satisfactory 
to state, that the Mistress and children have resumed 
their labours in a spacious and suitably-furnished apart- 
ment procured for the purpose. As the School is in a 
thriving condition, it is to be hoped that the inhabitants 
will so far appreciate the interest of their children as to 
provide for the immediate erection of a building com- 
mensurate with the necessity of the locality. The other 
houses throughout the County are in statu quo. 

Infaat School ia Georgetovs. 

Offering at extremely moderate chttrgea a concentra- 
tion of usefiU training and instruction, it is well attended 
though like the generality of the District Schools, lesa 
numerously than during the Summer season. Secular 
information is sedulously, though not exclusively incul- 
cated. In the intercourse of teacher and pupils, the 
regulation and development of the moral iaculties is 
aimed at. As might be expected, from the diversity of 
age, the accomplishments of the children are necessar- 
ily varied. 

The amount of knowledge in which the senior pupils 
are proliclent, could only be the result of a pretty vigo* 
rouB application to study. 

Regular intervals of cheerful relaxation, while they 
tend to invigorate the mind, combine to give tone to the 
physical powers, 

MiscellBoeons. 

From the absence of duplicates of eiMries, made in 
their respective Journals, containing remarks on the 
discipline, management, progress, &c., it will be noticed 
that three Schools, viz: those at St. Margaret's, Head 
of Montague and Little Sands, have not been inspected 
during the recent term. 

The two first were vacant, when officially visited, the 
master of one being absent on business, and the house, 
in which the other is taught, being in the course of 
some needful reparations. After proceeding the greater 
part of the way to inspect the District School at Little 
Sands, I was compelled to return by the impaseable 
state of the roads They will, however, be duly ex- 
amined, wfaeaevei' the travelling will admit of it. 
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Iq the preceding general summary, which is neces- 
sarily somewhat monotoDoiu, together with the obser- 
vations more minutely detailed in the accompanying 
transcripts of the entries mode in the different District 
School Journals, it ia hoped, that a sufficiently clear 
idea of the condition and working of the various educa- 
tional seminaries throughout the County ia presented.

Copiei of Entrtei made In the DIftrtct 
School Registers at their recent exami- 
nations. 

Head of St. Peter's Bay School. 
Examined Feb. 26th. — No. present 31. — No. on Re- 
gister, 13. 

This School, which is one of the most regularly and 
efficiently taught in the County, exhibits a deficiency 
in the attendance daring the past month or two, being 
caused by the prevalence of the hooping-cough in the 
District, though now daily on the increase. The 
Reading Classes are progrosaing in the ait, and fairly 
apprehend the import of their lessons. The Arithmetic 
Classes, being taken in the more useful rules, wrought 
the majority of the questions with great readiness. 
Those studying English Grammar are tolerably veraant 
in the science, considering their tender age. The 
Writing evidences satisfactory improvement and close 
oversight by the master. 



Cable Head School. 
Examined Feb, 36.— No. present, 23.— No. on Regis- 
ter, 26. 
This School has been in operation since last April. 
The principal part of the children are in the elementary 
branches. Reasonable progress has been made by 
those that have attended somewhat regularly. The 
moat advanced are reading the New Testament, which 
they can do fluently. 



A few are acquainted with Arithmetic as far as Com- 
pound Multiplication, and have been getting instruction 
in writing for a short time. 



Goose River School. 
Examined Feb. 37.— No. present, 30.— No. on Regis- 
ter, 40. 
This District School was opened in last December, 
and has been in continued operation since. One class 
are using the English Reader, which they can read 
tolerably well, but Murray's Second Spelling Book i^ 
the text-book of most of them. A limited number have 
made some progress in Writing and Arithmetic. 



East Point School. 
Examined Feb. 37. — No. present, 36. — No. on Regis- 
ter, 45. 
It is pleasing to observe the improvement of the 
pupils belonging to this School in the various branches 
imparted to them, since the last inspection. The school 
is apparently properly conducted, and the children at- 
tentive to their studies. 



West River School. 
Examined Feb. 38.— No. present, 36.— No. on Regis- 
ter, 33. 
In Reading, Spelling, and adducing the signification 
of words, the children acquitted themselves creditably 
The Copy-books and written Exercises attest pro- 
gressive improvement in style and execution. 



Norris's Pond School. 
Examined Feb. 28.— No. present 37. — No. on Regis- 
ter, 35. 
The advanced Reading Classes in this School mi 
audibly and pretty correctly. The arithmeticians can 
apply the rules as far as they are advanced. Suisfac- 
tory progress ia visible in writing. As that proficiency 
which might be expected, was not displayed in giving; 
the meaning of words when requested, it ia desirable 
that such be henceforward more strictly inculc^ed. 
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Souris District School. — £xaiiiined March 1. 
No. present, 22. — No. on Register, 23. 
The diTersity of elementuy text-books that obtaliu 
in this School, prevents an advantageous clasaiGcation. 
One class read passages in the English Reader with a 
fair degree of proprietj. In Arithmetic and Writing, 
which are commnnicated to several, satisfactory pro- 
gress has been made, more especially in the former. 

Little Pond School.— Exenuned March 2. 
No. present, 18. — No. on Register, 26. 
Several of the best readers were absent from this 
day's examination. The reading did not appear above 
mediocrity. The spelling was remarkably correct. In 
writing and cyphering the progress is not very great, as 
those acquiring a knowledge of them but recently com- 
menced. 



Cross Roads, Ixit 66, School.— Examined March 1. 
No. present, 90.^No. on Register, 3 >. 

This seminary was reopened about a weelc ago, after 
having been vacant for about six months. The condi- 
tion of the school ia therelbre pretty much the same as 
at that time. 

The chief deficiency is an imperfect knowledge of the 
import of words and inadequate disceniment of the pur- 
port of their lessons. 

It is therefore suggested that this important sabject 
in the educational process be closely and constantly at- 
tended to. 

The &cility displayed in casting up sums, evinced 
fuir proficiency in the art. 



Montague River School. — Examined March 4. 
No. present, 32. — ^No. on Register, 30. 
The oi^anizatioD and wco-king of this seminary is 
Justly entitled to commendation. The reading of the 
various classes was clear and intelligible, and the im- 
port of what they read is comprehended as well as can 
be expected. The transcriptions in prose and verse, 
together with (he copies, were i^eatly executed, denoting 
care in the perfbrmaoce and increasing beauty in style. 
The Arithmetic Classes solved the majority of a variety 



of questions in the more useful rules with celerity and 
precision. In Geography and English Grammar their 
knowledge is likewise creditable. 

Altogether, the acquirements of the children for the 
by-gone half year betoken their Mistress to have been 
actively usetul, and themselves advantaged by such en- 
deavours. 



Georgetown Road, Lot 65, School. — ^Examined March 5. 
No. present, 26. — No. on Register, 44. 

This school has been very efficiently conducted since 
its establishment. Several of the pupils that commenced 
with the Alphabet at different periods from six to twelve 
months ago, now read the New Testament, Introduc- 
tion and Reader, with fluency and propriMy. In Ortho- 
graphy, their acquirements have been even greater 
than in reading, very few errors having been ccnnmitted 
while examined in that branch. 

The Writing exhibits gradual improvement. A few 
have gone through the fundamental rules of Arithmetic, 
in which they are well grounded. 



New Perth School. — Examined March 5. 
No. present, 34.— -No. on Register, 40. 

The first class in Gteography was absent from this 
inspection. The class present passed and construed 
some passages with creditable correctness, and are well 
acquainted with the first principles. Progressive tm- 
provemeol is visible in the Writing department. Per<- 
apicuity, attention to the stops, and distinct enunciation, 
characterize the Reading, 

The purport of the lessons is sedulously and success- 
fully inculcated. The rules and principles of Arith- 
metic are well understood. The answer to various 
questions were oast up with.great rapidity and precision. 



Eighteen AGIe Brook School. — Examined March 0^ 

No. present, 16. — No. en Register, 33. 
The pupils attending this school have progressed 
sotis&ctorily during the past half year in die various 
branches of instruction communicated to them. 

The demeanour of the children indicates regular dis- 
cipline in the administration of the school. 
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Ueorgetown Road,Lot61, School. — Ezaminecl March 8. 
No. present, 26. — No. on Register, 48. 

A considerable intermission in this acbool occurred 
lost Autumn, while a chimnej was in course of erec- 
tion, and other necessary appendages supplied by the 
iDhabitants. Though the progress of the scholars was 
impeded by this vacation, a fair improvement has taken 
place in Reading and Writing. Several of the elder 
ones have recently begun at Arithmetic, and a few are 
getting instruction in Grammar. 



Pisquid Road School. — ^Examined March 6. 
No. present 16. — No. on Register 30. 

As no school existed in this District previous to the 
establishment of the present one about a year ago, the 
children at that time were comparatively destitute of 
any learning. Although an aptitude to acquire infor- 
mation, and a desire to obtain it, are very visible on the 
scholar's part, it is to be regretted that their acquire- 
ments and prt^ress are not what might be expected. 

This partly proceeds from a scarcity of text-books, 
and even those in use are of an irregular and unsuita- 
ble nature, and partly from a more intellectual mode of 
tuition. 

The improvement in Writing is pretty good for the 
times. Arithmetic is taught to a few. 



Head of Cardigan School. — ^Examined March 7. 
No. present, 25. — No. on Register, 27. 

The result of this day's examination proved satisfac- 
tory. A marked proficiency is apparent in Reading 
and Spelling. Correct utterance and a due degree of 
slowness are conspicuous in the former. 

The Copy Books, which are kept unusually clean, 
are regularly written, and display gradual improvement. 
Those at Arithmetic are in the primary rules. 



Brudenel River School. — ^Examined March 6. 
No. present. 16. — No. on Register, 23. 

The Reading ClaBses in this School have made cont- 
mendable progress since my last visit. 

Their tuowledge of the import of what tfaey read. 
tends much to diicenunent and taste in it. The Gram- 
marians readily parsed some ordinary pieces, ud 
adduced syntactic rules for the correction of errors in 
construction in numerous sentences. 

A class in Oeography are well versed m the Grsi 
prittciplea of the science, and bid fair for future iraprore- 
ment. 



White Sands School. — Examined Maivh 31. 
No. present, 20. — No. on Regiater, 35. 
This inatitution maintains its fbtmer useful character. 
The unfavorable state of the weather prevented manr 
from being present. The Register exhibits mcreuint 
regularity of attendance. This is aa it should be. Pa- 
rents, too often, permit their children to stray from 
school, and then unreasonably tax the master with inai- 
tentioD, because they have not progressed equally frith 
others that have constantly attended. As might be 
expected, the recent more regular attendance has pro- 
duced a corresponding increase in the rate of improve- 
ment. Several have made mariced proficiency. Od 
the whole, the school is well conducted, and the papils 
steadily progrMsing in the vuioiia brandes imparled to 
them. 



MurrayHarbour.S. Side, School: Examined March 31. 
No. present, 16. — No. on Register, 43. 
The Journal in this School shows an increase ot' 
scholars since the last inspection. He proficiency in 
all the branches taught in the school is very satiafactoi?, 
evidencing uniform and unceasing efibrts on the Teach- 
er's part to benefit those entrusted to his care. The 
younger children, in an Incipient stage of learning, m 
correctly grounded as far as they have advanced .J 
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Ba3' Fortune School.— Bsominecl April 5. 
No. present, 25.— No. od Register, 39. 

Thia seminary appears to be efficiently superintended, 
la general, the attaiomenta of the echotaiB manifest a 
pretty close application to their stodiea. 

The orderly demeanor of the children during the 
examination did them credit, evidently lowing that the 
moral facuhies are appealed to, to prodnce subordioa- 



Grand River School. — Emniited April 6. 
No. present, 22. — No. on Register, 2S. 

After having been closed for a considerable time, thia 
school was reopened in January lest, under its former 
teacher. 

Many of the elder children displayed creditable pro- 
ficiency in calculation, reading and spelling. They 
appear apt to learn, and the younger pupils that began 
with the Alphabet at the commencement of the term, 
are rapidly advancing. The Master appears to have 
them under complete control, and seldom has occasion 
(0 have recourse to corporal chastisement. 



Cardigan River School. — Examined April 6. 
No. present, 25.— No. on Register, 38. 

The improvement in this School for the by-gone half 
year, in reading and spelling, ia very good. The 
Grammar claaa ia well acquainted with the elementary 
principles, but have not made much progress in the 
syntactic part. Their knowledge of Arithmetic ia satis- 
factory as far aa they have progressed in it. In gene- 
ral, the Writing attests improvement. 



Launcbii^ School — Examined April 20. 
No. present, 90. — No. on Register, 54. 

The general amount of learning gone over, since my 
leat official visit, is as great as couid be looked for. 
Besides ordinary improvement in Reading, Writing, 
and Spelling, the children have acquired a considerable 
amount of elementary instruction in English Grammar 
and Geography. 

Salutai7 discipUne is discernible throughout the ma- 
nagement of the school, and a judicious intercourse 
exists between the master apd children.

Her Majesty's Ship Vtxut, 
Cfaarlottetown, 3lBt July, 1849. 
I have the honor to acqnaint your Excellency with 
reference to the Light House on Point Prim, that on 
the morning of Saturday the 14th July, when about 
or 10 miles distant from the light, the weather heing 
quite clear from fog or haze, the light waa lost sight of 
for two hours. At 4 a. m. I again saw the light trow- 
ing with a TOty faint glimmer, and shortly afterwarda 
opened it, hurning well. 

On my return from Pictou, in compliance wifli my 
instructions from the Earl of Dundondd, I landed, and 
ascended to the Lantern of this Light House. 

I found everything about the establishment in excel- 
lent order; the oil vessels and lamps perfect ; and am 
quite satisfied that the Ugbt not being seen at the time 
I mentioned was caused by no neglect on the part of 
the Light House Keeper. 

But as it is evident that a Light House not efficient 
for the purpose intended, and which being nnderstoodj 
to show light over a certain portion of the horizon, 
fails to accompUsh its object, is more dangerous than 
useful; as likely to mislead rather than to guide vessels, 
I consider it my doty to make this representation to 
your Excellency as well as to suggest what I consider 
is required to render the Light House on Prim Point 
perfectly efficient. 

As far as I have had the opportunity of judging, from 
from the extent of honz(»i required to be lighted the 
number of lamps are insnfficient ; the reflected rays 
from the Parabolic Reflectors, not meeting within a long 
distance from the light. 

It is dear that within that circle where the rays from 
all the Reflectors meet, there must be certain spaces 
left in total darkness, therefore the Lunps should be at 
such a distance as to bring this circle as close as pos- 
sible to a safe distance for passing the Point. 
The Jjampa as now placed, being far apart, this drcle 
of continuous light is very tar distant, and ships sailing 



down (in an obscure apace) might easily run (m shon 
on the Point, should they not seethe land. 

It is true that this defect, might be remedied by al- 
tering the several foci of the Parabolic Reflectors, but 
then, from the divergence of the rays, the light would 
lose a considerable portion of iu intensity which is at 
present unexceptionable. I would therefore venture lo 
suggest, that an addition of three Lights, to the four al- 
ready in place, with reflectors of the same coostmction 
as those in use at present, would remedy this gerious 
defect in the otherwise very useful Ught House or 
Prim Point.

Sir; 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a 
Copy of Commander Jenner's Letter lo Hia Excellen- 
cy the Lieutenant Governor of Prince Edward Island, 
respecting the Light on Point Prim; and also of part 
of another Letter respecting the marks for entering the 
Harbor of Charlottetown. 

According to your desire, signified through Ci 
mander Becher on the Uth ultimo, I have the honor to 
remark as followa :— 

1. Respecting the Light on Prim Point, we have 
rounded it repeatedly in the Gidnare, and in her boats, 
nithout noticing the defect mentioned by Commander 
Jeoner ; and, upon enquiry of the Masters of the 
Scliooncr, and of the Steamer Rote, who at diCTerent 
times have been employed in carrying the Mails to and 
Trom Pictou twice a week, they also appear to have 
noticed nothing of the kind. The utmost that I can 
tind to have been observed by any one is, that the 
Light has appeared dim occasionally; but whether that 
I'hould be accounted for in the way suggested by Com- 
mander Jenncr, or merely by supposing the Light to 
have been burning more brightly at one time than 
another, I cannot determine. 



can, however, have Bo hesitation in dissenting from 
Commander Jenner'a inference, that "there must be 
certain spaces leA in total darituMt," whilst yet I con- 
cur with him in opinion, that the Light would be very 
much improved by the addition of the three Lamps and 
Reflectors which he bos recommended. The additional 
Lamps wouU not only add to the power of the light, 
but they would also remove all ground for excuse, in 
the event of the Light becoming dim or disappearing 
again, a* in the instance related by Commands Jen- 
ner. 

Tlie Light House Keeper on Prim Point has no As- 
sistant, and his Salary is not such that he can reasona- 
bly be expected to provide one. 

It is imposaible that he, or any one, can always be 
sure of avoiding sleep during the thirteen or fourteen 
consecutive hours of a Novendter or December night, 
and I, therefore, strongly recommend that he should 
be allowed the requisite asristance, to insure a constant 
and waRefiil attendance. 

The remark of Commander Jenner, (in which I quite 
concur,) that a Light which " faUs to accomplish its 
object, is more dangerous than useful," — endangering 
the safety of Vessels and the lives of thc^e on board of 
them,~points clearly to the serious nature of the 
charge assumed by the Keeper of a Light House; and 
I am therefore of opinion, that every thing that could 
in any way be made to appear to lessen his responsibi- 
lity, or excuse any neglect, should be entirely re- 

2. With respect to the marks for entering the Har- 
bor of Cbariottetown, M'Kumon's Log Hut and Bam 
are the only two buildings in rear of the White Beacon 
on Canseau Point, and as the line for leading up the 
Harbor is drawn on the Admiralty Chart through the 
White Beacon to the Hut, shown to be the Southmost, 
or most to the left of the two buildings, it would seem 
that there cannot be much difficulty in distinguishing 
the one from the other; oevertheless, it would be a 
manifest improvement, as tending to render future mis- 
takes scarcely possible, if a large white Ball were 
painted on, or affixed to the Hut. 

3. I cannot perceive that there is any difficulty in 
distinguishing the " Presbyterian from the chur^es of 
other forms of worship," in a Vessel entering the Har- 
bor, for, on her arriving near the Buoy off Battery 
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Point, and referring to the Admiralty Chart, the line 
ior leading in will be se«n drawn through the Red 
Beacon and Presbyterian Church near the Western or 
lefl extreme of the Town; thus clearly pointing out 
that Church, and distinguishing it from the others in 
liw centre of the Town, by its situation alone. But it 
is moreover represented as without a Spire on the plan, 
and mentioned as having a tquare loietr, on the Chart 
of HiQsborough Bay, which may &irly be supposed to 
have been consulted before arriving at the entrance of 
(he Harbor. And, lastly, the tqttare loietr of tho Pres- 
byterian Church is mentioned in the Saint Lawrence 
Directions, Vol. II, page 105, and its situation pointed 
out on page 107. 

The only improvement, therefore, that I can suggest 
in this case, is more care to keep the Red Beacoa fresh 
painted. 



As the improvements herein mentioned are msHen 
for the consideration of the local Legislature, I hart 
enclosed a Copy of this Report to His Excellency Sir

Eixtract from a Report of a Committee of th« Ececnlitt 
CouttcU, dated 39iA January, 1850, and approrrd bj 
Bit Excellency the Oovemor- General in Couneil, en 
Irt February, 1850. 

The Committee of the Executive Council have bad 
under consideration en your Excellency's reference, * 
Memorial from the Montreal Board of Trade, prayinj! 
that your Excellency may be graciously pleased [a 
convene, at the earliest possible day, the Frovmcial 
Parliament, in order that the necessary action may be 
taken, to establish the footing upon which our Coasting 
and Inter- Colonial Trade are to be pennaaently 
placed. 

The Memorial of the Board of Trade has refercK^ 
to several clauses of the Imperial Act 13 and 13 Vic . 
cap. 39, and ita object is to pray your Excellency Id 
call the Provincial Parliament together, with dke vie' 
of exercising the powers with which it is invested bj 
the Imperial Act. 

The Committee of Council, after mature considert- 
tion of the subject, are of opinion, that there is no im- 
mediate neceasity for the intervention of the Provinci*) 
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Parliament. It would not be expedient, in the opinion 
of the Committee of Council, to throw open the Inter- 
nal Coasting Trade to the Americans, unless there 
were some certainty that the Americana would act on 
the principle of Reciprocity. TheCommittee of Coun- 
cil hope th^ your Excellency will be able to obtain 
aome inTonnatioa as to the views of the United States 
OD the subject, prior to the meeting of Parliament. 
The Committee of Council are not prepared at present 
in view of pending negotiation with the Grovemment of 
(he United States, to reconunend to Parliament to adopt 
any measure vrllh the view of placing the Inter-Colonial 
Trade on the footing of a Coasting Trade. With re- 
gard to the employment of Foreign Ships, the Commit- 
tee of Council concur in the opinion of the Board of 
Trade, that no statutory impediment exists to .the 
employment of such Shipping, in the conveyance of 
Goods or Passengers between any Port of Canada and 
all parts of the World. The Comipittee of Council are 
however of opinion, that irrespective altogether of the 
Navigation Laws, the Prerogative of the Crown is suf- 
ficient to place restrictions on the Navigation, by 
Foreign Vessels, of a river flowing through the Terri- 
tory of Her Majesty, and the Committee of Council 
caanot advise your Excellency, as the Representative 
of Her Majesty, to extend any privileges to American 
Citizens, pending the decision of the Congress of the 
United States, on the Bill for establishing Reciprocal 
Free Trad^ between the two Countries,

The Committee of Council 
are likewise of opinion, that it is of great importance 
that the Government of the United States should be 
pressed to concede the privilege of Registry to Veasels 
built in the North Americfm Provinces, and purchaeed 
by the Citizens of the United States.

The undersigned has the hoqor to submit to the 
GoTcmoi^eneral, that it is important to ascertain if 
possible, prior to the meeting of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, what course the American Congress is disposed 
to take with reference to Canada, and the other North 
American Cotonies, with regard \o the Coasting Trade. 
Although it is possible thfit the forwarding and Shipping 
interests in this Province might be averse to competi- 
tion on equal terms with the Citizens of the United 
States, yet there can be little doubt, that the Parlia- 
ment would be prepared to act on the principle of 
Reciprocity. There are two branches of the Coasting 
Trade, that in the internal waters which divide the 
Territories of Her Majesty from the United States, and 
that between the various British Provinces and the At- 
lantic Coast of the United States. Canada would ho 
disposed to establish perfect freedom with regard to 
both those Trades. Under the late Act of the Imperial 
Parliament, repealing the Navigation Laws, it is pro- 
vided, that the ^ueen in Council, on Ihe Address of 
any two of the Legislatures of the British ProvinceSj 
may place the Trade between each on the footing of a 
Coasting Trade. Should such restrictions be imposed. 
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the United States would be the olIj Foreign Power 
that would Bufier meterulljr froin them, aj it ie not pro- 
bable that the Veeeela of other Nationa would be en- 
gaged ia a Coaating Trade in North Amenca. 

The undersigned haa no doubt that, if the Congreaa 
of the United States aboutd reeoWe on throwing open 
tbe Atlantic Coaating Trade to the North American 
Coloiuea, tbe Legklaturee of the PrOTincea would be 
read/ to reciprocate; and, if thia proposition ahould be 
unacceptable, the Bore reitricted one might be eoter- 
tuned, o( throwing open the Internal Coaatkig Trade 
between Canada and the United States. 

Tlie underaigned would further repreaent the impor- 
tance of pressing on the attention of the American 
Government, the expeiUency of admitting to the privi- 
lege of Registry in the United States, Vessels built in 
the North American Provincea, which may be pur- 
chased by tbe Citizens of tbe United States.

The humble and dutiful Address of Ae Legislatir? 
Council and Assembly of the Province of New Bnin^ 
wick. 

May tt pkate Tow Majuly ; 

The Legislative Council and Assembly of your Ma- 
jesty's Province of New Brunswick beg leave to ap- 
proach your Majesty with renewed assurances of 
attachment to your Majesty's Person and Govemmcnt- 

The occasion of this, our Address, is one of vital 
importance to the interests of your Majesty's devoted 
Subjects in these Coltmiea. 

Hie recent modification of the British Navigation 
Laws, having admitted Foreign built Ships to British 
Registry, we would eameBtly and respectfully prew 
upon your Majesty's consideration, the absolnte neces> 
sity of obtaining, in return from the United States, such 
a relaxation of their Navigation Laws as will admit 
British Colonial built Ships to Registry in that country, 
on their becoming the property of Citizens thereof. 

Such a Reciprocity as this, would greatly encourage 
the exertions of your Majesty's Subjects in these Colo- 
nies, by opening up to them a wide field for Industrial 
competition in Naval Architecture, and thereby coo- 
duce to the profitable extension of a most valuable 
branch of domestic manu&ctures. 

Believing, as we do, that the United Stales will 
readily avail themselves of all the advantages, thus 
conceded by the Imperial Parliament, without admil- 
ting British Ships to Reciprocal privileges; we are 
desirous of having the Trade between this Province 
and the other British Possessions of Canada, Nots 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, and Newfoundland, 
placed on the footing of a Coasting Trade, if, by such 
arrangement, no Foreign Vessel will be allowed lo 
carry Freight or Passengers from one part to another 
of such PossesBions; and as we arc induced to belieie. ; 
from the provisions of the Fifth Section of the 29ili 
Chapter of tbe Acts passed in the last Session of the 
Imperial Parliament, that, if the Legislatures of anv 
two or more Possessions, which, for the purposes of 
that Act, your Majesty in Council shall declare to Ic 
neighboring Possessions, shall present Addresses lu
